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REPORT OF KALISPELL DISTRICT. 
A. D. Welch, District Superintendent. 


Dear Bishop, Fathers and Brethren of the North Montana 
Conference : 


[t is with pleasure that we bring you greetings and a re- 
port of the year's work of the Kalispell District. This has 
been a year of earnest, zealous activity on the part of the pas- 
tors and lay members, which has resulted in some failures 
and some Successes. But we trust that on the whole there 
has been a steady advance along all lines. The difficulties mn 
the way of righteousness have been many and strong. Finan- 
cial depression has been severely felt; and in many cases con- 
iriþutions are not what they would have been in better times. 
Other and competing denominations have been making a 
Strenuous effort to get a footing in this paradise region which 
they have neglected $0 long, and they do not always bring 
wholesome, helpful competition, but destructive. The forces of 
the underworld have risen with greater arrogance and effort 
than ever before. It has been made clear that the powers of 
evil dominate business and pleasure and even the Christian 
Dbis1ness man 1s held as with chains. Some of the ministers 
have had the courage to lift their voices against these things 
ani have cried aloud and spared not. But the result 1s almost 
like that of old when the prophets of Israel spoke true 
Prophecy they struck an unpopular note. The reaction has 
5e2med to jeopardize the interests of the Church. But we go 
0:1, with faith and feel sure that righteousness will prevail. 
And in s$pite of these things there is much to give encour- 


2vement. There have been some good revival meetings held. 


Church attendance in most places has increased. The Sunday 


>chools have been doing splendid work. The Junior and Ep- 


worth Leagues are zealous and have increased 1n Spirituality. 
Most of the lay members and officers have been loyal and 
very self-sacrificing for the progress of the Church. There 
has been a good ingathering of members, though this may not 
_ appear large in the reports as the old lists have been revised. 

ll of the pastors have been faithful, and there 1s a general 


hg 
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o00d feeling between them and their members and a dexirc 
for their return. On the whole we teel that the Methodic 
Episcopal Church has a higher standing and a greater influenc:: 
than a year ago. 


In the beginning of the year the new financial plan was 
presented to every Church, and considered by every officia] 
| board. By most of them it was adopted in whole or in part, 
and has been worked to some extent throughout the vear. 
The general experience 1s that it 1s a very good thing if well 
worked. But we realize that it will take some time to make _ 
it truly effective. But even now many persons have become 
systematic contributors who formerly had given nothing, © 
_ had given only $pasmodically. By continually increasing this 
Iist 1t will be but a short time until the finances of the Church: 
will be fully and Sately provided for. 


The diaciptinary benevolences have been well looked after 
and a good report will be brought in for them. The connec 
tional interests have been faithfully presented. The local in 
Stitutions also have received due attention. All Methodists arc 
learning to be loyal to Montana Wesleyan University, an 
the churches see to it that the pastor does not have to pay 
the 8 per cent out of his own pocket. The visit of Dr. Bovar« 
to several of the charges has helped to increase this loyalty. 
Montana Deaconess School has been well represented by Rev. 
John Chirgwin, who was received gladly by the people ain 
to whom liberal subscriptions were giveni The Deacones* 
School is coming to be well and favorably known on our (118- 
trict. The hospitals als» have been kept before the people. 
but all of them are $0 far away that they are practically of n« 
Service to us. But our members believe'in the Deacones* 


Hospitals, and are planning for a time when we can have one 
in our midst. 


We will not attempt in this short report to give a detaile' 
or complete account of each charge. The story would be t00 
long. But we will state a few facts very briefly, Supplemen- 
tary to the pastors' reports, in order to bring out some ol the 
important things and give a clearer view of the situation.: 
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| Bigarm, Proctor and Rollins comprise a circuit bordering 
Flathead Lake. At each of these places we have a church 
building and at Rollins a parsonage. This circuit was left 
without a pastor last year, with the consent of the members, 
partly for the purpose that they might bring up the indebted- 
ness on the church property. [his has been so far done thai 
they are ready to support a pastor next year, During the 
past year careful overs1ght has been given this charge by the 
District Superintendent with the ass1stance of the pastor at 
Polson. = 

Columbia Falls has been served during the past two years 
by the District Superintendent. Hence the charge could have 
only partial services and inadequate attention. In spite of 
this the members have been loyal and have done well. Under 
these difficulties little advancement has been made. This 
charge needs more regular service and offers opportunity for 
building up a strong work under proper management. 

Eureka charge comprises a town of live church activities 
and a country work of five places. Rev. C. E. Smith has heen 
Serving this wide circuit for the last three years. The year 
now closing has been a prosperous one, the church on the 
whole having done commendable things and made good ad- 
vancement. This summer the building was finished ins1de 
and dedicated. Although over $2,000 has been put on 1m- 
provements during this pastorate and now the church prop- 
erty $tands today without a debt. 

Elk Park, Pine Grove, State Mill and Helena Flats com- 
prise a circuit where we have four classes, four Sunday 
>chools, two church buildings and one parsonage. This work 
was assigned to Rev. ]. M. Eastland, a local preacher ot long 
and acceptable service on the District. But he was taken 
S<1ck immediately after Conference and was unable to do any 
work all the year. We are glad to report that he 18 now much 
improved and ready for work again. The work of the circuit 
has been looked after by neighboring pastors and the Dastrict 
Superintendent $o that all the places have done well and are 
looking with encouragement to the coming year. 


Holt, Bigfork and Riverside form a circuit where we have 
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two church buildings and one parsonage. Rev. C. G. Hanna! 
has served this work for two years. 'The interest has key 
_up well and the finances are in good shape. At Holt the 
»astor and Rev. F. A. Ginn held a gracious revival meeting ij: 
the winter. There were serveral convers1ons and $ubstantia! 
accessions to the Church. Most of these were young peop!. 
and have since remained active. One form of this activity 1- 
in a newly formed, but live Epworth League. The paxto; 
here has opened up some new work, preaching at Swan Rive: 
school house on a week night. There is still other new terr' 
tory that will s0on be developed and must be immediate \ 
looked aiter. 


Kalispell has had a glorious year. Rev. G. H. Heizer is 
just closing his second successful year. This has been a year 
of growth. The Sunday School has been the best in its his 
tory under the superintendency of Prof. F. L. Cummings. The 
Church membership has had more than a 10 per cent increase. 
The finances are brought up in full. Some substantial in: 
provements have been made in the property, including a ſur 
nace under the house, and a callery with Sunday School room - 
in the Church. The pastor's salary was increased $300 2! 
the beginning of the year, and the official board voted to pa 
the same next year, and have the canvass nearly completc«!. 
covering the entire year's budget. 


| Libby has been under the pastoral charge of Rev. D.C 
MecColm for the last three years. All of these years have ac 
complished good things for the Church. The chief activity, ©: 
a material kind, has been the paying off of the Church Exte! 
Sion debt which originally amounted to $1,200. The Ladic> 
A1d Society has as8umed this and in two years have DES 
two-thirds of it with interest. This Ladies' Aid Society, | 

think, deserves the banner of the Conference, having earnc. | 
from six to Seven hundred dollars per year with a members[1!; 
ot not over 18 or 20. Brother McColm is retiring from tic 
ministry and will take up his residence in Portland, Oregon: 


Polson, the leading town of the Flathead Indian Reser V4 
tion, from the beginning of its existence six years ago has SUÞ-_ 
ported a Methodist Church. . We have a good church an' 
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Darsonage property here, but they carry a debt of $1,000. Rev. 
O. A. White 1s closing his second year here as pastor. During 
this year very good constructive and intensive work has been 
done, though there 1s not a very great increase of members or 
patrons, or very full treasuries. The reservation country has 
experienced very hard times on account of. crop failures, and 
it 18 enough to know that the work has been kept going. The 
present prospects are brighter and the people are feeling more 
hopeful for next year. The Epworth League, under the lead 
of Mrs. O. A. White, 1s the Þbest in the district. 


The Somers circuit has had a good year. Rev. F. A. Ginn 
1s closing his third year here and will make a good report. 
The church at Somers has one of the best Sunday Schools on 
the District for a small town. This has been built up largely 
through the faithful work of the superintendent, Mr. ]. S. Wil- 
Son, who has had charge of the school for several years. The 
School at Bethel we believe is the best rural school. Somers 
also has a fine Epworth League. 


| Troy has done marvelously. Rev. H. H. Loy has been 
Serving as pastor for one year. There are only about twelve 
members, but they pay a salary of $500, keep the property in 
zo00d shape and look after the benevolences. Brother Loy has 
done commendable work in spending $some of his spare time 
'n building up rural work, having started Several Sunday 
Schools in country school houses, He has also organized a 
hoys' club and entertained and instructed them through the 
means of a playground. 


Whitefish has enjoyed a five years' successtul pastorate of 
Rev. V. E. Hall, and in some ways the fifth year is the best. 
Fhe membership here is not large but 1s very loyal. With Mr. 
(-. C. Cook as superintendent, and a fine corps of teachers, | 
\Vhitefish has an excellent Sunday School. Perhaps the 
«trongest features of this is a primary class of from 30 to 40 
'aught by Miss Forcum, and the boys' class built up and 
managed by the pastor. Brother Hall has solved the secret 
ot holding boys of high school age, and has some unique ideas 
about boys” clubs, that it would be well for others to copy. 
These are a few of the features of the year's work on the. 
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various charges that give us cheer and encouragement. Ther, 
are many others but we don't have time to mention them. ()1; 
the whole we feel that it has been a year of hard work but ©; 
Success. If the statistics do not show up as well as we 
 should like, yet we feel that a great deal has been done, and 
that our labor is rewarded. Personally we will state that th 
District work has been done under great difficulties, but 01 
the whole has been very agrecable and we have been mad: 
to feel that our efforts have been well received. We wish to 
thank those who have labored with us and have done $0 much 
to secure the success of the year, and have laid the foundations 


for greater things next year.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANT'S PERMANENT FUND. 


The Committee on the Conference Claimant Permanen! 
Fund beg leave to report. Since the past year has been one 
of financial depression in 80 much that our District Superin 
tendents did not deem 1t wise to present this claim as outline( 
in our Resolutions of 1914, but we believe the plan may h« 
carried out this coming Conference year. _ 


We therefore submit the plan of 1914 for your considera 
tion and recommend that it be adopted and carried out as 
follows: 


First—That the Churches of the Conterence be appor 
tioned at the rate of one dollar per member for each of the 
next three Conference years, making a total apportionment 0 
three dollars per member for each charge throughout the Con 
Terence.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF THE FRANCIS MAHON 
 DEACONESS HOSPITAL OF GLASGOW, MONTANA. 


The past year has been one of advancement under the wise 
Supervision of Miss Permelia A. Clarke. During the year we 
treated 460 patients, an increase of 89 over the previous year. 

Our grounds have been cleared to the edge of Milk River 
and planted to a vegetable garden. Sidewalks and city light- 
ing system have been extended to the Hospital. 

We began the year with a balance of $471.48. Received 
irom patients' fees and other Sources $9,106.34. Expenditures 
$9,105.52, leaving a balance on July l1st of $4/2.30. 

A beautiful and commodious nurses' home has been erect- 
ed and furnizhed at a cost of about $8,000, upon which there 1s 
$till remaining a debt of $3,500, which we expect to pay off by 
January 1st, 1916. To do this we ask the generous Support of 
_ our churches throughout the Conterence. 
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We recommend the election of the following trustees for 
one year: O. P. Roop, C. E. Peterson; for two years, R. F.

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REPORT OF THE GREAT FALLS DISTRICT

Dear Bishop and Brethren :

Eight new churches, three new parsonages, a number of 
new classes and Sunday schools organized, and at least 200 
net gain in membership. You, brethern of the ministry, with 
the laity and with your wives, are victors. I want to thank 
you tor the many kindnesses you have shown me as T have 
come to you by day and by night, amid winter's storm and 
Summer's heat, and may a double portion of God's spirit be 
upon you and yours, is my prayer. 

We are in the midst of the last large area of the new 
Northwest. We shall be called upon this fall to vote to carry 
Montana Dry. It is for us to pray, work and vote, to put 
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every saloon out of business. We are the friends, personally, 
of the men engaged in the whiskey business. We are unalter- 
ably opposed to the trattic, and because of our friendship 
towards them and the good of humanity, we want to get 
them 'out of the business. 

The area of this district 1s as large as that of Pennsylvania. 
Counting the supplies, we have nineteen who are in charge of 
work, and scattered throughout this great area. The settle- 
ments run throughout the whole area. There is very little 
Government land outside of the Indian reservation, unoccu- 
pied. We should have twice this number of workers at once, 
to meet the great demand. 

There never was a more practical, new frontier, to win 
for Christ and the church since the days of Asbury. For 
the next tew years we shall need largely increased Miss1onary 
appropriations to help support the pastors and to build 
churches and parsonages, until we get the work more per- 
manently established. 

During the 44 years that I have been in Montana and Mon- 
tana work I have never seen such opportunities and demands 
as are upon us at this time. We are now in the thickest of 
the battle to win Montana for Christ and Prohithition. You 
have done, and are now doing, a most courageous work.

REPORT OF KALISPELL DISTRICT. 


A. D. Welch, District Superintendent. 


Dear Bishop and Brethern of the North Montana Conterence : 

We take delight to bring to you at this time the third an- 
nual report of the Kalispell District. The past year has been 
one of abundant labors on the part of all the pastors and the 
District Superintendent has tried to do his Share Our ter- 
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ritory is not $0 large as S0me districts, but we have found 
enough to do. We have not traveled so far as some-of our 
colleagues, we did not go to Saratoga, but that 1s not alto- 
gether our fault. Our time has been spent almost entirely 
within the confines of the district, and we have found. that 
this gave us ample opportunity for service. But 1t 1s not 
our purpose in this report to parade what we have done but 


to tell briefly what the pastors and people have done and. 


how the kingdom of Christ has prospered. 

The work for this year has ben carried on by eight regular 
pastors, including ten charges, some pastors looking alter 
two charges. All of the places were supphed at the last 
Conference session except Columbia Falls, and Libby and 
Troy Circuit. For the former ot these a pastor was S00n Se- 
cured-in- the person of Rev. A. W. Smith, who got his minis- 
terial training and did his earliest work in the Evangelical 
Denomination, and for the past four years has served the 
Presbyterian Church at Camas, Mont. Feeling that 1t would 
he more congenial for him to work with the Methodists, he 
applied to us and was appointed to the vacancy at Columbia 
Falls. - He and his family have lived and worked there for 
the whole year and have made for themselves a good report. 
Brother Smith desires admission into our Conference and 

teels constrained to labor among us for years to come. To 

ll the vacancy at Libby and Troy Rev. David Hardy was 
Secured and transferred from the Montana Conference to the 
North Montana Conference by Bishop McConnell. He ar- 
rived on the field s0on after the Conference session and he 
and his wife have labored hard and effectively. Rev. H. H. 

Loy, who was appointed to the Holt Circuit, decided after 

Conference to attend school, 80 remained at Kalispell, where 

he attended High School and acted as assistant pastor to the 

Kaitspell church. Rev. ]. M. Fastland took charge of the 

work left vacant and has served very acceptably for the 

year as his strength would permit. 
At this place we wish to say a word in regard to pastoral 
titness. All the men were moved last year except two. SO 


nearly all are first year men. But they have all proved to 


fit well into their new environment; All are very efficient

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pastors. The work on every charge is well manned and well 
organized. Lhe personnel of the pastoral force is above re- 
proach and their wives and children are of equally good re- 
pute. lhe charges reflect the excellency of the ministerial 
high character, and 1t the present relation can be maintained 
for sufficient time, the moral, the spirtual and the financial 
_ character of the kingdom of God will be elevated throughout 
the district. On the whole it has been a pleasure to work 
with the pastors and people. But we realize that the situation 
proves that -where pastoral efficiency 1s high, district super- 
V1S10N 18 less necessary. | 

There have been many things plainly observable during the 
past year which bring encouragement to the forces of right- 
eousness. One of these 1s increased activity in the line of 
Sunday Schools. In most of the schools long established, 
there 1s increased attendance. . And the efficiency of the or- 
ganization 1s much 1improved. More proficient, consecrated 
workers have given themselves to this work. Rural commun- 
ities which have been without Sunday Schools are requesting 
that this work be started. Several new schools have heen 
organized. Some of them are our own and Some are un- 
denominational, but can be swung into line with any church 
than can serve them. It is truly a wholesome indication 
when greater emphasis 1s played on the regular teaching of 
the Holy Word. And we believe that people are seeing the 
importance of religious training, and are hungering for the 
Word of Truth, more than in the immediate past. 

Also we have reason to he gratified for the progress of the 
Young People's Societies. One new Epworth League has 
been formed and old ones are taking on new activity. We 
believe the membership on the whole will be larger. More 
delegates than usual were chosen, and were prepared to at- 
tend the State Convention at Great Falls, some even starting 
on their journey, but they were not able to get there on ac- 
count of delayed train service. This was a great disappoint- 
ment, not only to the delegates, many of whom were young | 
people, full of enthusiasm, going to their first convention, but 
to the Leagues and churches represented. They are hoping 
for better success next year. Also some Junior League dele- 
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gates were elected to the convention. The few Junior 
Leagues over the district are doing a good work and the 
faithfulness of the Superintendents is worthy of the highest 
commendation. In these various departments of young peo- 
ple's and children's work we have made ample provis1on to 
carry out the high command of our master, "Feed my lambs.” 

Methodism can never forget nor long neglect the revival 
' tire. This is one of the distinguishing characteristics of our 
communion and the chief force that drives us on in our 
work of destroying sin and saving souls. Our pastors and 
people this year have not forgotten this. Every charge and 
pastor gave revival effort a large place in their programs at 
the beginning of this year. Brother Hardy Secured the serv- 
ices of Evangelist F. O. Kelley of the Montana Conterence 
tor meetings at Libby. Much interest was stirred up and 
members and people were quickened very greatly. Several 
persons united with the church and a class of eighteen pro- 
bationers was formed. At Eureka, Brother Ginn secured 
ass1stance of Rev. Roller from Indiana for a ten days' meet- 
ing this suUmmer. This also resulted in much good. At 
Whitefish the pastor, Brother C. E. Smith, and myself, held a 
Series of meetings in January. The members of the church 
were loyal, and we all did the best we could, but the ele- 
ments of nature were arrayed against us to such an extent 
that they prevailed before we had accomplished what we de- 
Sired. Brother A. W. Smith has been truly zealous in revival 
work on the Columbia Falls Circuit. He has been his own 
evangelist entirely, and held meetings at every point. The 
efforts at EIK Park and Columbia Falls were especially suc- 
cessful and resulted in several additions to the church and 
great. blessings to all. Brother EFastland, though many times 
laid up tor repairs, and considered by his friends as having 
tinished his days of activity, has shown this year that he still 
burns with his old time evangelistic zeal. He held revival 
meetings at Bigfork and Holt and has scored a victory at 
both places. Especially at the latter place there was much 
go00d accomplished. At Kalispell, Brother Heizer and the 
young people held a two weeks' meeting in the Fall, which 
put new lite into the Epworth League. But the chief effort 
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came about Easter time when a union effort was put forth 
by the Presbyterians and Methodists who employed. their 
own pastors as evangelists. Rev. L. L. Totten, the new Pas- 
tor of the Presbyterian church, did most of the preaching and 
proved himselt a real evangel and a fine brother to work with. 
These meetings lasted four weeks, drew large crowds and 
helped mightily the spiritual lite of both churches and the 
whcle town. Brother Willamson held s»ecial meetings at 
both Somers and Bethel. He was mostly alone in his work 
_ but made his $piritual power felt very eff: tually. Brother 
White, far removed from the rest of us di:! what he could 
alone at Polson and Bigarm, an all the church shows revived 
Spiritual hfe. The country work, known as Kalispell Circuit, 
had no pastor appointed to it !1st Conferer ce, but the Dis- 
trict Superintendent has kept the work goine at four different 
poitutz. At one of these, Helena Flats, two weeks' special 
meetings were held. At these meetings the attendance was 
large and the interest good. "wo conversio:s and accessions 
were the visiÞble result. During this whole year 1t has been 
the effort of the district force: 10 Þuld uj- the kingdom 6f 
(30d by the two chief elements convers1on *o Fave from 811, 
1' 4 training to keep from $mm aid ic develon soul character. 
It is by continually emphas1zing these that we hope finally 
to prevail in the full work our Master has set for us to do. 
In this connection we would say a word ahout church 
membership. We are not able to report for the whole d1s- 
trict as to the exact number of members o nour rolls, or the 
number of accessions or dismissals. There have been many 
removals, some deaths, and some names, the bearers of which 
we are not able to locate, have been dropped from the re- 
ports. But there have also been a good number of access10ns, 
and we trust on the whole that there will prove to be a 


larger enrollment of bona fide, active memhers than ever 
before. 


In material things we can take more definite measurement, 
and are glad to find that here too, there has been a substantial 
'gain. Our district has been very well provided in the past 
years with plenty of suitable buildings. So there has not. 
been any great building need or activity. But some add1- 
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tions have been made. The foremost of these 1s a beautitul 
' parsonage at Somers. Hitherto the pastor has found 1t neces- 
sary to rent, and hve in poor quarters, and move frequently. 
The people of the charge responded s0 royally to the appeal 
of the present pastor, Rev. Williamson, for a church house, 
in a convenient location, that they have erected the most 
beautiful and modern parsonage of the district. This has 
cost $1600 and no debt is incurred except what has been ap- 
plied for to the Board of Church Extension. This makes a 
valuable addition to church property at Somers and a com- 
fortable home for the pastor and family for years to come. 
Slight additions and improvements have been made on other 
churches and parsonages in the district which will aggregate 
considerable in the value of church property. 

The next greatest showing of a financial kind is the liqui- 
dating of church debts. In this line Libby has been progress- 
ing as usual and has made good payments to the Church Ex- 
tension Society to lessen their $1200 debt. Only $400 is now 
left and there are Tour and one-half years to pay this 1n. 
Polson has made a good start to pay off their $1,000 debt in- 
curred in building their splendid church and parsonage. This 
year they have raised $200, besides something more than $100 
in interest and other small obligations. They truly have done 
well. Eureka, Whitefish and Kalispell have also raised money 
to pay olt small obligations left over from last year. We 
believe that all the charges will begin next year with a clean 
Slate. | 

While these debts are being paid or greatly reduced we 
are glad to note also that the present year's obligations have 
been well looked after. Whitefish has made the best record 
in this, having kept their bills paid up to date, month by 
month. Libby, Troy, Kalispell and Somers also have paid 
up well, and will report the ministerial budget in full. On 
the other charges there will be deficiencies, but it should be 
s8a1d of most of them that they have done their best. Tt has 
been the effort of the district management to insist on Sy S- 
tematic giving and to urge the adoption of the New Financial 

Plan as far as possible. This has been done to Some extent, 
but people are slow to change old plans for new ones and it 
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1s necessary tor thorough education and persuasion to bring 
full success. | 
We may say at this place that we cannot express too high- | 
ly our appreciation tor the generous help given to our needy 
places by the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. 
We wish to state also that we are in hearty accord with the 
new requirements that the Board has laid upon the churches 
| that receive their aid. The first one of these is that each 
such church to receive continued aid must adopt the financial 
plan put out by the Commiss1o0n on Finance. This is what 
we have been trying to get the churches to do and are glad 
for the ass1stance of the Home Board to help us to get them 
to do it. They may speak with greater authority, or at least 
with greater weight than we can. The second of these 1s the 
gradual diminishing of support given to those churches which 
| have received aid for ten years or more, until they hecome 
_ s8elf supporting. We know the primary aim of the Board 1s 
not to make charges weak and dependent by over generosity, 
but to assist $80 as to encourage and to help to independence. 
And this 1s our aim. For that reason we have frequently 
recommended, reducations, and even at the risk of personal 
disfavor, have made them. But it 1s very difficult to get the. 
beneficiaries of our patronizing Boards to see why that pat- 
ronage cannot be kept up forever. We are glad tor the as- 
Sistance of the Board to help us to get them to see what the 
real purpose of our benevolence is. In view of this, and feeling 
a desire to work in harmony with our benevolent board, we 
will this year, make a recommendation for a cut in the ap- 
propriation to several of our charges and to the district. 4" 
having said this for the enlightenment of our local people, 1 
may also be well to say a word for the enlightenment of = 
managers of the Central Office. And the word which we 
wish to say, which they may have heard, but which they can- 
not hear too often, is, that it is impossible to lay down an 
iron clad rule to apply to all places alike regardless of pres- 
ent circumstances or changing conditions. There may be 
Some places which have received aid for twenty-five years, 
but which need it now as much as ever. In fact there are 
Some places in this state which must always be considered 
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as missionary fields if any Christian work is to be done. 


Working on this theory and on the necessity of the cases we 


will feel constrained to recommend no cut on some of our 
charges. We trust that the Home Board will be willing to 
accept the recommendations of men on the field or make ef- 
fort to become thoroughly conversant themselves with the 


real conditions. 


It will be impossible for us at this time to state in our 
report what is the condition of our benevolent contributions 


this year. Only we know this, that the benevolent causes 
have had the usual care and provision made for them. They 


| have been presented and appealed for þy our pastors; they 


have been considered in the quarterly meetings and allow- 
ances made for them in the budgets. We have not torgotten 


that Methodism is a great connectional institution, and that 


we are parts of the kingdom and workers in the kingdom, 
not only here but all over the world. Yet we know that 
our people are not up to the high mark of proficiency in 
benevolent giving that they ought to reach. For this reason 
we weclome again the plan of the Commiss1on on finance, and 
wish to work in co-operation with them to the fullest extent. 
And we are always glad to see increased interest in giving for 
causes abroad, knowing that this means quickening of relig- 
ious life at home. The light that shines farthest away shines 
brightest near by. 


The Methodists of the district are being taught to be loyal 
to our home institutions. 

fund for Montana Wesleyan University has been fully paid. 
Dr. C. L. Bovard was well received among us when working 
tor the endowment this year, and although his stay. was short, 


we believe it was not profitless. Our excellent school has 
an ever increasing place in our interest, affections and con- 
tributions. Montana Deaconess School! 1s also becoming 


well known and our people are interested in its welfare. As 


opportunity 1s given help is acorded to it. Our people know 
als0 what our Deaconess Hospitals are. They have heard 
about them, they have received their representatives, they 
have sent them provisions and money. But they are not able 
to occupy any of their wards or receive care from their 


Year by year the sustentation 
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nurses. But the Methodist people and the Protestant people 
of this section are intersted enough in Deaconess Hospitals 
So that we want one tor ourselves. We are glad that there 
are hospitals in other parts of the state, but we are not glad 
enough to continue to give our contributions to those far off 
institutions from which our sick can receive no benetit, when. 
we want one, ought to have one, and can have one in our own 
Section. In some ways the conditions are favorable for one - 
now. It 1s quite likely that if we do not put a Hospital in 
Kalispell some one else will. The demand 1s s0 general and 
S0 ins1stent that the s1tuation ought to be looked into by our 
deaconess management, and a chance given to start a hospital 
in a small way if at all possible! 

This report will not be complete without adequate mention 
of the District Conference session held at Somers, May 31 
and June 1. The hospitable people of Somers gave us a 
warm welcome and fine entertainment. Most of the pastors 
were present, and several local brethern and many lay mem- 
bers from visiting charges. Also our Sunday School Miss10n- 
ary, P. W. Haynes, and Prof. P. M. Adams, of Montana Wes- 
leyan University, were with us and added 1nspiration to the 
Sess1ons. An excellent program was carried out. All the 
people present joined heartily in the discussions and many 
valuable helps were received by the assembly. The affairs 
of the district were thoroughly and candidly discussed and 
definite solutions to some of our problems arrived at. On 
the whole it was felt by all that it is a good thing to have 
these get-to-gether meetings and talk face to face with one 
another. 5 

As a final word let us say that this report 1s very incom- 
plete in its narrating of deeds that are done, and still more in- 
complete in measuring the spirtual results that shall come 
from the year's work. We feel humbled because more has not 
been done that we hoped for. But we are very gratetul to 
all the faithful brethren and sisters who have labored $0 
persistently, and to Him who rules above, and g1ves us a 
chance to work for Him, and who credits, not according to 
visible results, but according to willingness and faithfulness. 
The burning impression left upon our minds and hearts 1s 
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that in it all the kingdom of righteousness 1s prevailing, and 
that we humble Methodists are having an important part in 
bringing in the full triumph. It is for us here at this time 
to dedicate ourselves anew. to Him that in the year to come 
we may give that full measure of devotion that He gave tor 
us, and remember that we like Him are here not to be min- 
istered unto but to minister.”

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REPORT OF THE GREAT FALLS DISTRICT 


]. A. Martin, District Superintendent. 


_ Dear Bishop and Brethren: 


In the words of Holy Writ we read: *Wherefore, holy bretheren, 
partakers of the heavenly calling, consider the Apostle and High . 
Priest of our profession, Christ Jesus, who was faithtul to Him that 
appointed him, as also Moses was faithful in all his house.” 

In giving a brief review of the year's labors it will in no wise 
cover all that has been accomplished. When the Kalispell District _ 
was added to the territory of the Great Falls District at the last con- 
ference, it made an unusual long .district of over seven hundred 
miles. We have no apologies to offer, we have done the best we 
could, and the reports of the pastors will tell the rest of the story. 


- AUGUSTA—The brother who was appointed to supply this work 
left it in January, and since that time Brother Wm. Porter has been 


giving of his time and energy to promote the interests of the work.

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REPORT OF THE MILK RIVER DISTRICT

Dear Bishop and Brock: 

In the absence of our Bishop, Richard J. Cooke, who has charge 
of the Helena area, we welcome Bishop Franklin Hamilton and be- 
lieve that he will feel at home with us in this new Conterence. 

This is our twenty-seventh consecutive annual report, as Pres1d- 
ing Elder, Superintendent of North Montana M1ss1on, and District 
Superintendent. This has been a strenuous year and yet one of vic- 
tory. Although there has been some sickness in the parsonage 
homes, there has been but one death, the babe of Brother and Sister 
Hollis, of the Glasgow Circuit. The pastors have been alert to the 
best interests of the Kingdom and our own beloved church. This 
report will show most devoted and enthus1astic work. 


BARR CIRCUIT—Brother F. A. Riggin, pastor, 1s one of the 
veterans of our Conference and state. His work lies from 25 to 40 
miles north of the Great Norhern railway, and although his health 
has not been good during part of the year he has been diligent about 


the Master's work. The points on the charge, in addition to Barr are 
Tholme, Rock Creek and Jordan Coulee. 


BOX ELDER and BIG SANDY—Rev. Roy Nelson pastor. - At 
the opening of the Conference year Brother Nelson did a wise thing 
in taking unto himselft a wife. On August 16th of last year he and 
Miss Lena F. Dunham were united in holy. wedlock, and Sister Nelson 
has proven herself to be a real helpmate to the pastor, and the charge. 
_ The first story of the new parsonage at Box gl1der is completed, 
S0 that the pastor and his wife have a very pleatant home. In De- 
cember our new church at Eagleton, a new point on the charge, was 
dedicated. Brother T. N. Roger assisted. This is a beautiful rural 
church, clear- of debt, and the community has great reason to be 
congratulated. 

In April Brother Fred Kelly and wife a8isted | in a Series of special 
meetings which resulted in much good, and a number of new con- 
verts were added to the church. The pastor and his wife held a 
Series of meetings at Fairview which also resulted in much good. 

At Box Elder a good work has been accomplished. Services have 
also been held at Laredo, a new town on the Fort Assiniboine reser- 
vation, which was opened last fall for settlement. $1100 have been 
raised and spent on new buildings and $100 on improvements.

OUR INDIAN WOREKE—Epworth Piegan Indian Mission, Bro. 
A. W. Hammer, pastor, has had a good year in this our Indian Mis- 
$10n, among the Blackteet and Piegan Indians. There are approxi- 
mately 2000 on the reservation. 

There has been an advance in membership and good work 1s 
heing done in the Sunday School and Epworth League. We feel that 
great respons1iþbilities come upon us as a church in giving Christian 
Service to the American Indians, for the work of miss10ns began a 
century ago, among the Wyandotte Indians, when John Steward took 
the message to them, created the necessity for 'the organization of 
our Missionary society, which has grown to such tremendous pro- 
portions, as at the present time; and the vision that the writer had 
of these Indians and others, including the few white settlers who 
were in the new territory of Montana, forty six years ago, had very 
much to do with his coming, and remaining, in the new West. 

The pastor, with his family and friends have very much to give 


them inspiration and assure them that their labor of love has not been 
In vain. 


MONTANA WESLEYAN COLLEGE—S5Since our last meeting 
the name was changed to College, which we consider was wise. Dr. 
Bovard, who had done such yeoman service for his institution, re- 
s$igned at the Montana Conterence. After much prayer, correspon- 
dence, and counselling, Dr. Leon H. Sweetland, of Chicago, was elected 
President, and it appears very plain that no mistake was made in 
Selecting him for this very important position. We give him a most 
hearty welcome, and want to assure him that he has our most hearty 
co-operation in carrying forward this, our Christian educational work. 
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Paul M. Adams, M. A., Vice President. and Protessor ot Mathe- 
matics and Science, has also done most efficient work. The schodl 
has had a good year. The enrollment was larger than the previous 
year. | 

It is the purpose of the Board of Trustees, the Pres:dent, and, we 
trust, all friends of the Schools, to raise $50,000 with which to build a 
girls' dormitory, which 1s certainly very much needed. The faculty 
gelected is the very best, and no student will make a mistake by going, 
and all of us should encourage them to attend this school. 


MONTANA DEACONESS SCHOOL—This school, located at 
Helena, like our college, is a joint institution, not only as to our con- 
ferences, but as to all Methodism and its friends. The efficient super- 
intendent, Miss Roxana Beck, with her most loyal corps ot helpers, 
have done their best. This 1s the only school of its character, and un- 
der Deaconess management, throughout the Northwest. It 1s not 
only a school, but a home, for boys and girls under fourteen years of 
age, for completing the work of the eighth grade. 

The building has been occupied to its full capacity, and we are 
SOrry to say that some have been turned away for lack of room. The 
Success of the school has been its embarassment. We must have 
more room, and that soon. 

Zrother John Chirgwin, Field Secretary, has been indefatigable 
in lahor, going far and wide soliciting money and students. He 
raised $800 in cash, and about $400 on subscriptions. Ween paid, 
this will cover our indehtedness, excluding our purchase price of 
$/500. This 1s a year of victory for our Deaconess School. 


OUR DEACONESS HOSPITAL—Our Montana Deaconess Hos- 
_ pital at Great Falls has had a year of great advance. The very suc- 
cessful superintendent, Miss E. Augusta Ariss, arises to the great 
. opporttnity. The new addition has been completed and furnished 
during the past year. A very worthy corps of helprs assist the su- 
perintendent in carrying forward the great work. The Board of 
Frustees are faithful and true. L. H. Hamilton is President. 
During the year 2,811 patients were treated. 


FRANCES MAHON DEACONESS HOSPITAL (Glasgow)— 
I'rom the early incipiency of this hospital, Miss Parmelia Clarke, su- 
perintendent, has arisen to the great opportunity, and with her able 
Corps of assistants, has done, and is now doing, a great work tor 
God and Humanity. 

The Board of Trustees, with Judge John Hurley as president. 
have Shown deep interest and managed the work of this institution 
wisely. During the month of May a. campaign was made for the 
rarsmg ot funds with which to build an addition. Brother John Chirg- 
win led the campaign, and was ably assisted by Brothers Stone, 
Muirden, Shenefelt, Hill and Armstrong, Miss Clarke, Miss Jones, and 
many other triends of the institution. Quite a good sum was raised 
and pledged on subscription for this very worthy purpose. 
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During the past year about 800 patients have been treated, which 
number 209 in advance of the year previous. But we have c come to 
the place where we must have more room to meet the demands. 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS—The Board of Cindy Schools with Dr. 
Edgar Blake as Superintendent, has eiven us great assistance and 1n- 
Spiration in $supporting Rev. P. W. Haynes, our Sunday School 
missionary, for our Conference. During June Month Dr. Matthew F: 
Trenery, Supt. of Extension Dept. of the Board of Sunday Schools 
Showed great interest in our work by accompanying Bro. Haynes, 
not only along the railroad lines and centers, but made a number of 


. trips into the interior, far remote from the railroad, thus getting 
valuable information regarding the needs of this great new field. 


Brother Haynes has done, and is now doing, a great work, not 
only . 1n organizing new schools, a number of which have already 
orown into churches, but eriving valuable instruction to those already 
organized, that they may become more efficient, and we feel that he is 
more needed quring the coming year than any previous year, to carry 


forward this important work.

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EDUCATIONAL JUBILEE COMMITTEE. 


Your special committee appointed yesterday on the Educational 
Jubilee of the church and of. the Conference respecttully submits 
follows: 


1. The Educational Juhilee of the Methodist Episcopal church 


a8S 


has challenged the attention of the church at large and its constitu- 


ency beyond the highest hopes of the Board of Education, of the 
Educational Association or of the officers charged with its develop- 
ment and direction. At this writing forty-two campaigns on behalf 
of colleges and universities have been closed. Thirty-four of these 
have been under the direction of the Educational Jubilee. Not one 
has failed. An aggregate result of the Educational Jubilee up to July 
Second amounted to more than nineteen million dollars. 

2. The organization, direction, influence and value of the Edu- 
cational. Jubilee 1s available to the Montana Conferences on behalf 
of Montana Wesleyan College sometime in the first half of 1918 on the 
same terms and conditions to which it has heen during the continu- 
ance of its existence. -_ | 


3, We believe the time has come when Montana Methodism 
and 1its constituency must rally under a farther reaching vision than 
it has had and with a spirit and purpose entirely new, to the perman- 
ent establishing, equipping and endowing of Montana Wesleyan 
College. We recommend therefore, that this Conference join the 
Board of Trustees of Montana Wesleyan College in the declared 
purpose to raise a Juhilee fund of $300,00 in two units. 


(a). A first unit of $50,000 to be raised this fall to provide a 


dormitory for women available for use at the earliest possible moment. 
(b). A second unit of $250,000, $200,000 of which $shall become 
an invested fund and remain forever a permanent endowment of 
Montana Wesleyan College. The remaining $50,000 to be appro- 
priated and applied toward equipment and hetterments as the Trustees 
may elect, after the present indebtedness $shall have been liquidated. 
4, The plan of organization followed uniformly and with such 
marked $success by the Educational Jubilee Commiss10n 1s unique, 
forceful and efficient.

EDUCATIONAL JUBILEE COMMITTEE. 


Your special committee appointed yesterday on the Educational 


Jubilee of the church and of the Conference respecttully suhmits. as 
follows: | 


1. The Educational Jubilee of the Methodist Episcopal church 


has challenged the attention of the church at large and its constitu- 
ency beyond the highest hopes of the Board of Education, of the 


Educational Association or of the officers charged with its develop- 


ment and direction. At this writing forty-two campaigns on behalf 
of colleges and universities have been closed. Thirty-four of these 
have been under the direction of the Educational Jubilee. Not one 
has failed. An aggregate result of the Educational Juhilee up to July 
Second amounted to more than nineteen million dollars. 


2. The organization, direction, influence and value of the Fdu- 
cational Jubilee 1s available to the Montana Conferences on behalf 
of Montana Wesleyan College sometime in the first half of 1918 on the 


Same terms and conditions to which it has heen during the continu- 
ance of its existence. + 


3. We beheve the time has come when Montana Methodism 
and its constituency must rally under a farther reaching vision than 


it has had and with a s$pirit and purpose entirely new, to the perman- 


ent establishing, equipping and endowing of Montana Wesleyan 
College. We recommend therefore, that this Conference join the 
Board of Trustees of Montana Wesleyan College in the declared 
purpose to raise a Jubilee fund of $300,00 in two units. 
(a). A first unit of $50,000 to be raised this fall to provide a 
dormitory for women available for use at the earliest poss1hle moment. 
(b).. A-second unit of $250,000, $200,000 of which $shall hecome 
an invested fund and remain forever a permanent endowment of 
Montana Wesleyan College. The remaining $50,000 to he appro- 
priated and applied toward equipment and hetterments as the Irustees 
may elect, aſter the present indehtedness $shall have heen liquidated. 


4, The plan of organization followed uniformly and with such 
marked success by the Educational Jubilee Commiss1on 1s unique, 
forceful and efficient. We approve it without reservation and when it 
Shall have been completed in the Conferences of Montana we will 
work under it and with it to the limit of our ability and opportunity 
both as pastors and as men.

Before going into detail with the askings for the charges of the 
North Montana Conference for the year ensuing, we desire to present 
a brief statement showing our opportunities and also our distresses. 

The past year brought us prosperity and immigration. About 
one-third of all the homestead entries in the United States were 
made in Montana, covering- our great plains with families and homes. 
In every locality large settlements have been made, and with the good 
crop year last year we were able to greatly increase in every particular. 
Our prosperity and benevolences have outstripped any previous year; 
but a great drouth has devastated the land this year, and conditions 
are largely reversed. These newcomers will be devastated; some 
are hauling coal overland forty, fifty, seventy miles at cons1iderable 
cost. All supplies are transported equal distances, and the greatly 
increased war prices require most liberal treatment at the hands of 
the Board. hy | 

We most ardently beseech the Board of Home Miss1ons and 
Church Extensi1on to stand by our preachers and people in their 
Sore need, and 1t will return a thousandfold to our treasures in the 
near future.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT EPWORTH PIEGAN 
INDIAN MISSION. 


This work was begun by the Indian Aid Association in 1893 with 
Rev. E. S. Dutcher, a Methodist minister, in charge. Some time 
toward the close of the first year they turned the plant and all in- 
terests over to the Board of Home Mission and Church Extension of 
the Methodist Episcopal church. Rev. Dutcher continued in charge 
till 1899. >utlding the church and parsonage, fencing most of the 
land, putting in a system of Irrigation and preaching to the people, 


doing much good work and leaving a lasting influence for good 
among these long neglected people. 
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The land at this time consisted of an allotment of 320 acres but 
was unsurveyed. In 1907 congress made a grant of the place to the 
church and a patent can he secured to the land any time applied 
for. 

In 1899 Rev. F. A. Riggan was appointed to the work and re- 
mained for 13 years, doing what he could to sustain the work. When 
the present pastor, A; W. Hammer, was appointed by Bishop Luc- 
cock in January, 1913, he found the work in a deplorable condition, 
the property was in a_most rtin down s$shape; the church had 48 
window lights broken out and the snow was from two to three feet 


deep over the entire floor. There had not heen a service held in the 
church for several years, and all the other property was in like 
neglected condition. There were no records to show who had been 
memhers or who had been haptized or married. 

'A town had grown up about the agency two miles away - and 
people found 1t too far to go to church on the grant, the first thing was 
'o get the church nearer to the people, which was accomplished by 
the help of the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension; 

Ont of the wreckage have gathered, old and new. 71 
Sunday School runs from 6 to 50, Epworth League 6 to 20. Running 
expenses all met in full and our apportionment for henevolences 
raised. This year raised as specials, $25.00 to aid a hoy in school 
Bolivia; $13.00 for Armenian sufferers; $2.00 for Red Cross, $30.00) 
for Deaconess Hospital, $200.00 for painting the church and 
improvements.

The 
coming year begins with a more complete equipment and enlarged 
faculty. Rev. John Chirgwin, the field secretary, has raised in cash 
$8,508 and there are unpaid subscriptions of $3,815.

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The Board of Trustees contemplates an enlargement of the 
facilities of the school. 

The development of the hospital work in the Conference under 
the Deaconesses is one of the modern miracles. One can say truly 
«what hath God wrought.” The hospital in Great Falls has just en- 
tered its new building which more than doubles its capacity. Miss 
Ariss deserves great credit for her untiring efforts and unselfish de- 
votion to a great task. The Frances Mahon Deaconess hospital at 
Glasgow, under the management of Miss Parmelia Clarke, has out- 
grown its room and the immediate demand 1s an addition to the pres- 
ent building. The latest enterprise 1s the contemplated hospital at 
Havre; this has gone past the stage of contemplation; lots have 
been purchased and plans drawn with a good start made in the rais- 
ing of funds. Everyone interested in the work of the Kingdom 
Should hold these institutions up to God in prayer and support by 
their means and by loyal interest -the efforts that are being made to 
make them a success and a hlessing to humanity.

On motion, the Conference Board of Stewards were authorized to 
borrow money to meet the claim of C. S. Davis on the annuity rate 
fixed for other claimants this year. 

On motion, the resolution asking for an appropriation of $25,000 
for the enforcement of the prohibition law was requested to be pre- 
Sented by the pastors to their Official Boards, for their official action 
and said action to be sent to the Governor and Legislature. 

On motion, the Conference was requested to arrange next year for 
a Monday adjournment. 

Conference adjourned.

Dear Bishop and Brethren: 


It is with great gratitude of heart to our Heavenly Father that 
we are thus permitted to make another annual report to this Con- 
ference. It may be of interest to you 1f we briefly outline the work 
on the different charges. Owing to the scarcity of ministers we had 
to double up some of the charges last year. 


AUGUSTA AND SIMMS— This charge has had no pastor only 
for a few weeks during the year. Augusta felt that, owing to the war, 
Christian leadership might be dispensed with. We have not had the 
response from this place that the church deserves. During the past 
few months Brother L. E. Baldwin has been supplying Simms with a 


Sunday service. Both places need a great awakening in a spiritual 
way. 


 BELT—Brother R. M. Craven, the pastor, has been indisposed 
with rheumatism the greater part of the year. Nevertheless, he has 
kept up his work in a most commendable way, looking after the prop- 
erty interests as well as the spiritual life of the community. Brother 


Craven is one of God's noblemen, and when the history of this man 


1s Written it will never be complete unless the name of Mary Craven 
1s asSOciated with it. 


BENCHLAND, UTICA AND LEHIGH — Brother Carlos D. 
Bradley has been the very efficient pastor. He has done a very faith- 
ful work, to such an extent that the charge earnestly desires his 
return. Lehigh asks that he be given that place alone. Poor old 
Utica 1s another problem, it lacks the spiritual vision. Owing to ill 
health Brother Bradley asks the supernumerary relation for next year. 


BYNUM, DUPUYER AND PENDROY—Brother I. P. Kelly has 
been faithful in keeping up his appointments. The Dupuyer work is 
coming to the front again, while Pendroy would have built a new 
church had the crop conditions been favorable.

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have been treated to a good painting, the pastor heing the artist. 
Fairview, one of the best country appointments, has been organized 
with sixteen membÞers. 


CASCADE—A. D. Welch, the pastor, has been looking after the 
interests of this important charge. The finances are in excellent shape 
and the property among the very best in the Conference. _ 


CHOTEAU—Brother V. E. Hall, the pastor, is highly esteemed 
by the entire community. He has been faithful in his work in hringing 
to the people messages of the hetter hfe that all men ought to live. 
The parsonage home has heen greatly hereaved in the translation 
of their eldest son, George, aged sixteen years. George Hall was 
one of the finest hoys we have ever known. He had a class of boys 
in the Sunday School, teaching them the way to God which he himself 
knew $0 well. Sweet are the memories of such a life. This church 
would like to continue the services of this able pastor. 


COLUMBIA FALLS—A. W. Smith, the pastor, has worked hard 
ſor three years to build up a strong s$piritual life on this charge. He 
has had the joy of seeing folks converted and added to the church, 
which 1s a great joy. Brother Smith enjoys also the distinction of 


| heing a Chaplain of the Soldiers' Home, located near Columbia Falls. 


CRAIG—This is a student charge supplied by Wm. Koehler. Bill 
1s a good scout and always gave the hest he had to the people. 


DENTON— Alvin F. Taylor made a great record on this charge for 
three years, he had just commenced the fourth year when, feeling 
the call of his country, he enlisted for service last October and is now 


in England. He preaches nearly every Sunday, as well as attending 


to his military duties. Denton had no pastor till June, when one of 
our Montana Wesleyan boys, Forrest Werts, that young man of 
indomitable energy, was appointed to fill out the year. The church 


would like to continue his services as pastor, but one more year wall 
complete his college course. 


DUTTON AND POWER— After Conference, at the solicitation 
ot the people, Brother George Heizer was appointed to this charge. 
He has organized the work at Power, and started to huild a new par- 
50nage at Dutton, but owing to crop failure, the building will not be

but mastered it and comes up with a fine report. He has offered 
his Services as Chaplain, but has not been called as yet. The church 
urges the Conference to have him returned for another year. 
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FLOWEREE, GENOU AND PORTAGE— Brother T. T. Fike, 
the pastor, has been a very busy man on this big charge. A new class 
has been organized at Genou and s0 enthus1astic are the people that 
they want to begin building a new church immediately. This 1s over 
thirty miles from the railroad. He is the only pastor that I know of 
that runs a successful summer Epworth League. Nearly all the young 
folks are gone during the school year. Brother Fike believes in Apos- 
tolic Succession and so desires to succeed himself, however, the folks 
are of the same mind. 


GARNEIL, JUDITH GAP, TIMBER CREEK AND STRAW— 


Brother F. A. Ginn has been leading the forces on this, one: of our 


older charges of the Conference. It was one of the first to *'go over 
the top” in the recent Wesleyan College drive. Brother Ginn desires 
to move farther west to a milder climate. 


GRASS RANGE— Was Supplied the lirst few months of the year 
by E. E. Pengelly. Then a lull for a few months and Brother Holt- 
man from Boston came, and after two months he enlisted with Uncle 
Sam. During the two months he rendered heroic service. Now 
Brother S. F. Beer, a retired minister from North Dakota, who started 
the work here, holds occas1onal services which are much appreciated. 


GREAT FALLS (First Church)—Brother E. L. White, the very 
popular pastor, has had the best year of his ministry.

ashes. But before the frost was out of the ground this same sky-pilot, 
with pick and shovel, was found excavating tor a better and more 
commodious church edifice, It 1s now a reality, tor on Sunday, 
July 28th, Dr. L. H. Sweetland dedicated this beautitul church to the 
worship of God.

] am disappointed,. because of a lack of co-operation in behalf of 
all pastors in keeping a systematic account of their labors, Only a 
few delinquent ones, but that hinders my report. I shall try it once 
more, brethren, please help me out. There 1s more real criticism 
1bout a lack of pastoral work than about” big sermons. The folks 
need you, and you need them tor your most practical sermons. 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS—This is one of the most important phases . 
of our whole job. I know some of your trials with the slackers with 
whom you have to work, but by all means keep going. Rev. P. W. 
Haynes has done a noble work in organizing and inspiring this: part 
of our work and I am very anx1ous that he be retained in this im-_ 
portant field. 


EPWORTH LEAGUES—Here we have a distinct opportunity 
for training our young people for ſuture church responsibilities. You 
cannot give too much time to this work. It will take patience, for it 
is but a training school for both present and future Christian ac- 
tivities. 


WOMAN'S HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY — Who knows more 
than the ones who have spent nearly all of their lives on the frontier 
what this Society has meant to ministers and their families. My 
heart has rejoiced as I have seen both children and parents made 
happy and comfortable by the boxes of clothing received for warmth 


during the cold days of winter. It 1s a noble work and we all appre- 
cate it, 


BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION 
— Without the great aid of this Board we could not have made this 
report, We are more thankful than we can tell for its hearty co- 
operation. We still need to work together, for the new fields still 
have a challenge for us. Just as soon as possible we must build four 
new churches, and have enough missionary aid to put first-class men 
on the field. That is the quick route to self-support. 


OUR INSTITUTIONS—Montana Wesleyan College has had a 
great year under Dr. Sweetland. This district, for the greater part, 
d1d heroic s$ervice in the recent drive for the new dormitory. At 
present our district heads the list in Montana in giving. There are 
yet a number of places that have not been canvassed where a drive 
can be made. We must have the school, for where are we going to 
get our trained Christian workers unless we -get them from our 
Christian colleges? We are not getting them from other institutions. 


History proves to us that the Christian college has a distinct place 
In our educational world. 


The Deaconess School at Helena has been cheered hy the giſts 
rom this district made through Brother John Chirgwin, who 1s Some- 
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what of an artist in his capacity as financial secretary. The Deaconess 
Hospital located at Great Falls has had the greatest year of its history. 
continuing under the able management of Miss E. A. Ariss, and her 
consecrated co-workers. 3,515 patients treated during the year, /00 
more than a year ago. What a bÞlessing to have such institutions 
cared for by our Godly women. 


THE CENTENARY MOVEMENT—Has our most hearty co- 
operation for eighty million dollars in the next five years, that only 
means 10 cents per member per week, and as the Titheing campaign 
is put on we should all respond quickly, if we follow out the Scriptural 
injunctions we will more than meet our askings. But let the great 
Spiritual uplift be the uppermost burden of our souls. May the 
Heavenly Vision he our inheritance. 


LADIES' AID SOCIETIES— There have heen a few members in 
these societies that have heen very <shorts1ghted, their 1dea was to 
drop the church and devote all time to Red Cross endeavor.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF MILK RIVER 
DISTRICT, NORTH MONTANA CONFERENCE, 1918. 


In the absence of Bishop Cooke, who has charge of the Helena 


area, we welcome Bishop W. O. Shepard, whosedeep spiritual devotion 


!'s 1ecognized throughout all the churches. This also brings to memory 


our heloved Bishop Hamilton, who held our Conference one year 


ago, and endeared himself to all the brethren, and who was trans- 
lated last May in the midst of a halo of glory. 

While there has been little sickness on the district, the death angel 
has come to the parsonage homes of O. P. Shenefelt, our pastor at 
Malta, and called away little Laura Ellen on June 2nd, and to the 
home of Brother C. A. Rock, our pastor at Shelby, where the precious 
baby girl was called, and was buried April 20th. The death angel 
als0 came to Miss Mildred Lilibridge, who assisted Miss Laura 
Jones at Os8wego and Frazier and who assisted in starting the work 
at Wolf Point. 
the Christian Training School at Chicago, from which institution she 
had just graduated, when $he was called away early in the month of 
May. She was a beautiful Christian character, a successful worker, 


Miss Lillibridge left us early, in September to attend. 
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and of her it may be said *She hath done what $she could.” 

We have had a good year on the district in spiritual things. More 
new converts and additions to the church than during any 'previous 
year that I have been on the district. But finances have 'been, and 
Still are, exceedingly close, as a result of one of the greatest drouths 
we have ever experienced in the 46 years in the State. The stock 
has been or will be largely shipped out of this section of the country, 
owing to the great scarcity of feed. The farmers have applied to 
the Federal Government, not only for seed for the coming year, but 
for help during the winter. Now, in order that we may keep our 
men in the field and thus sustain our work, we must have a largely 
increased miss1onary appropriation to carry us through this great 
Cris1s. 

We shall now give a brief outline of the charges throughout the 
district which covers an area of over 40,000 square miles, or about 
the size of the State of Pennsylvania. 


BARR CIRCUIT—Bro. F. A. Riggin, who is a veteran of our 


work in Montana, coming here in 18/3 from Wyoming, where he had 
worked the previous year, is-pastor of this charge. His wife, whe 
has rendered such efficient work in the parsonages during the past 
years, was very ill during the first part of. the year, but we are glad 
to report that she is now convalescent. 

The principal work has been at the Arnett and Howard school 
houses, and under all circumstances, has been well sustained. 


BOX ELDER AND BIG SANDY—This important charge was 
left to be supplied at our last Conference. In November, Bro. C. E. 
Haynes, a supernumerary of our Conference, was secured and has 
done most efficient service during the year. 

In June Bro. Alfred Sturgeon held a series of meetings at Big 
Sandy, which resulted in eighteen baptisms and thirty accessions to 
the church. Following this, in July, Rev. Sturgeon held meetings at 
Box Elder, during which there was a score reclaimed and new con- 


verts. In May, Bro. T. N. Rogers and Fletcher Van Orsdel, our lay 


evangelistic team, held meetings at Fairview, a point 20 miles west 
of Big Sandy. During these meetings there were a number of new 
converts and 25 additions to the church. Afterwards the same team 


held a series of meetings at Eagleton, during which very much good. 


was accomplished. 


There are two Epworth Leagues, four Ladies' Aids and five Sunday 
Schools on the charge. During the year there have been $82 access10ns 
to the church and $500.00 paid on indebtedness.

made for the great s$piritual and financial drive to cover a period of 
five years, and one of the most herculean tasks ever atatempted by 
any church, to raise eighty million dollars, forty million for home 
miss10ns and forty million for foreign. We helieve that under God 


it will be done; and we must all put our shoulders to the wheel and 
do our þest. 


PATRIOTISM—This is a time of conflagration. We are in the 
midst of a world war. The young manhood of our country has gone 
and 1s going. They have thus laid themselves upon the altar of 
their country; that we may have a world's peace. In order to bring 
this about, we must not only purchase Liberty Bonds, Thrift Stamps, 
and assist in the Y. M. C. A. and the Red Cross, but, under God, we

PROHIBITION—Prohibition was carried by a good majority two 
years ago, to take effect January lst, 1919.

We, your committee on the Montana Wesleyan Dormitory Cam- 
paign, beg leave to submit the following report: 

First—We desire to express our heartiest approval of the loyal 
manner in which the great majority of the pastors responded to 
the demands of this campaign and co-operated with those having 
it in charge. The results on $such charges hear evidence to the et- 
fectiveness of such co-operation. We commend especially those 
pastors who followed the implicit instructionk of this Conference at 
its last s8ession, and made the dormitory campaign the supreme con- 
cern of the year. In almost every case, such co-operation was fol- 
lowed by the raising of the apportionment in full, though in a tew 
cases local conditions made it absolutely 1mpossiþble to go over the top. 

 Second—We heartily approve of the method of apportionment 
adopted by the campaign managers, in conjunction with the District

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Superintendents, and recommend that this Conference officially ap- 
prove of such apportionment and assess to each charge the amount 
designated; and we further recommend that such apportionment stand 


as a fixed obligation against every charge until the same is discharged 


by the actual payment of the amount apportioned; and we further 
recommend that each pastor be required to report at the next session 
of this Conference the amount raised and the reason, if any, why 
the entire amount has not heen realized, this report to be o1Ven in 
connection with the roll call of the Confterence. | 


Third—The success of the entire campaign depended upon the 
co-operation of every pastor, hence the failure of any man to co- 
operate largely nullified the faithiul efforts of all who worked con- 
Sistently and effectively. We emphatically declare that no pastor has 
any moral right to refuse to co-operate in such a campaign, ordered 
by the unanimous vote of the Conference and in the interest of a 
Conference institution. | 


Fourth—We believe that the North Montana Conference can raise 
the full amount apportioned before the next. sess10n of this Confer- 
ence, and we call upon every pastor to put the completion of this 
campaign before any other cause, local or connectional, giving it. 
priority both in time and attention until the full amount apportioned 


Shall have been subscribed. 


Fifth—Inasmuch as the campaign is a failure until the full amount 
of $75,000 is actually subscribed, we heartily endorse the action of 


the Board of Trustees at its recent sess1on in ordering a supplemen- 
tary campaign upon all charges in which no campaign was launched 
and upon all charges which did not succeed in raising their full appor- 
tionment, such campaign to be put on in the month of September 
ot this year; and we call upon all our pastors to throw themseives 


into this second campaign with all the enthusiasm and energy at 
tnelr disposal. 


SIxth—We disapprove of the attitude of some of the pastors 
who have indicated to this committee their unwillingness to have any- 
turther effort made on their respective charges, even though their ' 
tull apportionment has not been raised.

Every pastor owes it to his fellow 
pastors and to the loyal people who have put their charges over the 
top in this campaign to raise his apportionment, if it is humauly 
poss1ble to do $0, and we believe that those pastors who refusc to 
co-operate heartily in this campaign should be made to know tit 
their attitude is most heartily condemned and disapproved by this 
Conference.

DEACONESS SCHOOL. 


It gives me great joy at this time to read to you my titth annual 
report as Field Secretary of our Montana Deaconess School. This 
year has been a strenuous one for us all. The President of our in- 
<titution said to me at the beginning of this year that, 1f the col- 
lections from the field were half the amount of last year, there would 
be much cause for rejoicing. | 

The motto of our church 1s YT, '” War or peace, we must 
advance. Such is the determination of the management of the Deacon- 
ess School. During this year, seventy-five towns, - bes1de the large 
valleys adjacent to these. towns, have been solicited for our work. 
Last year the sum of $8,508.00 was raised on the field; while. this year 
we have raised $10,000, making an increase over last year of $1,492, 
which 1s the largest amount received on the field in one year. Our 
unpaid subscriptions at this time make a total of two thousand dol- 
lars; three-quarters of it have been $ubscribed this year. 

Our indebtedness on the bank at this time is $1,657, all of. which 
will be raised in the very near future. Had it been that we could 
iave purchased our coal and have. given a note as usual tor our 
Summer repairs, as we have always done, I should have been able 
to report a clean slate, excepting the, purchase price of the property. 
In the past, I have always been kept busy till Christmas raising funds 
to meet hills incurred for summer repairs, but at this time, they are 
paid and we have almost $400 on hand to apply on our notes. We 
jeel as an institution very thankful to Almighty God for His many 
favors to us.

RESOLUTION ON THE WAR SITUATION. 


Resolved, That the North Montana Conference is in complete 
accord with our great Nation and our General Church Authorities 
n all matters relating to the success of the war with Germany. We 
believe that there was no other course to puruse than was adopted 
by President Wilson and Congress. We only wonder at the patience 
he manifested before the issue was Joined, but to stand idly by and 
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' allow the Teutonic powers to abrogate every solemn treaty made 
hetween them and other nations, to undermine and destroy the foun- 
dations of international comity and the bulwarks of civilization, to 
crush the nations of Belgium, Servia, Montenegro, Italy, and engage 
the greater powers of Russia, England and France in mortal combat 
and further to destroy the lives and property of our own citizens 
and not accept the challenge of the force of arms would surely be 
heneath the dignity and duty of our great nation. When we realize, 
as we have from the beginning, that this diabohcal alhtance ot the 
Central Powers of Europe in the prosecution ot their purpose to rule 
the world they have trampled under foot every sacred obligation, not 
only of general civilization, but of the home and the purity of woman, 
the helplessness of childhood and of old age without any regard tor 
the results of highest attainments in art, sculptor and architecture and 
can rejoice in destruction, cruelties of every nature -and complete 
desolation, and evincing the absolute disregard for human lite and the 
means of relief for the wounded, the suftering and distress of soldiers 
and prisoners are never to be trusted in war or 1n peace. 


We further are amazed that our noble President so ably seconded 
by Congress, has evinced the greatest wisdom ever shown in the 
history of the world in selecting such an army and equipping such 
a navy and landing them on the battle hne in such a force even at the 
beginning of our alliance with the Entente, and in such hearty co- 
operation that these allied forces have stayed the enemy's march upon 
Paris and the channel ports and have driven them in such force and 
fury that they are being pushed even so rapidly that they hardly have 
time to stop at the old Hindenhurg line and now 1it seems apparent 
that they are to be driven back to Berlin, and when their own land 
1s to receive some of the devastation and desolation they have suc- 
ceeded in 1mposing upon others, our task of complete conquest wall 
be a thousandfold easier. We have not one word of suggestion to 
ofter to such wise leadership for we feel that God himself is impart- 


ing this Divine wisdom, for it surely seems that only the Div1 ine mind 
and Spirit can bring such things to pass. 


We have meditated upon the annunciation of the principles and 
purposes as expressed by President Wilson and we are confident 
that he 1s absolutely along the right line and as also expressed by 
the other allies, and that they together will bring the enemy to his 
knees and will impose such penalties that reparation and restitution 
will be compelled at least in s&uvch meaxure as they are able to make. 

We also join with our Bishops and leaders in their counsel, and 
we especially recommend that the able papers of our beloved Pres1- 
dent Bishop, R. ]. Cooke, D.D., LL.D., be forwarded to the authorities 
of our State for permanent keeping in its archives as the sentiments 
of this body. 

We also 'pledge the Nation and our patriotic Governor, every al- 
legiance in this desperate struggle and hold ourselves and families 
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Subject to any call of duty or sacrifice required, and we offer our 
prayers.

NORTH MONTANA CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER. 


l. Conference s$shall convene on the day set, at 9 o'clock a. m., 
and $shall open with such religious exercises as the Committee on 
Public Worship s$hall designate. On all other days the morning 
Sess10ns $hall begin at 8:30 a. m., the first half hour to be given to 
devotional services, and adjourn at 11:45. 

2. Extra sess1ons may be called for afternoons and evenings. 

3. The bar $hall be fixed at each annual Conference, and no 
member $hall be allowed to speak or vote outside the bar. 

4, The President shall have power, and members all privileges 


given by the well settled principles of common parlimentary law 


and the rules of the General Conference, so far as they apply to 
this body. 

Id. Prayer and a motion to adjourn will always be in order. 

0. The Secretary shall keep a written record of the daily pro- 
ceedings, and when approved by the Conference and signed by the 
President and Secretary, shall become the Official Journal without 
motion. 

JEM = 7 Secretary, his assistants, the Statistical Secretary and 
Treasurer, shall constitute a Committee on Publishing Minutes, Said 
minutes to include everything NecessSary to make 1t a Conference 
Year Book. 

Ss. The Publishing Committee shall ' have three copies of each 
(uadriennium neatly bound, one for the use of the Conference, one 
tor the General Conference, one for the Conference Historical Society. 
9. The Secretary may suggest a small assessment from the mem- 
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bers, and solicit advertisgements to defray expenses of publishing 
minutes. 

10. All motions and resolutions, if demanded by the President or 
Secretary, shall be reduced to writing. 

11. No applicant for admiss1on on trial to this Conference Shall 
be admitted who shall have passed the age of thirty-five, unless by 
vote of two-thirds of the Conference present and voting. 

12. No member shall be allowed to absent himselt trom a sess10n 
of the Conference without being excused by the Conference, unless 
s1ck or otherwise unable to attend.

REPORT OF THE GREAT FALLS DISTRICT 
J. A. Martin, District Superintendent 


Dear Bishop and Brethren: 

In presenting this the sixth and last annual report of the Great 
Falls District, we are very grateful to be able to give you a brief sur- 
vey of the work accomplished. It must needs be somewhat frag- 
mentary for much of the work done in the Christian Ministry 1s 
never recorded only by the Recording Angels, whose weights and 
measures are not those of man's contriving. We will follow the cus- 
tom of taking each charge separately. 


AUGUSTA, SIMMS AND SUN RIVER—Owing to the scarcity 
_ of pastors, we have been unable to secure the kind of a man we want- 
ed, 8&0 Augusta has had no service for some time, while Simms has 
had a morning service given through the kindness of Brother L. BE. 
_ Baldwin, who stands in high regard in the community. The debt has 

all been paid on the Simms church, and the Sunday School is in a 
 flourishing condition. 


BELT—Bemng unable to secure a permanent pastor, Brother A. 
E. Schafer of Stockett was asked to devote part of his time to this 
work, but the arrangement was not satisfactory neither to pastor 
nor people. With too many irons in the fire there is danger of some 
being burned. Belt needs the whole time service of the type of a man 
that is hard to find, but we are on the hunt for such an individual. 


BENCHLAND, UTICA AND LEHIGH—Brother John Dix has 
been the right man in the right place. Benchland has commenced 
the erection of a beautiful modern church building which has been a 
long time need. It would have been completed and dedicated by con- 
ference had it not been for crop failure. Utica virtually asked for 
absent treatment, and Brother John has accommodated them. / Le- 
high is very encouraging and they want a man as resident pastor, 
and would be very grateful if Brother: Dix was that man. 


BYNUM, PENDROY AND DUPUYER—Have been looked after 
by Brother V. E. Hall from Choteau and J. A. Alford from Valier.The 
parsonage at Dupuyer has been remodelled into a church building 
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and opened for service Sunday, August 10th by former pastors A. W. 
Hammer and G. BE. Hutt, with J. A. Alford the present pastor. Pen- 
droy has a flourishing Sunday School and would have had a new 
modern church building had not the drouth said otherwise. 


BIG ARM AND PROCTOR—The first named place has not been 
very prosperous owing to removals, but Proctor has taken on new life 


by the timely arrival of some new families that brought their Chris- 


tian work clothes with them. Brother Horace Turner looks after this 
charge with his usual ministerial adaptability. 


BRADY, COLLINS AND FAIRVIEW— Have had a Brother Paul 


for pastor this last year, coming from Colorado to us. Paul M. Re- 


$or has done a good faithful work. Among other things worthy of 
mention is the fact of a Mrs. Paul Resor, a very worthy young bride. 
Blessings upon them. 


CASCADE—Brother F. A. Armstrong, one of thoge good de- 
pendable workable men, has been ministering to this old charge. He 
found quite an ugly debt that sxomehow had been overlooked, 80 this 
brother with the Strong Arm set out to obliterate it, and at a men's 
banquet the whole amount was subscribed by the citizens... It has 
taken a very consistent leadership to bring things to pass. 


CHOTEA U—Brother V. E. Hall was finishing up his fourth year 
very acceptably as pastor when in June he: could not longer withstand 
the lure of farm life, thus he has entered the ranks of the farmer. 
Brother Hall is a very capable man and well qualified for the work 
of the ministry. The Sunday School and Ladies Industrial are both 
in a very encouraging condition, in Choteau. 


COLUMBIA FALLS—Brother R. M. Craven, in his 77th year 
finished up his pastoral labors the last of June to enter into the 
Eternal Rest of the Saints of God. His was a long, beneficient life, 

full of good works. Not only did he minister to the Spiritual needs 


of the community, but the church property was always given great 


care. His last work of material improvement was the re-painting of 
all the church property. His churches inside were as clean as the 
Durity of heart he preached to his people. A great example to the 
young ministers of today. Brother Craven was a soldier in every 


5ense of the word for he served the hardest appointments in the State 


as well as 8ome of the best. Our prayers of comforting and sus- 
ming grace go out to Sister Craven and family. 


CRAIG—Brother Forrest Werts supplied this student charge the 
past year. No doubt he gave to them his best. Forrest received his 
3. A. degree this year. Congratulations. | 


| DENTON— Brother B. A. Bessire has had a very prosperous year 
with this excellent people. The church work has grown under the 
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efficient leadership of its pastor and officiary. A community pro- 
gram would have been put on if crop conditions had been favorable. 


DUTTON AND POWER— Rev. George Heizer, pastor. The re- 
ports at last quarterly conference were good in the face of drouth 
conditions. There 1s nothing startling to announce, but with favor- 
able crop conditions this charge w1ll be heard from. 


EUREKA—Brother George E. Hutt, the pastor, has completed 
his second year with all bills paid in full up to date. This is very 
largely a lumber camp and has seen lots of labor trouble, making it 
difficult to do a real permanent work on account of 80 many removy- 
als. Eureka must have a new modern church bu1lding. 


FLOWEREE, PORTAGE AND GENOU—lIt has been the dream 
of Brether T. T. Fike the pastor to put on a great rural prozram on 
this invitin> scope of country. This has been done as far as it can 
be. Cenou started excavating for a modern church building. Floweree 
would have had such if drouth had not spoken otherwise. I presure 
there 1s no pastor in the State who knows more of the families, their 
church affiliation, number of children of Sunday School age, etc., 
that does Domminie Fike. 


GARNEIL AND STRA W—Brother Lee Holland as pastor has 
been holding regular services with good interest. This is an old 
charge and ought to be made into a rural community work with mod- 
ern equipment. That is the only solution as we view the case. 


_ GRASS RANGE—Has only had half time service on Sundays by 
Brother A. P. Aiton of Winnett, yet the work is more encouraging 
than at any time since it was organized. The property is free of debt, 
charch finished inside, new carpets, and a new piano have added 
1-uch to the house of worship. Brother Aiton has had the benefit 
of fcymer pastoral labors. Grass Range wants a resident pastor. 


CRHAT FALLS— (First Church)—This is the leading church 
in our conference. Brother E. L. White, the pastor has just finished 
SIx years of faithful fruitful service. He is recognized as. an able 
strong pulpit r-cn, there being times when folks are turned away 
for want of room. The finances are in excelent ecndition; the evi- 
dence of his popularity is r-anifested by a raise in salary each year. 
The pressing need is for a new modern building svitable to the grow- 
ing needs of this fine congregation. Looking to this end another lot 
has been purchased adjoining the church, Miss Emily Cummins, 
church deaconess comes in for a goodly share of deserving praise for 
the wonderful growth of this church. Her devotion to the sick and 


Sorrowing during the Influenza epidemic can never be properly es- 
timated. 


GREAT FALLS (Warren and Boston Heights)—Brother A. E. 
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Foutch has finished his third year on this difficult field. A compar- 


ison of work done and made out by the pastor shows the growth 
made in the strength of the church during these years. When con- 


ditions are better we will have a modern plant for both Boston 
Heights and Academy Hill, as well as the West Side. Brother 
Foutch has worked hard to build up a strong constituency. 


GERALDINE—Brother W. B. Spaulding had his plans well laid 
for the first community parish house to be used in connection with 
the beautiful new church. built last year. Here we have a very ef- 
ficient officiary who cooperate with-the pastor in his plans for a more 
efficient church. The Geraldine church is a strong part of the com- 
munity life. Brother Spaulding also preaches at Square Butte, Mon- 
tague and numbers of school houses.

The 
year has been very encouraging trom every point of view, with pros- 
pects for a still greater constructive work. Brother Cole has been 
much in demand for outside work.

MOORE AND BEAVER CREEK — Brother George Reed who was 
appointed at the last conference did not remain very long, and when 
the Centenary office was opened at Helena he was given a place on 
the office staff where he made good. In March Chaplain Edgington 
held a very fruitful revival meeting, and in April Brother Ralph 
Rader was appointed to the charge where he has made good proof

compliments paid to the pastor. The church property is well cared 


for, besides a very tine garden. 


ROLLINS—Brother O. A. White 1s caring for this place while 
caring for his ranch interests. It 1s going to take some time to re- 
build what some religious Ttanatics have broken down. 


ROUNDUP—Brother J. H. Durand has finished four years of 
real constructive church work, the las! year being the best, and yet 
it is only paving the way tor a greater work. Brother Durand has a 
great many school house appointments where the people get excel- 
lent service, yet they fail to pay the expense of travel. Roundup must 
receive attention right away in the building of a new church to keep 
pace with the growing work.

Some communities however still believe in the 
Itineracy and like to see the ministry kept moving. There may be 
Aa Teason. After six years of district work we are more than ever 
convinced that the real stronghold of a pastor is to be a Shepherd, 
and folks want to see their pastor in their homes occasionally at 
 least. They want to be complimented by pastoral calls. Not all can 


be great pulpit orators, but all can be real ministers where needed 
most.

Schools have been the best in their history. While some others for 
lack of real efficient leadership are *poor and needy.” Not. much in-

Many a life has been saved during the awful Influenza 
epidemic last fall. It has one of the best Nurse's Training Schools to 
be found in the West. The great need is for more room. We shall 
have to build again when conditions become normal to care for the 
increasing patronage coming to this institution of healing. There 
were 4084 patients treated during this last year, 569 more than the 
year Previous. 


LADIES AID SOCIETIES—Have been a wonderful benediction 
all over the district, many going over in a body to the Red Cross dur- 
ing its great need. Now they are ministering to the needs of the 
churches. No words can tell of all the good work that has: been done 
this past year. Here is one place that Aid means something helped. 

DROUTH—In almost every corner of the district drouth condI- 
tions prevail s8uch as we have not seen in thirty-three years, this con- 
dition has temporarily broken down many a forward movement plan 
of the churches. Some had intended to finish their buildings already 
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started, others had intended to build new modern churches. Our men 
are as brave as any set of men that ever undertook a hard task. Not 
one has wanted to leave his task. God bless you, brethren. 


TRANSPORTATION—We have travelled almost continuously, 
gallons of gas have been consumed. Sometimes too fast for either 
comfort or safety (depends who the driver was) and sometimes at a 
grinding low pace.

Oftimes long before break of day we have gone 
glimmering over hill and dale. This is how it figures out: By train, 
20,257 miles; by auto, mostly Ford, 5,491 miles; boat 210; buggy 22:

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ANNUAL REPORT OF MILK RIVER DISTRICT, NORTH MON- 
TANA CONFERENCE, AUGUST 13, 1919. 


Dear Bishop and Brethren: 

| We are delighted to welcome Bishop Cooke, who has charge of 
our home area, which has made such a marvelous record in new con- 
verts, increase in membership, and now leads in the Centenary offer- 
ing. To God be all the praise. 

After 47 consecutive years service in Montana, we present to you 
our 30th annual report, as Presiding Elder, Superintendent of Mis-. 
Slons and District Superintendent. 

This has been a strenuous year. At the time of the last Con- 
ference there was a call for men and money to bring the world's war 
to a successful conclusion. One month later came the greatest pall 
the world has ever known, in the form of the Flu, which spread its 
devastating hand far and wide, taking many of our dear ones, and clos- 
ing our churches for months. At present we are in the midst of our 
third consecutive year of drouth, which is deeply felt throughout the _ 
Conference, and yet our preachers and friends are not discouraged, 
but have stood most heroically by the work, and their reports will 
Show a good advance in converts and in increase of membership. 

In May Dr. H. C. Harrison of Lisbon, N. D., came to assist us in 
the great financial drive on the district. He rendered us valuable 
Service for which we are very grateful. 


BARR CIRCUTT—Brother F. A. Riggin, pastor, has been bereft 
of his devoted wife to whom he was married in July month 1876. 
Throughout all these years she was a true helpmate, and adorned the 
parsonage home where $she presided with grace and dignity. For the 
last few years Sister Riggin has been ill, and in June month of the 
present year was taken to her reward. Here was a beautiful and 
fruitful Christian life. The writer was many times entertained in 
their hospitable home. O! what precious. hallowed memories come to 
us, as we thus meditate upon the scenes of the past and present. 

Brother Riggin, who has done such faithful work has our pray- 
ers and sympathy in this time of passing, also his three children, 
Harry, Guy and Kent, and amidst it all Brother Riggin has sustained 


the work on this circuit, the principal points being the Howard and 
Arnett school houses. 


BOX ELDER AND BIG SANDY—Brother C. E. Haynes, 8a 
Supernumerary of the Conference, was appointed to take charge of 
this work, and has rendered splendid service. In addition to the above 
mentioned leading points, we have a fine church organization at Fair- 
view, 20 miles west of Big Sandy. Three acres of ground have been 
Secured for a church site, where we hope to build in the near future. 
Eagleton is another important point, 25 miles southeast of Big Sandy. 
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Rev. H. P. Neilsen has located in this community and has rendered 

most valuable service. All day service was held here on July 28th, 

when some were baptized and received into the church. 
"There are two Epworth Leagues, four Ladies Aids and five Sun- 


day Schools on the charge. A new class was organized at Bethel, 
which promises much good. mo 


CHESTER AND INVERNESS—Brother R. I. Stone, pastor, has 
Served the charge faithitully. He also had charge of Hingham and 
Gildford. Meetings have been held at Pleasant View, 18 miles south 
of Inverness, and much good accomplished. 


We have three Sunday Schools on the charge, two Ladies Aid. 


Societies and one Epworth League. $160 have been raised and applied 
on church improvements. $300 donated by the Board of Home Mis- 
Slons and Church Extenslon were paid on the debt at Chester. There 
has been a gain of 20 members on the charge during the year. 


CHINOOK—Rev. J. A. Hill, pastor, is closing most encouraging- 
ly his eleventh year on this charge. To our knowledge this is the 
longest consecutive pastorate of any Methodist pastor in the State. 

Evangelist Sturgeon assisted the pastor in a series of special 
meetings during the months of March and April, during which a num- 
ber were led to Christ and united with the church. 

The Sabbath School and Epworth League are well sustained. This 
is also true of the Junior League under the supervis1on of Sister Hill, 
the pastor's wife. Good work has been done. There is an enrollment 
of 100 or over. | 

The other points on the charge are Fairview, Zurich, Pleasant- 
view, Bear Paw and Liberty Center. At Pleasantview we have a 
most practical demonstration of Rural work. Brother Brazee, a local 
preacher and teacher in the public school, with the friends, are doing 
marvelous work with Sunday School and mid-week prayer meetings, 
which are well sustained throughout the year. 

There are five Sunday Schools on the charge. Brother Hill has 
been most abundant in labor and has done most commendable work. 


CULBERTSON AND MONDAK— Brother N. S. Hollis, pastor.

FORT BENTON—Brother Jesse Bunch, pastor is closing up his 
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fourth year on this important charge most encouragingly, which is 
really the mother-charge of the Conference. 

The Sunday School, Epworth League, Junior League and Ladies 
Aid have all been well sustained. In the early part of the year the 
pastor was assisted in a series of revival meetings at Ridge and Fort 
Benton by Rev. Alfred Sturgeon, when a number were brought into 
the church. In addition to these points services have been held at 
Pleasant Valley. This pastor and church have made a most enviable 
record. The hand of God is certainly upon the pastor and his work- 
ers and great things have been brought to pass. 


GLASGOW-—Rev. H. R. Stone, pastor, 1s closing up his third year 
guccessfully. Evangelist Sturgeon assisted the pastor in a series of 
revival meetings in the early spring. A number were led to Christ 
and into fellowship with the church. There has been a 34 increase 
in membership. The Sunday School, Epworth League and Junior 
League are doing $splendid work. The Ladies Aid Society has raised 
$350. $200 have been paid on new building and improvements. 

This has been a year of victory. The pastor, his wife and friends 
have great reason to be encouraged. 

In December Miss Mina St. Clair, one of our most active and de- 
voted young Christians, was taken to her reward. Her presence is 
greatly missed from the ranks of our young workers, but heaven 1s 
nearer and Christ is dearer than ever before. 

The pastor and wife were granted a vacation during which they 
visited the old home in Indiana, also took in the Centenary at Col- 
umbus. | 

GRANDVIEW AND HILL—Brother E. E. Corbett was appointed 
to supply this charge at our last Conference. He did splendid work 
while he was with us, but drouth conditions forced him to go further 
west to seek employment. | 


In June month Brother T. N. Rogers was appointed to take charge 
of the work. 

HAVRE—Brother E. J. Wain is closing up his fifth year most 
acceptably. The hand of God has been upon him and this work and 
marvelous things have been accomplished here during his pastorate 
on this one of the most important charges. He was ably assisied by 
Rev. Jesse Bunch, our pastor at Fort Benton, in a series of special 
meetings. The record shows a gain of 50 members during the year. 

There are three Ladies Aid societies, which have raised $700. 
Amount paid on old indebtedness $3,300. There are four Sunday 
Schools—Havre, Cassidy, St. Joseph and Simpson; one Epworth 
League and one Junior League. Miss Laura Jones, Deaconess, 15 
Assistant Pastor, and has rendered most valuable gervice. Because 
of her ability, loyalty and devotion, she has proved to be a very able 
ass1stant in this work.

HINGHAM AND GILDFORD—Brother R. I. Stone, pastor, has 
had a year of advance. The work is well sustained at Hingham and 
Gildford. $400 have been paid on new buildings and old debt. A val- 
uable addition has been made to the parsonage at Hingham. The 
pastor was ably assisted in special meetings at Goldstone, a rural 
point about 20 miles north of Hingham, by Rev. T. N. Rogers, Rev.

geon. During the year there have been 55 accessions to the church. 
Amount spent in improvements, $650.

gustaining our work among these first citizens of the United States. 


The pastor has secured four lots in the new town for our 
church.

Brother Alfred Stur- 
geon has assisted a number of the brethren in Evangelistic meetings, 
and rendered splendid service. This is also true of Fletcher Van

OUR CENTENARY STEWARDSHIP PROGRAM 


We, members of the North Montana Conference desire to pre- 
sent the following resolutions: 


FIRST—That God has not left the financial success of his King- 
dom to human device or whim, but has provided a definite financial 


plan for the support of his world program. The only plan he has 


named in his Book 1s the plan of the payment of the tithe as the 
acknowledgement of His ownership and man's stewardship and ad- 
ditional free-will offerings as He prospers us. By the tithe we un- 
derstand the tenth of our income, minus business expenses, but not 
personal and family expenses—that 1s, the tithe of our mcrease. This 
1s determined by the same method essentially as the method the Gov- 
ernment gives for the determining of. the income tax. 


SECOND— We rejoice that in so short a time after the launch- 
ing of the Centenary Stewardship campaign, approximately ten per 
cent of the Full Resident Members of our Churches in this Confer- 
ence have signed the *Methodist Million” tithing covenant. We now 
believe that we should inaugurate an aggressive campaign to secure 
the other nine-tenths of our membership and to bring all our people 
to be in fact good stewards of Jesus Christ in the realm of prayer, 
property and life. To this end, 4 | 

THIRD—We urge every pastor and church to cooperate in the 
Simultaneous four weeks? Stewardship campaign in November, recom- 
mended by the recent Cleveland District Superintendents' conference 
of the two Methodisgms North and South and by the Stewardship de- 
partment of our own church. The &signed cards $hould be sent 
promptly to the New York office. 


FOURTH—We believe, with the Stewardship Department, that 
the chief note of this November campaign and all Stewardship cam- 
paigns should be the revival of evangelism and spiritual power.” 

FIFTH—In order to promote the 8uccess of the Centenary 
movement and the triumph of the world program of our Lord, we be- 
lieve that our pastors and Churches should carry out a systematic 
and continuous Stewardship program in its broadest and most com- 
prehensive sense. For this purpose we recommend: 

(1) The appointment of a 'District Stewardship Secretary in 
each Conference District and a Sub-District Stewardship Secretary in 


each Sub-District, who shall cooperate with the Stewardship Depart- 
ment and Area programs. 
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(2) The organization of the tithers in each church into a 
Tithers Ass0ciation, this organization to be closely tied up with the 
Unit System of the Church by the identification of its Executive Com- 
mittee with the Stewardship Secretaries of the various Units, the 
President of this Association being a member of the Local Council. 


(3) The systematic instruction of tithers, tithing prospects and 


young people in the broad and fundamental principles of the life of 
Christian Stewardship, believing that the thorough inculcation of 
such principles 1s the surest way to make certain the collection of 
the Centenary subscriptions, to secure a steadily increasing income 
for the work of the Kingdom for the next hundred years, and to solve 
the labor, gocial, industrial, economic and peace problems of our Na- 
tion and of the world. 

SIXTH-—Since we recognize (1) the necessity of developing the 
loyalty of our people to the Church and the work of the Kingdom, 
(2) the efficiency and power of team-work as contrasted with indi- 
vidual effort, (3) the value of having the Church and the Church's 
Christ receive the credit for the benevolences of God's people, (4) 
the importance of abolishing false methods of money raising, (5) 
the advisability of releasing the time and energy of our people from 
the strain of Church financial burdens that they may be free for 
the s8upreme $piritual activities of the Kingdom, (6) the Divine 


promise of the fullness of spiritual and material blessing conditioned 


on the bringing of the whole tithe into the Storehouse that there may 
be food in God's house, and (7) the testimony of Storehouse tithing 
Churches that s8uch advantages accompany the acceptance and prac- 
tice of Storehouse tithing, we recommend to our pastors and people 
the serious study of the Bible teaching concerning the Storehouse 
and the experience of Storehouse tithing Churches, with a view to 
the bringing of our Churches and members into fullest accord with 
God's plan of financing the local Church and the world work of the 
Kingdom.

Robert M. Craven 


Who passed to his coronation June 27, at Columbia Falls, 
Montana 


(By W. W. Van Orsdel) 


The oldest minister in point of service in Montana 
has departed from among us to his eternal home. Rev. 
Robert M. Craven was born November 7th, 1842 mn 
Waterboro, S. C., thus making him 76 years, 7 months 
and 20 days of age. He came up the Missouri river to 
Fort Benton in the year 1868, thence by team to Helena, 
where he remained till 1874. Being an expert mechanic, 
he did much carpenter work on Grand street church in 
Helena, devoting his evenings and other odd hours to the 
Study of theology. He was licensed to preach by the 
Methodist Episcopal church South, in 1871, thus having 
the very great honor of being first candidate for the 


 ministry to be licensed in Montana. He has continued 


to labor in this state ever since, save six years, when he 
was sent as a misslonary to Colorado and Utah. While 
in Helena, he met Miss Mary E. Frazer, to whom he was 
married in 1870, with three children, survive him: George 
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Warren, professor in the State School of Mines, in Butte; 
Ina Eleanor, principal of Pingree public school in Ogden, 
Utah, and Walter Sidney, captain of engineers in the U. 
S. army. Brother Craven was a deeply spiritual Chris- 
tian. He believed his Bible from the first word of Gen. 
to the last in Rev. He loved evangelistic work and was 
guccessful in it. He never left a charge without mater1al 
improvements. As a pastor he was indefatigable in his 
labors. He made good as superintendent of Kalispell 
Mission and as a presiding elder of Lewistown district. 
We &shall indeed miss Brother Craven. ©His works do 
follow him.” 

Has Brother Craven' gone on before ? 

I find myself asking the question again and again. 
Is it true? Has Brother Craven been translated ? 

He was a mighty man of God; full of faith, and the 
Holy. Ghost. He was one of the first to greet me when 
I reached Helena in July, 1872. Then again, at the first 
district meeting ever held by the pastor of our church mm 
Montana, at Helena, in February, 1874, he and his es- 
timable wife entertained all the preachers of our church 
in Montana in their hospitable home for an evening meal. 
SIX in all gathered about that festive board. We all loved 
him because of his spirit of devotion and unselfishness. 
May a double portion of God's Spirit continue to rest upon 
his wife and children and be their comfort in this time 
of going on before.

Obituary of Ida Isabell Riggin 
(By W. W. Van Orsdel) 


Sister Ida Isabell Riggin, wife of our pioneer Meth- 
odist preacher, Rev. F. A. Riggin, was translated on the 
evening of June 21 from our Deaconess hospital at Glas- 
gow. Sister Riggin was born in Pleasantville, Ia., Nov. 
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19, 1860. ' When two years of age, her parents went over- 
land to California. In 1864 they returned east to Virginia 
City, Mont., which was then the principal city of what 
is now the state of Montana. Later her parents and the 
family located at Fish Creek, near Whitehall, where the 
Jordan home became the haven of all the pioneer preach- 
ers in those early days. It was here in a 8|8weeping re- 
vival of Christianity conducted by Rev. F. A. Riggin and 
the writer in 1873, she, with many others, was led to 
Christ and united with the Methodist church. It was 
here that she married Brother Riggin in July, 1876. To 
this union three sons were born, Harry, Guy and Kent. 

Few preachers wives ever saw the service which 
Sister Riggin saw during those early pioneer days. For 
years Brother Riggin was presiding elder and superin- 
tendent of Montana miss1ons, which necessitated his being 
away from home a great deal. None but those early 
Ploneers can measure the sacrifice which she made. 

She was. a most exemplary and beautiful Christian 
with love and devotion to Christ and for souls, which 
knew no bounds. Of her it may be truthfully said: She 
hath done what she could.” May her now sainted mantle 
ever. rest upon the bereft husband and precious children. 

The funeral services were held at Glasgow on June 
24th, Rev. Roy Nelson of Wolf Point officiating and her 
brother, Rev. Walter Jordan of Butte followed and gave a 
most beautiful address in -reference to the beautiful con- 
Secrated life of his s1ister. 

We want to assure her bereft husband and children 
that they have our most earnest prayer and sympathies 
in this time of passing.

Alice Boyd Johnson was born in Stephenson County, 
Illinois, April 27, 1891. Here she grew to womanhood re- 
ceiving her education in the Freeport public school grad- 
uating from the High school. Hers was a Christian home 
and she loved her Saviour from childhood, but in 1908 she 
publicly confessed Him and joined the Methodist Church. 
On September 14, 1910 she was married to Rev. R. T. 
Cookingham coming direct to the parsonage home in Mon- 
tana. Her beautiful Christian life shown forth in bless- 
ing and ministry to all until October 3, 1918 when after 
a brief illness of three days she went home to be with 
her Saviour in the city of endless day and fadeless light. 

She was a most estimable Christian lady, twenty- 
eight years of age.

Elva. Sister Cookingham was a real helpmate to her 
husband and filled with grace and dignity the place of 
a minister's wife.

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Reports of District Superintendents 


GREAT FALLS DISTRICT 
]. A. Martin, Superintendent 


Dear Bishop and Brethren : 


A specially sacred character is popularly ascribed to the number seven and, 
although the Bible does not expressly endorse this idea, yet it is supported 
by the frequent occurrence of the number in the ritual the sacred seventh 
day, the sacred seventh year, the seven branched candlestick, sevenfold 
sprinkling, seven lambs offered, the seven churches of Asia, the seven angels, 
the seven stars, forgiveness seventy times. So, to follow up the Biblical 
zSuccession I bring before you my seventh annual report as Superintendent 
of the Great Falls District. We will follow the custom of other years by 
taking the charges separately, but will include the chief industry of the differ- 
ent places. 


Augusta, Simms, and Sun River—Agricultural and stock-raising. Brother 
L. E. Baldwin, the pastor, has been faithful to his task and is held in high 
respect by the people. 

Augusta is a fine farming and stock-raising country close to the main 
range of the Rocky Mountains. The church has not had the response that 
it deserves for the faithful efforts of over thirty years. As a consequence 
the church is not supported as it ought to be by such a rich community. 

SImms and Sun River lie in the beautiful Sun River Valley under govern- 
ment irrigation and are fast becoming great producers of alfalfa and potatoes, 
beside hay and grain. At Simms we have a very fine church with a good 
membership and a fine Sunday School. At Sun River we hope to see a 


revival of interest in things spiritual. Here the first church built in the con- 
ference 1s still standing. 


Belt—This is a coal center as well as a fine farming and stock-raising 
country. Brother Alvin F. Taylor, the pastor, appointed at the last confer- 
ence, has had a really remarkable year, many improvements made on the 
property, the membership greatly increased, a Sunday School far too large 
for the present edifice, a good Epworth League and fine music at the services. 
v1ster John Castner (colored), a pioneer of Belt, has gone to her reward 
and left $500 to help rebuild a more modern church edifice that will accom- 
modate all the activities of the church. This has been the best year the 


church has enjoyed in many years, and Brother Taylor will find a warm 
reception to return. | 


Benchland, Utica and Lehigh—Benchland and Utica are located in the 


famous Judith Basin country and are among the best grain-growing com- 
munties in the state, while Lehigh is a big coal camp, surrounded by fine 
farms and stock-raising lands. Brother John Dix, the pastor, has completed 
two years of work on this double field. A new basement is in at Benchland 
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for a church, but was not completed on account of the drouth. We hope to 
zee the church completed this fall. 

Utica 1s another field where we have never had the response for the effort 
put forth, yet we have hopes that it will get the spiritual vision that will make 
life worth while. Lehigh, like most camps, has a process1on of folks coming 
and going that makes church work difficult. Benchland asks that Brother 
Dix remain another year. | | 


Buffalo—Agricultural and stock-raising. Brother David Hardy, the pastor, 
has had a very profitable year to such an extent that the community wants 
him returned. Here we have a beautiful church building in a very fine com- 
munity. The coast is clear now for a great forward movement for the 
Kingdom of God. A parsonage is the next material need and cut out the 
house rent. 


| Bynum, Pendroy and Dupuyer—These: are all agricultural and stock- 
raising communities and have been hard hit by the drouth of the past few 
years. Brother Stong has ministered to Bynum and Pendroy from Choteau, 


while Dupuyer has been cared for by the pastor from Valier. Pendroy has 


a very fine Sunday School and Ladies' Aid, while Bynum has a very splendid 
church building, but greatly needs more workers. We hope to put a pastor 
on this field again. 


Big Arm and Proctor—These churches are located on the west :shore of 
Flathead Lake and like many other communities have been seriously handi- 
capped by the drouth as they are agricultural, with quite a sprinkling of 
Indians living on farms. Brother Horace Turner ministers to them from 
Polson as the roads permit. 


Brady, Collins and Fairview—All agricultural communities: The first 
two communities are located on the railroad between Great Falls and Shelby. 
Fairview is inland from Brady. All have felt the severeness of the drouth, 
while many had to move elsewhere to secure work, thus hindering the pro- 
gram of the church. Brother Paul M. Resor is the pastor. We are glad to 
report that all indebtedness has been paid on the church property at Brady. 


The work has been very difficult for a great part oF the year on account of 


the 1mpassable condition of the roads, even with a Franklin car, 
Cascade—Another agricultural and stock-raising country. Here we have 


a beautiful church and parsonage up-to-date, if you please. Brother F. A. 


Armstrong, the pastor, has been greatly handicapped by the serious 1lIness 
of Sister Armstrong almost the whole year. Improved somewhat, yet we 
are afraid that these good staunch folk will have to cease from all church 
activities for awhile, in order to regain the lost health and then give many 
more years of faithful service to the church. All departments of the church 
work have been faithfully safeguarded. We all pray for a speedy recovery of 
this good woman, Sister Armstrong. 


Choteau—Beautiful for situation, surrounded by a very fine agricultural 
and s$tock-raising country, with the snow-capped Rocky Mountains for a 
background. Between the drouth and cut-worms the farmers suffered much 
loss. However, the folk insisted on keeping the church going and last fall 


we secured the services of Brother and Sister Stong, who are real spiritual 
workers. Brother Stong had been in service for two years as chaplain in. 


the army. The Ladies' Industrial Society have paid all indebtedness on the 
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parsonage beside putting in complete bathroom fixtures. The church member- 
Ship has been strengthened while the Sunday School 1s one of the best 
organized on the district. The Epworth League has been reorganized an4 
had delegates at the Institute. Sister Stong was the first woman on the dis- 
trict to receive a local preacher's license. Congratulations. 


Columbia Falls—Located in the beautiful Flathead country and right up 
azainst the Rocky Mountains. Lumbering and farming are the principal 
industries.”* Here we have a good property in excellent repair. Brother Roy 
Nelson, the pastor, entered- into the church and community life with all his 
heart and made himself a valuable asset to the entire population. Probably 
no pastor has ever been held in higher regard. Yet we feel that the community 
has not responded to such excellent leadership as it ought to have done. A 
number have been added to the church and the congregations have been 
better than for years. Brother Nelson is also chaplain for the Old Soldiers' 
Home, located near the Falis. The folk are very anx1ous that he return. 


Craig—Locatcd between Great Falls and Helena is a student appointment. 
Farming and stock-raising are the means of a livelihood. Brother Alvin 
Cnole, a stndent at Montana Wesleyan College, and also a wounded soldier 
in France, served this people very acceptably during the school year. He or- 
ganized a class of about twenty members. We need a community church 
here to meet the needs of the people. | 


Denton—Located in the Judith Basin is a fine farming country, although 
hard hit last year by drouth, but have a fair crop this year. Brother B. A. 
Bessire, the pastor, was serving his second year most acceptably as he was a 
very fine pulpit man. However, the first of May, he resigned the Denton 
work to accept a field with a much larger salary. We regret to lose Brother 
Bessire, but we could not meet the offer of another church. We have a very 
loyal people here, with a fine church and parsonage. 


Dutton and Power—Bcth agricultural communities north of Great Falls. 
They were in the drouth belt last year, but will have some crop this year. 
Brother Resor of Brady has been looking after the Dutton work, where we 
have a very loyal people, Sunday School and Ladies Aid: 


Eureka—Mostly lumbering interest here although tobacco plains and the 
country north have good farming lands with some fruit. Brother G. E. Hutt, 
the pastor, has been doing a faithful work, but we are handicapped for the 
want of a modern church plant, and this we must have if we are going to 
minister to a great group of men with no place to go all week but the pool 
halls. Additional lots have been bought, the parsonage has had a complete 
bath room furnished now. The Ladies' Aid is a wonderful organization here. 


It the Centenary can come to the rescue and help build we will s0on have a 
great church at Eureka. | 


Floweree, Portage and Genou—All agricultural and a big circuit at that. 
Forty miles across. Brother 'T. T. Fike, the pastor, has been abundant 16 
labors. With the help of Brother W. B. Spaulding, meetings were held at 
Portage and Floweree. At Portage a new class has been organized with 


very bright prospects tor the future. The drouth has made it impossible to 
g0 ahead with the great rural program as anticipated, but Dominie Fike 1s 
not discouraged. As a consequence the people still ask that the pastoral 
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relationship should not be broken, for they want to see the great rural 
program put on by this hero of a man. 


Garneil and Straw—An agricultural and stock country. Brother David 
Hardy has been supplying this charge from Buffalo. The work was made 
quite difficult the first part of the year by some unfortunate circumstances, 
but the charge 1s doing nicely again. The rural church program is the only 
calvation for circuits like this one. Brother Hardy has been a faithful min- 
ister to some very fine folks who are deserving. 


Grass Range—Agricultural and stock lands here alsvo. Maybe oil. Brother 
A. P. Aiton has been giving half-time Sunday service here with great ac- 
ceptability. The church building narrowly escaped going up in smoke. But 
it has been repaired, a furnace put in, electric lights installed, beautiful new 
pews purchased and installed, the interior of the church all decorated and 
painted, until it 1s a pleasure to worship in such a place. The Ladies' Aid 


is largely respons1Þble for all this. Now it is our hope to give them a full- 
time pastor. 


Great Falls (First Church)—The electric city and great industrial center 
with railroads branching out in all directions. The most beautiful city in the 
State. Brother E. L. White, the pastor, has just finished his seventh year in 
a very successful pastorate. Over nine hundred have heen received into 
church fellowship, and they have four successful Sunday Schools in operation. 
'The congregations have been the largest in the city, testifying to the creat 
popularity of this city pastor. The colored church has been purchased on 
the South Side where we have a very fine Sunday School. A lot has been 
bought and paid for on Academy Hill where we hope to build a chapel. The 
lot adjoining First Church has been*bought so that we can build a church 
building capable of caring for all the interests of this excellent church. The 
last quarterly conference passed complimentary resolutions endorsing the 
work of their pastor and at the same time giving him an urgent invitation 
to return for the eighth year. Miss Emily Cummins, the church deaconess, 
also Had a part in the successful work of First Church, to such a degree that 
She was given a local preacher's license at the last quarterly conference. 

Great Falls (Warren Church)—Railroad shops is the principal industry 
here. But with the street cars crossing this fall to the west side of the 
Missouri River, we must secure a new and more central site for a new 
church plant. Brother M. H. Needham, the pastor, has had one of the Hest 
' years in the history of this church. So harmonious and helpful have the 
s8ervices been that the church is very anxious to have Brother Needham 
return to them for another year. The membership has grown, the Sunday 
School is well sustained, while the Epworth League is still doing business. 


Geraldine—Agricultural with some grazing lands. Brother W. B. Spaul- . 


ding has had a very excellent pastorate here. No church on the district has 
made greater progress considering the drouth conditions. Here we have a 
beautiful church and, had the crops not failed, we would have had a modern 
parsonage as well as a parish house. Too much credit cannot be given to 
this faithful man for the work accomplished. Fach year the membership 
grows. The church is quite insistent that the pastor be returned. 


Harlowton—This is a railroad division point as well as a farming and 
Stock-raising country. Brother Roy Wilson, the pastor, who just returned 
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from military service last year, has had the pleasure of Seeing the Sunday 
School grow beside the reorganization of the Epworth League which has 
been doing a fine work. The membership of the church has been greatly 
strengthened, as a result a good many letters of commendation have come 
to our desk about this young pastor. The church expects to rebuild $0 as to 
have a modern plant and one that will fill some of the long-felt needs of this 
ſine town. We hope to see the new building up and in use for the winter's 
work. | 


Highwood—Agricultural and stock raising here also. Brother Lee Holland 
was assigned to this place last conference, but he only stayed a few weeks. 
He left our denomination because he did not believe in our doctrines. We 
have been unable to. secure a pastor, so this place has been as a sheep without 
2 Shepherd. This year they are asking for a full-fledged pastor. We have a 
very fine little church here. 


Hobson—In the heart of the Judith Basin. This agricultural community 
acked to be made a separate charge last year. This was done and in January 
Brother O. A. White was ass!gned as pastor. The work has moved along 
very finely and the return of Brother White 1s asked for. Hobson wants 
and needs a rural community plant and no doubt will get it. 


Holt Circuit—Agricultural, fruit, and a big electric power plant, the latter 
at Big Fork. The work has been very promising at the Big Fork Church 
this year, the interest continues good, especially the Sunday School. Brother 
F. E. Dodds, the pastor, has enjoyed his work at this point very much. 


Kalispell—Agricultural, fruit and lumbering are the main industries of 
this beautiful city and country. Brother Charles G. Cole has had a very 
prosperous year. Over one hundred united with the church and all depart- 
ments of the work are in successful operation. Here, too, we are confronted 
by the lack of room to carry on our growing work. The pastor is in great 
demand for outside engagements. He is an untiring worker with a big pro- 
gram, thus men are responding to his appeals. The salary was advanced six 
hundred dollars and the budget provided for the new conference year. This 


live Cole should not be molested this year say the folks and I feel they are 
right. | 


Kalispell Circuit—Agricultural, with some fruit. Brother ]. M. Eastland, 
the old veteran of the Flathead, has had a great deal of sickness during the 
year. In July he came nearly crossing over to talk things over in the New 
Jerusalem with Brother Van and Brother Craven, but he has deferred his 
Journey for awhile yet, as he wants to pluck a few more diamonds in the 
rough, $0 his sainted brethren will know that he was doing business for the 


King. It was a great reunion that Brother Eastland -and all his children 
had the other day. 


Lavina—Aegricultural and stock raising. Brother W. E. Brann, the pastor, 
| has completed three years of faithful service. There are Some long hard 

drives on this circuit and the drouth prevented working out a larger pro- 
gram. Both Brother and Sister Brann have worked very faithfully with the 
young folks and did all in their power to lead them into $piritual activities. 
There were some others without spiritual vision that did not help these folks 
religiously. This is not the only place, however, where the young people 
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have been led away from the church and their God. We appreciate the efforts 
of this faithful pastor and wife and there are others also. 


Lewistown—ls the commercial center for the Judith Basin country. Agri- 
cultural, stock raising, and coal are the principal industries. Brother R. C. 
[Edgington, the pastor, ass1sted by Mrs. Belle Harmon, the church deaconess, 
have been busy in the many departments of this fine church. There is an 
increase of eighty-seven (net) in membership this year. , The congregations 
have kept up remarkably well all summer. The pastor has given valuable 
services to his brethren in evangelistic work. Among other things, Lewis- 
town 1s to have a full-fledged deaconess hospital in operation in the not 
too far distant future. You will find this to be one of the most hospitable 
churches in the state. They believe in lots of hard work, so they, like Great 
Falls, have a goodly number of Sunday Schools. to their credit. 


Libby and Troy—Lumbering mining, and some farming constitute the 
main industries here in the heart of the Rocky Mountains. Brother J. F. 
Matney, the pastor, has had a good year. Both Sunday Schools have grown. 
Ladies' Aid Societies have been very active. The pastor has a good garden 
as well as the best strawberry patch in the conference. Troy wants a resident 
pastor and I recommend that we put one there. Then put in a modern church 
plant and make a community center out of it. 


| Moore and Beaver Creek—Agriculture and stock raising are the life of 
this part of the country. Brother Ralph Rader and his good people have 
made $some valuable improvements on the church property especially the 
parsonage. Brother Rader has: been ministering to the Christian Church 
folks as well as.our own. with good success. Beaver Creek Church is quite 
a problem on account of so few church folks living there now. Brother 
Rader has been accepted to do Spanish work in California. 


Musselshell and Gage—Agricultural and stock raising prevails here. At 
Musselshell we have the basement in for a new church but drouth stopped 
the work temporarily. Brother Durand supplied this work till February. 
Since they we have had no regular services. I trust that we-will be able to 
Secure a pastor for this very important field very soon. 


Monarch, Neihart, Bethel and Raynesford—Silver mining, farming, and 
Stock raising constitute the varied industries on this big charge. Brother 


A. C. Snow, the pastor, has served very faithfully here for a goodly number 
of years. The $support on this charge has not been nearly adequate for a 


living for years. On the whole, the people lack vision of what a church 


would mean to them if they would but take an interest. Folks will never 


get much out of any institution that counts for righteousness unless they put 
Something into it. No one man can carry all the burden. 


Polson—Located on the western end of Flathead Lake is a lumbering 
and agricultural community. Sometimes great fishing. Brother Horace 
Turner, the pastor, has done-a piece of high-class work here. The member- 
Ship of the Church has been greatly strengthened, with a very fine Sunday 
School, Ladies' Aid, and Epworth League. The salary has been increased 
and all debt will s0on be faid. The next step is an enlarged plant. The 
pastor has a number of out appointments, and he has been $0 Successful 
that the church feels very strongly that he should not leave them now. 
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Ro!lins—Fruit growing is the chief occupation here. We have no pastor. 
On account of the fifty-nine varieties of religion here we cannot even get 
enough of one mind and heart to have a Sunday >chool. 


Roundup—Coal, agriculture and oil are the resources of this town which 
is the miracle of the Musselshell. Brother J. H. Durand had served here 
most acceptably for four and one half years when he was appointed to the 
Milk River. District as District Superintendent. Since that time Roundup 
has been without a regular pastor. Very few pastors have ever lett a pastoral 
charge with such a host of admiring friends as did Brother Durand. The 
v1me week that Brother Durand moved to Chester, an cld aunt that had lived 
with them for years, departed this life very suddenly. It was God's way and 
we murmur not. The immediate need for Roundup 1s a new church edifice 
that will meet the demands of a fast-growing city. 


Ryegate, Barber and Seventy-Nine—Agricultutal, and maybe oil. Brother 
George Reid was assigned to this charge last conference but never arrived 
as yet. Thus we have had no pastor this year. This has been most unfor- 
'tunate as Ryegate is now the county seat of the new Golden Valley County. 
We have some very fine folks on this charge and must have a pastor. 


Somers—Located on the east ghore of the Flathead Lake. Tt is the 
greatest railroad tie, and tie pickling plant in the state. Lumbering, fruit and 
agriculture are among the other industries. Brother F. E. Dodds, the pastor, 
finds many problems on account of the changing population. Nevertheless 
they have had a very good year. Brother Dodds had the flu,” but I think. 
he 1s all right again the way the dust flies when he is traveling on the road. 


Sister Dodds was called to Michigan on account of her mother's death. We 
appreciate the efforts of both pastor and wife at Somers. 


Stockett, Sand Coulee and Red Butte—The two former places are- coal 
camps while Red Butte is a farming and stock-raising community. Brother 
5. A. Coburn has just completed his first year in the ministry and has done 
well indeed, s0 much so that the people would like to have him return for 
another year. Re 

Our problem in the coal camps is to get enough workers to* keep all 
departments of the church work going. It seems $0 hard to get folks to 
accept respons1þbility, especially is this true of the Sunday . Schools. We 
have some very faithful members and friends on this charge, however. We 
wish that we might be able to put on a program that would reach the 


toreign population of nearly all our coal camps. As it is we are not getting 
the returns that we ought for the investment made. 


Ulm—Farming is the chief industry here. Brother J. H. Little, our old 
veteran whom we all love, has not been able to look after this work this 
year. In January Sister Little, for over fifty years a true help-meet, went 
very peacetully away one morning to that clime where feebleness is unknown. 
She traveled to where all good Souls go, and her memory and spirit beckon 


us on to the Celestial City of God. Brother Little has the sympathy and 
prayers of all his brethren. 


Valier—lIs an irrigated farming community. Brother ]. A. Alford spent 
three and one half years of faithful, successful work here. In February he 
went into the Inter-Church work, and now he has accepted a. pastorate 
Wyoming. Our prayers go with him for a successful pastorate in his new 
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field of endeavor. The middle of May Brother Forrest Werts, one of our 


own Montana boys, took charge of Valier and put himself right into the 


work to such an extent that the Valier Church asks that he be re-committed 
for another year of service. 


Whitetisgh—ls a lumbering, farming, and railroad division point. This 
town is making a marvelous growth at the present time. Brother C., F. 
Smith has just completed five years of real, faithful work. The property 
has just been repainted on the outside, the inside has had a similar treatment, 
the basement finished and now the whole property is in excellent condition. 


All too many of our churches. receive far too much absent treatment; some- 


times a broom and dust cloth would help some. But no such criticiem for 
Whitefish. The salary has been increased and the work has grown. 'The 
Whitefish Church will always owe much to Brother C. E. Smith for his 
intensive efforts along all lines of Christian activity. Brother Smith was laid 
up for several weeks with 1lIness, but he is well again, thank God. 


Winnifred, Suffolk and Christina—Agricultural, stock raising, and maybe 
o1l occupies the attention of these folks. Brother R. B. Culbertson, the pastor, 
' has had a wonderful year. He has taken into church membership more 

members than any other charge, considering the population. One of the old- 
time revivals took place here, the meetings being held in an old saloon build- 
ing. Brothers Spaulding and Fike assisted the pastor. Many have told me 
it was The Old Time Religion.” Would to. God brethren we had more of it 
in all our churches. We are handicapped because we have no church building, 
and we need one, how bad no person can tell. T. W. Reeves is the superin- 
tendent of one of the best Sunday Schools on the district, at this place. 


Brother Culbertson ought to remain, as he has done such a fine piece of 
work the past year. | 


Winnett, Flatwillow and Wall View, Cat Creek, Brush Creek and 
Z10n—Makes quite a territory to cover. Real honest to fact oil, agricultural 
and stock raising occupy the time of these folks in this part of eastern Fergus 
County. Brother A. P. Aiton, the pastor, has spent- over five very fruitful 
years on this charge and the people are very insistent that he has not finished 
his job yet. It was the hope to build a great modern church building this 
Summer, but the oil business is not stabilized enough yet to guarantee our 
going ahead at present. So we will ©bide a wee.” Here the need for a place 


of worship and to carry on a program that will appeal to the young life of 
the community is tremendous. 


New Work 


On account of the drouth and the scarcity of pastors we have not opened 


new fields. There are some places that ought to have our earltest efforts, 
however. | 


Pastoral Work 


| Nearly all of our brethren have held evangelistic services by assisting one 
another with good results. 'The facts are that more members have been re- 


ceived than any former year on the district. It is a great thing to be a great 


preacher, but it is just as great in this country to be a great pastor. One 
hundred pastoral calls per quarter ought to be the minimum, tor. more-and 
more I am convinced that we must get closer to the people with the 01d 
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kind of religion. If we wait for the people to come to us we will be dis- 
appointed, we have a message that is worth carrying to them. 


Sunday Schools 


Many of our schools have made a religious growth this year, others would 
zrow if they had more dependable teachers and officers. So many do not 
take this one of the greatest opportunities in the world seriously. If they 
are present, all right, if not, what is the difference? That is a sad state for 
2ny person or community to get into religiously. Eternity will reveal the 
facts. Brother P. W. Haynes, our Sunday School miss10nary, has been doing 
his utmost to push the Teacher Training classes as well as to inspire the 
workers and scholars in the larger vision of the Kingdom of God. 


Epworth Leagues 


The Epworth League Institute held at Wolf Creek in July under the 
presidency of Senator Vernon E. Lewis was one of the greatest forces for 
Christian leadership that we have had this year. What a great spiritual vision : 
the young people received. It was voted unani'mously to continue the Insti- 
tute, for here is the hope for more m'nisters and miss10nar es. 

I trust that every effort will be made to have an Epworth League on every 
charge this coming year. What say you? 


Woman's Home Miss1onary Society 


One more year this noble woman's organization helped to keep comfort 
in the homes of our itinerants. We cannot thank God enough for their 


gifts of money, barrels and boxes of supplies. They have saved much sufter- 
ing that would have been otherwise. 


The Centenary 


Many of our churches would have been closed last vear had it not been 
for the Centenary. We cannot speak too highly of its work in this conference. 
Truly, it is the greatest thing that ever happened in Methodism. I trust that 
every church will do their utmost to bear their part, for all will be bene- 
ficiaries of this movement. Might I just say that a number of our churches 
will not get credit this year on the Centenary as the farmers have not yet 
cut all their grain, saying nothing about threshing and marketing it, and they 


cannot get money till they market their grain. Once again we . would = 


forced to close some churches if the Centenary did not sustain us in these 
critical times here. 


Our Institutions 


Montana Wesleyan College has had one of the best years in its history. 
The new dormitory for girls, and there is none better, is now occupied. 
Brother Charles M. Donaldson, D.D., the new president, has his hand on 
the drive wheel and you may feel $ure of a safe journey now for this 
Christian college. But we must all work diligently with him. Say, pay and 
pray for its success. =, wt 

Montana Deaconess School—Located at Helena is one of the best. There 
are none better for boys and girls under fourteen vears of age. Miss Roxana 
Beck, the Superintendent, is a master hand in handling an institution of this 
kind. Their success is now their embarrassment for more room. But, listen : 
A great memorial hall is to be built in precious memory of our Sainted 
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"Brother Van.” All Montana cannot do a greater thing than to build this 
proposed memorial hall in memory of the man who is father of the school. 
| Montana Deaconess Hospital—Located at Great Falls under the con- 
tinued successful superintendency of Miss E. A. Ariss. We have here one 
of the best Training Schools for Nurses in the Northwest. We were forced 
to Secure more room to house our splendid nurses, s0 a new addition was 
built to the home costing $16,000, and paid for. Our great church is going 


to build hospitals all over the land now. What a church to be affiliated 
with. 


Ladies' Aid Societies 
The women of the church have made a record for themselves that would 
be hard to surpass. Many a church would be a poor, dingy-looking place 


and many a parsonage would be as barren as Mother Hubbard' s cupboard 


was, if the good women had not toiled. I am sure the brethren all appreciate 
the effort of these brave women. 


Transportation

I come to you to-day with my first report as Superintendent of the Milk 
River District. The year just closing has been a strange one in many respects. 
Early in October we were shocked by the news that our beloved Brother Van 
had been stricken by paralysis. It seemed like a disagreeable dream from 
which we must s00n awaken to thank God it was untrue. But it was all too 
true, and after lingering a number of weeks this grand old man of Montana 
passed to his heavenly reward, and I have an idea that at his entrance 
heaven rang with the shouts of praise and thanksgiving for the homecoming 
of the warrior whose battles had been many, yet who had conquered $0 


gloriously. And I wonder if to-day his voice is not joining in the song of the 
reapers whose harvest has been most abundant. 


"Victorious his fall, for he rose as he fell, 
With Jesus his Master, in glory to dwell: 
He has passed o'er the sea, be has reached the bright coast, 
For he fell like a warrior—he died at his post. 
And can we the words of our brother forget, 
O no, they are fresh in our memory yet : 
An example $0 sacred can never be lost, 
We will fall in the fight, we will die at our post.” 


On January 5 a letter was received from Bishop Cooke informing me of 

my appointment to this district. I arrived on the field the latter part of 
January and since that time have been doing my best to follow the path 
made by the great and good man who had preceded me.

It was my privilege to spend a few days at the General Conference in 
Des Moines, where I had the privilege, which 1 greatly appreciated, of ex- 
tending to Bishop Charles Wesley Burns (just appointed to the oversight of 


the Helena Area) the heartiest and most cordial welcome of the pastors and 
people of the Milk River District. | 
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Bishop Burns comes to us fresh from the pastorate of one of the ont- 
Standing churches of Methodism. He understands the pastorate, has had 
many years of experience as a minister of the Gospel and as a leader in our 
great church. We welcome you, Bishop, and Mrs. Burns and your family. 
We are glad you are going to live among us, and assure you of our affection, 
and of our willingness to assist in every way possible in your great task of 
leading the forces of Methodism in this, the Helena Area. 

We are happy to' report there have been no deaths this year 1n our parson- 
age homes. True, there has been illness, but God has been wonderfully 
good to us, and we praise Him for it. | _ 

We regret exceedingly the necessity of reporting another dry year. For 
three years there has been little or no crop, and the year just closing is not 


much better. Cut-worms, grasshoppers and drought have been enemics that 
bave been very difhcult to combat. 


Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 


At the last session of our conference we 'were favored by the presence of 
Dr. W. S. McDowell, representing our Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extens10n, which came to our relief and made possible the holding of the 
pastors on the field. Had it not been for this assistance many of our charges 
could not have been maintained this year. What a grand thing it is, to 
belong to a great church whose arms of love encircle the whole world. 


Centenary Fund 


As a district we regret exceedingly that our Centenary collections are far 
below par, although several of our charges have. an excellent report. The 
others have done their best, but crop failure after crop failure has left the 
people practically bankrupt. We sincerely trust that the Centenary Board 
will bear with us for a little time, for we believe there are better days 
before us. | | 

Now 1n order to ——_ on the work of the district as clearly and ec 
as posstble, I will ask permission to do so in the manner so long adopted þy 
Brother Van, that of reporting each charge separately, and in conclus1on 
totaling some of the results. 


Barr Circuit—For some years this circuit has been supplied by Brother 
F. A. Riggin, but continued drought has well-nigh depopulated the community, 
and in addition Brother Riggin has not been physically fit the greater part 
of the year, so that very little work has been done. 


Bear Paw and Chinook—Brother J. A. Hill, pastor, has had a most suc- 
cessful year. . There are three Sunday Schools on the charge. The Epworth 
League is most efficient, not only maintaining the work in Chinook, but 


having a regular circuit of four schoolhouses in the country, each of which 


1s given one devotional service a month, on a Sunday afternoon. The Junior 
League, of which Mrs. Hill (the wife of the pastor) is the Superintendent, 
is second to none. There has been an average attendance of seventy-five 
for the year. Some time ago this Junior League purchased a pulpit Bible, 
and extended to the District Superintendent the privilege of presenting it to 
the church on their behalf. This charge has a yearly Centenary pledge of 
$675. Nine hundred and thirty-three dollars has been paid. The charge 1s 


clear of debt. Brother Hill has just finished his twelfth year as pastor. At. 


| WF 
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the fourth quarterly conference he was unanimously invited to return for the 
thirteenth year. 


Box Elder and Big Sandy—This charge has been supplied this year by 
Brother C. E. Haynes, a supernumerary of this conference. It has been 
a year in advance in every department of the church. In addition. to: Big 
Sandy and Box Elder Brother Haynes has preached at Fairview, a country 
appointment twenty-three miles west of Big Sandy. Land has been donated 
at this place, and a church would have been built long ago had it not been 
for the continued crop failure. There are three Sunday Schools on the 
charge and three Ladies' Aids, all of -which have been doing splendid work. 
Thirty-one have been received into the church during the year. The crop 
on this charge was fair until three weeks ago, when a .severe hail storm 
laid everything low, thus making certain a crop failure for the fourth con- 
Secutive year. Our great church must not desert these splendid people in 
this time of their great need. Only a few days ago Mrs. Haynes received 
word of her father's death in Stockton, Cal. He was in the eightieth year 


of his life. We extend to Brother and D1Ster Haynes our sincere sympathy 
in this time of sorrow. 


Chester and Inverness—This charge was left without a pastor at our 
last conference. On Fehruary 1 the District Superintendent moved to Chester 
and since that time Mrs. Durand has acted as pastor at that place, while 
Brother E. J. Huston of Havre has cared for the interests of Inverness. This 
charge has a splendid people, and they should have a resident pastor for the 
coming year. There are two Sunday Schools that have been right up to the 
mark during the year. The two Ladies' Aids are also worthy of our com- 


mendation for the fine work they have been doing. There has been a net 
gain of seven for the year. 


Culbertson and Mondak—Brother H. J. Frame, the pastor, was appointed 
to this important charge at our last conference. He has preached at five dif- 
terent points on the charge. There are four Sunday Schools and two Ladies' 
Aids. During the year much-needed improvements have been made. At 
Culbertson a belfry has been built on the church and the hell placed in posi- 
tion. Eighteen have been received into the church. Mrs. Frame is an able 
assistant to her husband. Some of the people have whispered the secret that 
at times her sermons are even better than those of the pastor. The fourth 
quarterly conference voted her a license as a local preacher. The Junior 
League under the superintendency of Mrs. Frame is doing splendid work. 
There is a membership of sixty-seven, and an average attendance for the 


year of fifty. The quarterly conference was insistent that their popular _ 
pastor and wife should he returned to them for another year. 


Eagleton—This is a point twenty-five miles off the railroad > Big 
Sandy. Brother H. P. Nielson, a local preacher, has been caring for the 
charge this year. He lives on his homestead ten miles from the church, but 
has driven the distance Sunday atter Sunday, Brother P. W. Haynes, our 


Sunday School missionary, Spent Faster Sunday here and assisted in re- 
organizing the Sunday School. 


Fort Benton—Here on the mother charge of the conference, Brother Tesse 
Punch has Jjust finished his fifth year. In addition to Fort Benton he has 


held regular services at the Ridge, Loma, Colony Pay and Pleasant Valley. 
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The latter point maintains a union Sunday School, and Brother Bunch has 
preached by special request. There is a fine new church at Loma. The people 
_ of Colony Bay have maintained a splendid weekly prayer service during the 
year. The fine folk at the Ridge insist that they must have a church, but on 
this charge as elsewhere on the district the crops are very small, so building 
enterprises will have to wait for better times. The year's work at Fort 
Benton 1s worthy of our highest commendation. Finances are all up to date. 
Three hundred and fifteen dollars have been spent on church improvements. 
The Ladies' Aid has measured up to its past reputation. The Epworth League 
1s one of the most efficient, not only on the district but in the state. Forty 
per cent of the members are Twenty-four-Hour-Day Leaguers. Every pledge 
(and a number had been made to outside objects) has been paid in full. Fort 
Benton 1s highly favored by having among its members, Senator Vernon E. 
Lewis, just elected for the second term as state president of the Epworth 
League. There are four Sunday Schools on the charge, and each has been 


and is doing most excellent work. During his five years as pastor Brother 


Bunch has received an average of thirty-eight members per year; but owing 
to the years of crop failure there has been a constant migration. Who can 
estimate what might have been the result had the crops been good, and the 
people been able to remain? A new parsonage 1s greatly needed at Benton, 
and plans are now in the making for this and the putting on of a great com- 
munity program that will grip the entire community. The people are unan- 
imous that Brother and Sister Bunch be returned for the sixth year. 


Glasgow—Brother J. R. Jeffery, the pastor, has just closed his first year 
on this important charge. The work has progressed in every department of 


the church. . Fifty-four have been received into full membership. Finances 


have more than reached the standard, while the efficient stewards report 
this to have been one of the easiest years they have known for their work. 
The Sunday School has an enrollment of 311 and is well organized. The 
Centenary pledges for the first year have nearly all been collected. Had it 
not been for another dry season that hindered the progress of the crops, the 
new $35,000 top would have been placed over the fine, well-equipped base- 
ment, giving Glasgow a $50,000 church, before next conference; but this must 
be delayed for a time. Brother Jeffery is a splendid preacher, and is much 
in demand for addresses of various kinds. He delivered the commencement 
address for the high school, an honor that has hitherto been withheld from 
local men. The salary has been raised $500 to $2,000 and house for next 
year. We regret to report that Mrs. Jeffery has been in very poor health 
during the year and was forced to spend over two months in the hospital. 
Her health is somewhat improved at present, but the doctor Says che must 
Spend her winters in a lower altitude and a warmer climate. The people 
are insistent that their pastor he returned for the second year. 


Hinsdale—This charge was united with Saco at our last conference, 
owing to shortage of pastors. Brother Alexander Muirden gave very excel- 


lent service until June 1 when advantage was taken of the legislation passed 


by the last General Conference which permits the *licensing of women as 
local preachers. At this time Miss Emma Metsker, fresh from a training 
School in Chicago, was appointed as pastor. The people are very much pleased 
with her work, and made the request that she he reappointed for the next 
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year. During the year $125 have been spent on improvements. The charge 
is well organized and there is no debt. 


Havre—Brother R. H. Stone is just finishing his first year as pastor of 


this very important charge. During the year he has been abundant in labors. 


Zrother Stone is a fine preacher and a real pastor. He spends many hours 
of each week in visiting in the homes of the people. There has been a net 


increase in membership of seventy-three. The two Ladies' Aids of the charge 


have raised $1,371. Seven hundred dollars has been paid on church 1improve- 
ments during the year. The Sunday >chool 15 splendidly organized, and 
there has been a fine increase in the enrollment. One thousand dollars has 
been paid on church indebtedness. An outstanding feature of the Havre work 


'is the Tapanese class under the able superintendency of Mrs. William Mor- 


gan. There are four classes held weekly, two for men and two for women. 
The total enrollment is thirteen, six_ men and seven women. They meet at 
the home of Mrs. Morgan, where they are taught the English language, and 
the simple facts of the Christian life. There is hardly a service in the church 
that does not have a representative of Japan in the audience. There are 


five Japanese childzen in the Sunday School. The finance committee has. 


recommended an advance of $300 in the salary for the next year. 


Havre Circuit—Brother E. J. Huston was appointed to this circuit as a 
nominal charge at our last conference, having this work in addition to his 
work of building the splendid Havre hospital. In addition to this, however, 
he willingly stepped into the breach and has preached at Gildford, Hingham, 
Rudyard and Inverness where we have churches, and organized classes, but 
no pastors. His work has been highly appreciated, and the points have been 
held for the church. He has preached on an average four times' each Sunday, 


and driven from 100 to 150 miles in his car. This work would make even the 


old-time circuit rider sit up and take notice. 


Kremlin—Brother C. S. Davis, a superannuate of the conference, has 
Supplied this point during the year. Brother Davis lives seven miles in the 
country, but has preached regularly, kept the Sunday School alive and made 


his influence felt in the community, Kremlin like the other points along the 
High Line has been hard hit by the continued drought. 


Malta—Brother O. P. Shenefelt has Served this charge for four years. 
In addition to Malta he has preached regularly at Freewater and Pleasant 
View. There are three Sunday Schools on the charge. Here is a fine com- 
munity that has been in the rain-belt this year. The crops will be very fair. 
We have one of the finest locations in the town, and no point is more sSuited 
to a real community program. The charge is out of debt. There has been 
a good increase in membership during the year, We ereatly regret that 
family circumstances force this Splendid pastor to ask for a supernumerary 
relation. Brother Shenefelt is one of our finest men, and we trust he will 
SOON be able to return to the work for which he is $0 eminently suited. 


Opheim, Kansas Valley and Avondale Circuit—These points are over 
fifty miles from the railroad, very close to the Canadian line. Opheim is the 
headquarters of the charge, and is a new town, built entirely on leased land, 
the people expecting to build permanently as s800n as the railroad comes their 
way. The charge had no pastor the first part of the year. On April 1 
Brother C. E. Auger came to the charge from the state of Washington. 
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Since that time his work has been plainly in evidence. Over thirty have been 
received into the church. There are five Sunday Schools on the charge 
and three Ladies Aids. At Opheim we have been holding our services in a 
Store building that was not occupied. The owners, having no use for it, sold 
it at public auction. The pastor hid it in for $300, and the greater part of 
this has been subscribed. We cannot build a church until we know definitely 


where the town is to be finally located. The prospects are very bright ſor « our 
work on this charge. 


Oswego and Frazer—Miss Florence Moore, deaconess, has been pastor 


of this charge for three years. The two points of the circuit are both within 
the Fort Peck Indian Reservaticn. We have a parsonage at Oswego, and 


lots upon which to build. There are two Sunday Schools on the charge and 


two Ladies' A1ds. Early in the spring the condition of Miss Moore's health 
made it necessary for her to go on a much-needed vacation. During her 
absence the work was ably supplied by Mrs. Agnes Becbe, former matron 
of the nurses' training school of Butte. There is a great: opportunity for 
real pioncer work on this important charge. 


Outlook—Here again we have a lady pastor, Miss Gertrude Apel. Miss 
Apel 1s just finishing her second year on the charge. The year just closcd 
has been one of advance. A small, yet comfortable parsonage has been 
purchased. Two hundred and fifteen dollars have been spent on church and 
parsonage improvements, and ten have been received into church membership. 
A few weeks ago Miss Apel organized a Sunday School out in the country, 
and since that time has been preaching at that point on Sunday afternoons. 
The Outlook Sunday School is well organized, as is the Epworth League. 
Miss Apel understands how to reach the young people. 'The people say her 
Sermons are splendid and that she is a fine pastor. She has a Ford, and 
uses it to advantage in her work. Some time ago an election for mayor 


was held. Her friends put the name of Miss Ape] on the ticket. She lost 
to her male opponent by only three votes. | 


Redstone and Flaxville—Brother Reuben Dutton, the pastor, seems to 
know no limit to the territory he shall cover. The country for many miles 
in every direction knows this hustling pastor. During his four years' service 
to the charge he has built a beautiful new church in Redstone and remodeled 
the parsonage. Brother Dutton is a skilled painter. The church inside wall 
Stand for years as an evidence of his skill. No church on the district is more 
beautifully decorated, and the pastor did the entire job himself. He also gave 
the church another coat of paint on the outside this past year. The work at 
Flaxville has been very much hindered because of there being no building. 
Here is a fine little town with a splendid people, but no Protestant Church 
within its borders. However, it was determined that this could not continue ; 
accordingly, Mr. A. P. Smerud, president of the local bank, donated a fine 
lot, 60x230 feet, situated on one of the best locations in town, and in spite 
of the drought a Splendid hasement has just- been finished. The contract 
called for it complete by Avgust 12. The cost will be $2,750, of which the 
Centenary gave $1, 000; the balance has all been raised locally. Brother 
Dutton has also rene regularly at Whitetail, Seips and Coal Creek. 


Whitetail has been a charge by itself, but the pastor has given excellent 


Service in addition to his regular work. Seips is twenty-seven miles from 
the railroad, south of Flaxville. At Coal Creek the Nazarene people have a 
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good church and parsonage. At their request we are taking over this work 
and will make it a part of the charge. | 


Saco, Whitewater and Bowdoin—Brother Alexander Muirden, the pas- 
tor, like many others on the district, has covered a very large territory in 
his work. He is a man that seemingly never tires, and covers his large 
circuit week days as well as Sundays. There are thirteen points where he has 
preached and organized Sunday Schools. Bowdoin, a freight division point 
on the Great Northern, is a new town. Brother Van preached the first sermon 
ever delivered in the place. We have a fine lot purchased direct from the 
government. At present our services are held in a rented hall. Brother P. W. 
Haynes organized a Sunday School here a few months ago. The people are 
most anxious for a church building. In the month of May Brother and 
Sister Muirden left for Scotland to visit his aged mother whom he had not 
een for fourteen years. During his absence the work has been well cared 
for by Brother Ralph Keeler, a student in the Chicago Evangelistic Institute. 


The: fourth quarterly conference heartily recommends Brother Keeler for 
admiss1on to our conference on trial. 


Scobey, Pleasant Valley and Julian—Brother R. T. Cookingham was 
reappointed to this charge at our last conference. During the month of 
March he resigned to accept the oversight of the Indian work at Klamath 
Falls, Ore. To make his success doubly sure he took a bride with him. 
Brother Dutton of Redstone, preached Sunday mornings during the month of 
April. On May 2 Brother D. A. Kroft, a supernumerary of the Evangelical 
Church, came to the work. Brother Kroft is a man of God, and his work 
plainly points to that fact. Some splendid conversions are on record for his 
Short term as pastor. The fourth quarterly conference fixed the salary at 
$1,800 and house for next year. Scobey is a town of 1,800 people and is the 


new county-seat of Daniels County. There is a great opportunity for building 
the Kingdom of God in this northeastern corner of the state. 


Shelby and Sweet Grass—Brother John Hosking, the pastor, is a Super- 
annuate of the Montana Conference. He is in his seventieth year. He came 
to this charge two years ago, and has done splendid work. Every department 
of the church is fully organized. The pastor preaches in Shelby, Sunburst 
and Sweet Grass.

Five 
hundred dollars have been spent on improvements in Shelby this year. The 


people are unanimous in asking that their pastor be returned for another 
year. 


Wolf Point—The pastor, Brother R. I. Stone, comes to conference with a 
mon encouraging report. The new basement is practically completed, and 
gives our church one of the most compact and comfortable auditoriums in 
the city. Five hundred and hfty dollars have been spent on improvements. 
There is a net increase of twenty-four in membership. Plans are now being 
made for the new parsonage which should be finished before winter sets in 


Every department of the church is well organized. The people insist that 
their popular pastor be returned. 


Fe Sa 
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Epworth Piegan Indian Mission—Brother A. W. Hammer is just finish- 
ing his eighth year on this important work. During the year just past there 
has been an increase of eleven in church membership. Four lots in Browning 
have been purchased and paid for. One hundred and ffty dollars have been 
Spent on improvements. The new parsonage has been completed, the pastor 
doing the major portion of the work. There is a good Sunday School, with 
a total enrollment of eighty-tive. The church property is in good repair. 


Glasgow Deaconess Hospital—This work was placed under deaconess 
_ oversight nine years ago, and a marvelous record has been made. Miss 
Parmelia Clark has been the efficient superintendent during these years, but 
recently res1gned to assume the superintendency of the Asbury Hospitai in 
Minneapolis. Her place will be very hard to fill, Miss Fern N. Tilman, 
deaconess, has been acting as superintendent since Miss Clark left and has 
done excellent work. The great need is for helpers, as the present staff 
cannot cope with the great amount of work as the hospital is filled with 
patients, practically all the time. Five hundred and eighty patients have been 
received during the year. A few weeks ago, Mrs. ]. C. Walker (who has 
been a patient in the hospital for many months) passed to her heavenly 
reward. Her husband was pastor in Glasgow and through his efforts the 
hospital was made a deaconess institution. Death called him from his work 
Several years ago. Mrs. Walker was a great sufferer, but through it al! 
maintained her beautiful Christian life. We extend our sincere sympathy 


to the son and daughter, Mr. Glen Maris of Glas&ow, and Mrs. L. E. Rhodes 
of Havre.

Havre Deaconess Hospital—This enterprise was commenced during the 
pastorate of Brother E. ]. Huston in Havre. At our last conference he was 
relieved from his work as pastor and the completion. of the hospital made 
his chief duty. The total cost of the building will be $115,000. Sixty-five 
thousand dollars have already been spent. The work has been greatly hin- 
dered by the drought of the last few years that has made money $0 scarce. 
The building is beautiful in style and architecture, and will stand for many 
years as a memorial to its designer, Brother Huston. 


Montana Wesleyan College—The past year has been one of marked 
Success for our college. We heartily congratulate Dean Lemon and his 
corps of assistants on what they have been able to accomplish. Montana 
Wesleyan is destined to be one of the outstanding schools of Methodism. 
We are delighted to report that one of our own men, Brother C. M. Donald- 
s0n, 80 long connected with our North Montana Conference, has been elected 
president. He is a man among men and a real leader of youth, We feel 


confident the school will be taxed to its utmost to accommodate the students 


this coming year. 


Montana Deaconess School—Here in the midst of the valley five miles 
irom Helena is the only institution for Protestant boys and girls under four- 
teen this side of the Mississippi River. Miss Roxana Beck has been the eff- 
cient superintendent for many years. We are very glad it has been decided 
to allow this school to erect a memorial to Brother Van. He loved it as he 
loved his life. Brother John Chirgwin, field secretary, has been going over the 
district Soliciting funds and has met with marked success.

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Sunday Schools 


The Sunday School Board has highly favored us for ten years by main- 
taining its representative, Brother P. W. Haynes, on the field. His work has 
been far reaching. The past year has been very difficult owing to the shifting 
population, but Brother Haynes has gone about his work in a systematic man- 
ner, with the result that many new Sunday Schools have been organized and 
old ones revived. He has well-laid plans for even more efficient work the 
coming vear.

MONTANA DEACONESS SCHOOL 


The Montana Deaconess School, an institution for children within the 


bounds of our State and under the auspices of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
has had ten years of unparalleled success. During the last six years, this 
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institution has been turning away children from its doors, because of lack of 
4ccommodations. 

This institution was established mainly through the efforts of the late Rey. 
W. W. Van Orsdel, Mrs. Jacob Mills, Dr. Edward L. Mills, Miss Louise 
Stork, a deaconess, and some ministers who are now active on the Board of 
Trustees. Soon after the death of the late Rev. W. W. Van Orsdel, con- 
Sensus of opinion deemed it fitting and wise hat we should erect a $uitable 
memorial to his-life and work. A meeting was called in the city of Helena, 
last February, for the purpose of ascertaining what kind of a memorial 
Should be erected and where it should be placed. Members of the Boards of 
Trustees of the Montana Wesleyan College and Montana Deaconess School 
as well as representatives of all the deaconess hospitals in the state were 
present. This meeting was very interesting, and at' its close the :chairman 
appointed the four District Superintendents of our Church in Montana as a 
committee to make the deciston. Within three weeks it was unanimously 
decided that a building should be erected on the campus of the Montana 
Deaconess School, the same to be known as Brother Van Memorial.” Im- 
mediately afterwards, the memorial organization was perfected, the Building 
Committee, Publicity Committee, and the Campaign Committee have been 
quite active. Rev. John Chirgwin, the present field secretary of this institu- 
tion, has been appointed to lead the campaign for $100,000. Mr. George 
Carsley, an architect, well known in Helena and throughout the state, has 
been chosen to direct the work. On September 28 the ground is to be broken 
for the new building. Already over $20,000 has been subscribed for the 
memorial. It can be readily seen that this is a great task given to the field 
Secretary of the Montana Deaconess School. Should he be successful in 
raising $250 a day, it would take him nearly a year and a half to complete 
the work alone. 

Be It Therefore Resolved, That this Conference endorse a campaign to be 
put on throughout the state of Montana, the first week in November, and 
that week to be known as ©Brother Van Memorial Week.” That from every 
Methodist pulpit in Montana, on the preceding Sabbath, October 31, some 
reference be made to the life of this great man.

REV. W. W. VAN ORSDEL, D.D. 


Montana's greatest Christian citizen crowned by his Lord, December 19, at 
Great Falls, Mont. 

One of the most unique and most beloved ministers' in Methodism has 
gone from us to- his great reward. On Friday morning at 12:10 o'clock, 
December 19, 1919, the Rev. W. W. Van Orsdel, D.D., closed his eyes to all 
that is mortal. He was born at Hunterstown, Pa., about six miles from 
Gettysburg, on March 20, 1848, being the youngest of seven children. His 
parents died when he was about twelve years of age, and it was about this 
Same time that he was genuinely converted and almost immediately began 
with Fletcher, his elder brother, and a friend, Thomas Rogers, to hold old- 
ſashioned protracted meetings in schoolhouses, where the Lord wonderfully 
blessed them in the saving of souls. He $so0on went to western Pennsylvanaa, 
about two hundred miles, where he was engaged as a stationary engineer, 
receiving $75 per month. He held meetings at night in his new location. It 
was while here that success crowned his labors to such an extent that' a 
church was organized by his converts and others, and they offered Brother 
Van $800 per year to be their pastor. That was a salary not to be scoffed 
at in those days, but Brother Van had the vision of a great frontier reaching 
to the Rocky Mountains, where he could see the miners, stage drivers, 
treighters, cowboys, and here and there among them a copper-colored native 
with beckoning hands. It was not long until he was on his way to the scene 
of his vis1ons. 

hen he arrived at Sioux City, Ia., where he expected to take the boat for 
the Far West, like many another minister, he found himself broke,” with a 
Journey of nearly 2,000 miles ahead of him. He approached Captain Mart 
Coulson of the steamer *The Far West,” and gained a lasting friendship and 
a cheap ride to his destination. The regular fare was $100 to Fort Benton, 
Mont., but Brother Van did not even have $5.00. When the captain learned 
the purpose of the trip by Brother Van was to preach and sing and encourage 
the people to be good, his heart was touched and he said: ©T've been running 
on this river a good many vears and I neyer saw a person going to Montana 
for that purpose before. If you'll preach 'and sing some for us on the boat, 
| will carry you for $50,” and on these terms the trip was arranged, Even 
then, Brother Van had to secure credit from the Rev. Mr. Cozier, the Meth- 
odist minister at Sioux City. The money was paid, but most of it was re- 
turned to the young miissionary of determined zeal. While journeying uPp 
the Missouri River he met his first parishioners, Chief Sitting Bull and Rain- 


in-the-Face, with a band of Indians who were on the war path. It was here, 


also, that Brother Van firs: met *Buffalo Bill,” William 'Cody, who was 


dressed in buckskin clothes, and warned the captain of the Far West” that 
they had better move on from the fighting Indians. 
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On vals ; 1872 Sunday morning, Brother Van dad in Fort Benton and 
arranged for a preaching service amid a downpour of rain. Here he received 
his first introduction to gumbo mud. He had services at three in the after- 
:00n and in the evening. For a number of years he was a traveling evan- 
gelist, working with Dr. T. C. Iliff and Rev. F. A. Riggin. In 1874 Brother 
Van held the first religious service in the Yellowstone National Park. For 
thirty years Brother Van was superintendent of missions, presiding elder, and 
district superintendent. This is a record that very few in the church have 


ever acquired. He was one of the most loved of men, and he was a minister_ 


in whom not only those of his own faith, but all church beliefs had the moxst 
implicit confidence. He was always cheerful, alwavs an optimist, always 
s8ympathetic. Being a pioneer, he had much to do with church organization. 
The facts are, that he organized more churches than any other man in the 
State. The Montana Wesleyan College, the Deaconess School, and the Dea- 
coness Hospitals are very largely the result of his faith. Besides elving about 
$30,000 to these institutions while alive, he has left an estate of over $460,000 
to help continue the good work. He never belonged to any lodge—the church 
was his first and last thought. | 

Methodism will always be rich because Brother Van lived in it, and de- 
parted with 1ts graces in his soul. Methodism mourns his loss, while heavy en 
is enriched. His last message to the writer was : 

Tell the people to hold on to God, tell the preachers to be faithful and 
full of the Holy Ghost. Tell them that I died at my post. | Tell everybody 
that I love them.” _ | 

On Christmas Eve we laid away all that is mortal, by his request, in Forest- 
vale Cemetery, Helena, Mont., near the Montana Deaconess School. Fare- 
well, Brother, we will meet you in the morning.

MRS. JOEL C. WALKER 


Nellie Kinsman, the daughter of Henry and Mary Kinsman, was born in 
Bourbon County, Kentucky, December 5, 1861. When $she was two years of 
age her father left his home to serve his country in the Union Army, thus 
giving to his little daughter a distinct remembrance of the horror of war 


——and a deep-rooted love for the flag. When he returned, he removed his 


family, by wagon, first to Illinois, then to Franklin County, Indiana, where 
they resided until their children were grown. 

After finishing what were then called the common schools at New Trenton, 
Ind., Nellie Kinsman became a teacher, which profession $he followed for 
eight years. She then attended the Central Normal College at Danville, Ind., 

graduating from that institution in the spring of 1885. While at Danville, 
She met Thomas E. Maris,. whom she married on March 21, 1887. To them 
were born three children—Jeanne, Glenn, and Gifford. After completing 
his course at a medical college at Cleveland, O., Dr. Maris became a victim 
of tuberculosis and a change of climate was advised. Together he and his 


launtless wife traveled. to Newberg, Ore., hoping to-find health-in that balmy oooh 
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climate, but it was of no avail and they returned to Indiana, where their 
youngest child died September 7, 1894, preceding the tather to the Heavenly 
Home by just two weeks. By returning to teaching in the little college town 
of Moores Hill, Ind., Mrs. Maris won in the stern battle against poverty and 
loneliness, and early implanted in the hearts of her children a love for God 
and an appreciation of the value of an education. | 

On August 11, 1900, she married Joel C. Walker in Walla Walla, Wash. 
For nearly thirteen years her life was filled with the joys and trials of a 
Methodist minister's wife in Oregon, Illinois, and Montana. Nobly she filled 
her ambition to be a true wife, to educate her children, and to lead her peo- 
ple to a realization of the beauty and satisfaction of the Christian life. Young 
and old, rich and poor, great and humble, left her parsonage home the nobler 
for having partaken of her hospitality. In the summer of 1910 she came to 
Montana with her husband to minister to the good folks of Glasgow. It was 
here that she gave her all for her husband and his people. Naturally a 
leader, yet very modest concerning her talents, she won for herself many 
friends and earned a high place in the social and church circles as a beloved 
example. Upon her rested the responsibility of the work when Rev. Mr. 
Walker remained ill for more than a year before his death in February, 1913. 

In October of that year she was stricken with paralysis but by skilled 
medical care and nursing almost recovered. The last four years of her lite 
was a valiant though losing struggle for existence. Through it all, though in 
a weakened state mentally, as well as physically, her sweet and patient spirit 


was a marvel even to her friends. Her final stroke came on Monday morn- 


ing, March 1, and her s$pirit finally went home Friday afternoon, March 5, 
at 5:15. | Es 

She leaves her son and family, Mr. and Mrs. Glenn Maris, John Gifford, 
Glenn, Jr., and Dorothy Jane of Glasgow, Mont:, and her daughter and family, 
Mr. and Mrs. L. E. Rhodes of Havre, Mont., the vast heritage of a noble life 
Spent in loving service for others and inspiring devotion to the best gifts 
that life can offer. She has never been able to own much of this world's 
riches, but she has taught us all the value of the riches laid up where neither 
moth nor rust doth corrupt and of a mind filled with the literature of the 
masters, secular and sacred, and a heart full of love for her dear ones and 
her Christ. Truly she was a perfect woman, nobly planned, beautifully molded 
and triumphantly completed. To her, as to her husband, belongs much of the 


credit of the Glasgow Deaconess Hospital and she loved all connected with 
that institution.

MRS. LUCY LITTLE 


Mrs. Lucy Little, wife of the Rev. Job H. Little, departed this life Monday 
morning, December 8. Sister Little had been in failing health for some 
weeks, but was about the house till just a few days before her death when 
She was taken with pneumonia and was not Strong enough to withstand the 
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disease. Lucy Ann Walker was born in England, June 19, 1844, She was 
united in marriage to the Rey. J. H. Little on July 30, 1869, two years later 
they came to this country, and made their home in Brooklyn, N. Y., where 
they lived for fourteen years. The Rev. Mr. Little was, the first pastor of 
the Wesley Methodist Episcopal Church, East New York, Brooklyn, coming 
direct from that Church to Montana thirty-four years ago. Brother Little 
took up his work as pastor at Sun River charge. Those were pioneer days 
and many were the hardships for the preacher and his family, but Sister 
Little was a home-maker, and a true helpmeet, bearing the toils and hard- 
Ships of those days as a true heroine, She was ever ready to give of her 
time and strength for the cause of her Lord and Master Jesus Christ. She 
was a beautiful Christian character and rendered a gracious life of servyice 
to the Church and her God. Mrs. Little was the mother of five children, 
three of whom are still Iiving—Mrs. Geo. Bull of Butte, Charles Henry, who 


1s court stenographer of Silver Bow County, and. Miss Lucy Ann, who was 


named after her mother, who has lived at home, the comfort and stay of her 
father and mother. Two children died while quite young. The thirtieth of 


 last July, Brother and Sister Little celebrated their golden wedding anni- 


versary when their children, grandchildren, and great-grandchildren were 


with them as well as a great number of old-time friends and neighbors. Of 


the thirty-four years that Brother and Sister Little have lived in Montana all 
but about four years has been lived in the vicinity of Cascade, and they have 
a large circle of friends in this community. Her funeral services were held 


in the Methodist Church of Cascade, conducted by her pastor, who was as- 
sisted by the Rev. E. F. Lyman. Because of the very inclement weather and

X. Reports 


(a) District Superintendents 
GLACIER PARK DISTRICT 
James H. Durand, Superintendent 
Dear Bishop and Brethren: 


[| bring to you to-day my second annual report from the northernmost 
district of this great state of Montana. The Glacier Park District extends 
along the Canadian border. a distance of 475 miles. The main line of the 


Great Northern Railroad runs through it, having a mileage of 685 miles. The 


district has an area of 39,224 square miles. In order to cover this great 
territory, and keep in touch with the charges, the District Superintendent 
must travel almost continually. On an average I have visited every charge 
on the district five times during this year, and in doing this have traveled 
by rail, automobile, and boat a distance of almost 25,000 miles. 

It is with great thankfulness I report that death has not visited our par- 
Sonage homes this year. Tt 1s true there has been some illness, but nothing 
Serious. God has been very good to us. 
| The year just closed has been one of the most critical our church has 
known, so far as finances are concerned. For four years there had been a 
crop failure in north Montana, and the uncertainty of the future hung like 
a thick cloud over the district. Seemingly, every plan was met by the dubious 


exclamation, If we get a crop.” A number of charges were without pas- 


tors, and how to secure them and how to maintain them after they were 
Secured, was a most serious problem. Yet the year closes with the majority 
of charges having paid their pastors in full, and every charge having a 
resident pastor. Surely the Lord has been with us. | 

I should like at this time to voice the deep sense of appreciation we feel 
for the splendid, brotherly cooperation of our resident Bishop, Charles Wes- 
ley Burns, who has traveled from one end of the district to the other, visited 


a number of the charges, and has in every sense of the word kept in touch 


with our problems, with a sympathy that has stimulated us, and with a prac- 
tical assistance that has solved many of our problems. We are delighted to 
have him as our presiding Bishop for the second time, and as a district extend 
our most cordial greetings. 

With your permission, I should like to follow the usual custom of Distwct 
Superintendents in this Conference, of mentioning each” charge by name, thus 
presenting the facts definitely and concisely. 


Big Sandy, Box Elder, and Fairview. Here is a most needy field, cov- 
ering many square miles of territory. Brother C. E. Haynes, the pastor, has 
had a most trying year. Crop failure, repeated for four years, had brought 
many of the ranchers to the very edge of extreme poverty. They thus faced 
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the winter, which, we are thankful to say, proved to be one of the mildest 
Montana has known for years. At the November election Brother Haynes 
was elected representative from Choteau County to the state Legislature. 
During his absence Mrs. Haynes did splendid work in carrying on the work 
of the charge. During the three months of January, February, and March, 
She distributed over 4,000 garments, and over $400 worth of groceries to 
needy families on the charge, traveling 250 miles by auto in order to do this. 
Salary days have been few and far between for Brother and >ister Haynes 
this year, yet they have not failed to maintain the work, as their report will 
chow. However, drought, hail, and grasshoppers have once again practically 
wiped out the crop, so that the charge faces the new year with a greater de- 
gree of uncertainty than in the past. 


Chester and Inverness. At our last Conference this charge was left to 
be supplied. Within a few weeks Rev. J. C. Snowden of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, was secured. After two months on the field, he left, 
and Brother DeGolier of Polson, a local preacher, took charge until a perma- 
nent pastor was secured. In March, Rev. and Mrs. J. H. Smith accepted the 
appointment, and since that time have done a splendid work. Here again 
we have to report a crop failure, with the result that a number of our best_. 
people are making plans toward leaving for other parts. We plan, however, 
to keep Brother Smith on the field if such a thing 1s possiþle. 


Chinook. Here is one of the oldest towns on the district: Chinook was 
an important trading point when many of the present county seats were only 
wide spots in the road. Brother Reuben Dutton, the pastor, has had a splen- 
did year. The Sunday School has almost doubled in numbers. The Epworth 
League is second to none on the district. The Junior League, under the able 
leadership of Mrs. Dutton, still maintains its splendid work. In spite of many 
removals due to the drought, there is a net gain of six in membership. The 
budget for the new year increases the pastor's salary $300. 


Columbia Falls. Brother Roy Nelson is just finishing his second year as 
pastor of this important charge. In addition to his regular work as pastor, 
he 1s also chaplain of the Soldiers' Home and secretary of the Commercial 
Club. Brother'Nelson is a believer in pastoral evangelism, and has been most 
energetic in putting his belief into practice on his present as well as past . 
charges. Among other advances for Columbia Falls this year has been the 
organizing of a men's Bible class and an Epworth League. 


Culbertson and Mondak. Brother H. J. Frame, pastor. Early in the 
year the county seat was moved from Mondak, which move not only hurt 
the town, but also gave our work a great setback. However, the few folk 
remaining have been most loyal, the work has been maintained, and financial 
obligations met in full. At Culbertson the year has known its difficulties, but 
much has been accomplished. Both church and parsonage have been im- 
proved. The Sunday School has had the largest attendance in the history 


of the charge. The pastor and his wife have labored most loyally, and the 
bread thus cast upon the waters will return in days to come. 


Epworth Piegan Indian Mission. Brother A. W. Hammer has been 
in charge of this important work for eight years. To say that he has done 
Splendidly in spite of the tremendous difficulties of the work would be to put 
it very mildly. The church and parsonage are in fine condition, although the 
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ranch buildings are badly in need of repairs, due to lack of funds. The 
fundamental principle of our work among the Indians is getting hold of the 
boys and girls. Our miss1onary has been handicapped through all the past 
years, because he has lacked funds and proper equipment for his work. It 
is my own personal opinion drawn from what I have s$een, and I am con- 
fident that Brother Hammer will agree with me in this, that we will never 
fulfill our m1iss1on among the Indians until our church fully awakens and 
Supplies our miss1onary with funds and equipment, which will enable him to 
do more than ordinary pastoral work. There are five Indian reseryations 
within the bounds of the district, and they are practically unreached by the 
Protestant Church. It was indeed a strategic move of the Home Mission 
Board, when they formed the Indian Department under the able leadership 
of Dr. E. E. Higley and his associate, Mrs. Beggs. A recent letter from 
Dr. Higley informs me that he will provide our missionary at Browning 
with a car, in order that he may be able to get over his large field. 


Only a few miles from Browning is the eastern entrance to Glacier Na- 
tional Park. Our Sunday School missionary, Rev. P. W. Haynes, recently 
organized a Sunday School here. Browning being the nearest point, the 
pastor should have the oversight of this Sunday School, and during the 
Summer $Should hold regular services for the tourists who come from, all 
parts of the world to visit the park. We expect to put a definite plan into 
operation for the next Conference year. 


Eureka. At our last Conference, Brother G. E. Hutt was reappointed as 


pastor, but the latter part of November he resigned and accepted an appoint- 
ment in the Wyoming Conference. The charge was without a pastor for 
over a month, but in January the- Rev. V. E. Hall, a supernumerary of this 
Conference, accepted the appointment, and since that time has been most 
faithful to the task. His work has been outstanding, in spite of great diffi- 
culties, among them being the shutting down of the lumber mill, the main 
Support of the town. Although many removals resulted, every department 
of the church has been maintained. The people rallied to his side, crowds 
have been excellent and advances have been made. Brother Hall preaches 
regularly at Fortine and Rexford, each point having a good Sunday School. 
The people are very anxious that their pastor should return. 


Glasgow. A few days after our last Conference, a change in pastors 
was effected for this charge, Brother J. R. Jeffery being transferred to the 
Columbia River Conference, and Brother R. H. Allen coming to us. Both 
Brother Allen and Mrs. Allen are graduates of Willamette University and 
Kimball School of Theology. They are both earnest workers, and their 
efforts this year have been splendid. Mrs. Allen must be mentioned, espe- 
| cially for her fine work among the Japanese citizens of Glasgow. Glasgow, 
with other charges on the district, has suffered during the past four years 
as a result of the prevailing drought, with the result that the pastor has 
is8ed over forty letters of transfer during this year. However, about the 
$ame number have been received into membership, so the roll will stand the 
Same as last year. Every department of the church is well organized. Glas- 
gow has one of the most efficient official boards on the district. 


Havre, situated in the center of the district, 1s the district headquarters, 
and the largest charge on the district. The Rev. Leon H. Sweetland is the 
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efficient pastor. The year just past has without doubt been the best in the his- 
tory of the Havre church. Eighty have been received into membership, mak- 
ing a net gain of fifty-eight. Splendid crowds have greeted the pastor, while 
the Sunday School has been declared by Brother Haynes to be the model 
Sunday School of the Conference. At the beginning of the year a budget of 
$4,500 was adopted and raised. At this time the salary was set at $2,400, or 
$600 more than any previous year. At the fourth quarterly conference a 
budget of $6,550 was adopted for next year, with the pastor's salary fixed at 
$3,000, thus placing Havre among the leading charges of the state. During the 
year Seven additional lots were purchased adjoining the church, at a cost of 
$5,300. Five of these lots have been fenced and fully equipped (at a cost of 
$1,060) as a community playground. It is estimated that 700 people patronize 
this playground every day. It is conducted with system, and 1s constantly 
under the supervision of adults. The city has installed a drinking fountain, 
and stirred by this splendid contribution of our church (for the entire fund 
was raised without going outside the church membership) has purchased four 
lots just across the street, and is making a swimming pool at the present 
time which will be an addition to the playground. It will be of reinforced 
concrete of oval shape, and 100x40 feet in $s1ze. I understand 1t will be 
placed under the supervision of our church. The cost of lots and pool will 


be $5,500, thus giving Havre one of the finest community equipments in the 
State. | | 


Hingham, Gildford, and Rudyard. Brother C. E. Haynes of Big Sandy 
cared for this circuit for several months after our last Conference, but early 
in March Brother John L. Emmert (a local preacher from the Oregon Con- 
| Terence) accepted the appointment, and has proved to be most efficient in 
his work. The charge has three Sunday Schools. and three ladies' aids. 
Here 1s one of the drought-stricken sections of the district, and finance has 


been and 1s the greatest problem, for the crop is practically a failure this 
year, as it has been for four years past. 


Holt Circuit. Brother .J. M. Eastland is pastor on this important work. 
For 'over a quarter of a century he has labored in the Flathead country, 
and is known everywhere. Although he has reached his three score years 
and ten, his ardor has in no sense dimmed or his voice lost its stirring power 
as he sings the old-time hymns. During this year he has opened one new 
preaching point, where he preaches regularly. There are two Sunday Schools 
on the charge, and two ladies' aids. Twenty-eight have been received into 
church membership. Holt is twenty miles from the railroad. 


Kalispell, the city in which our Conference has been $so cordially wel- 
comed, has had another year of marked advance. Brother Charles G. Uole 
has just finished his fourth year as pastor. This last year has been full of 
labors abundant. As Boy Scout commissioner, treasurer of the Social Serv- 
ice League, a member of the Rotary Club, leader in every move for the 
welfare of the community, as well as pastor of this, one of the outstanding 
churches of the Conference, Brother Cole has been an exceedingly busy man. 
In addition to preaching in Kalispell, he has been holding regular services at 
* schoolhouse appointments. During the past two months Mrs. Cole has been 
officially recognized as her husband's assistant. The city is divided into 
thirteen units, which are doing most efficient work, thus giving the pastor a 
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comprehensive grasp of the whole community. Every department of he 
church is well organized. Owing to the growth of the Sunday School, 

was found necessary to divide: the school and have two sessions. The + Fn 
was a venture, but has proved a success. Q, for adequate equipment in these 
points where there 1s such a great opportunity, but so little to do with. The 
Epworth League 1s a live organization and the Junior Church under the 
leadership of the pastor is a force to be reckoned with in days to come. In 
Spite of a difficult year the large budget has been met, and the Centenary 


Subscriptions are being paid. Forty-five have been received into church 
membership. 


Kremlin. Brother C. S. Davis, a retired minister of our Conference, has 
been pastor at this point for several years. Continued crop failure, and the 
illness of the pastor has been a great setback to the work this year. Dr. 
Davis has done all that could be done under the circumstances. 


Libby. This has been an outstanding year for this important charge. 
Shortly after Conference, Brother J. F. Matney, the pastor, arranged a 
Series of evangelistic services, which had a great influence on the spiritual 
life of the church. Forty accessions are reported for the year, and the Sun- 
day School and Epworth League show decided advances in attendance and 
membership. Finances, both local and Centenary, are in splendid condition 
in spite of the lumber mill being closed for months. 


Malta. This charge is in the unique position of having had four pastors 
during this year. Brother M. H. Needham, who was appointed at our last 
Conference, found it impossible for him to take the appointment. Brother 
John Hosking and Brother A. E. Plummer acted as supplies until the middle 
of December, at which time Rev. T. F. Rucker accepted the appointment and 
has been on the field ever since. He is a very capable man, and the church 
has been filled to overflowing with the crowds that flocked to hear him. Dur- 
ing his pastorate he has received seventeen into the church, and every de- 
partment has advanced. The year closes with finances in good shape. 


_ Opheim, Kansas Valley, Baylor, and Avondale. This charge 1s almost 
an empire in itself. Opheim, the residence of the pastor, is fifty-six miles 
north of the main line of the Great Northern Railroad. It is hoped there 
will be a railroad through that country in the near future. Brother C. E. 
Auger, the pastor, has traveled many miles this year in his car in covering 
his great field. Nineteen accessions are reported for the year. There are 
8ix Sunday Schools on the charge, and seven preaching points. The people 
insist that their pastor be returned. 


Oswego and Frazer. Here on the Fort Peck Indian Reservation, Mrs. 
Agnes Beebe holds the fort as pastor. The two points are eight miles apart, 


along the railroad. There is no church building of any denomination in 


either town. We have a small parsonage with adjoining lots for a church in 
Oswego. The school boards of both Oswego and Frazer kindly allow us to 
use the schoolhouses for our services. Our work cannot progress as it 
Should until we have adequate equipment. Crops are splendid in this section 
this year, $0 Something may be done. Mrs. Beebe preaches to fine crowds. 
There are two Sunday Schools that are well attended. The prayer meetings 
are an outstanding feature of the work in Oswego. An attendance of thirty 
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is not uncommon. It is with a great deal of regret I report that Mrs. Beebe 
feels obliged to relinquish her work, owing to ill-health. 


Outlook and Whitetail. This field has been without a pastor the greater 
part of the year. On June 15 Miss Nelle Phillips of Chicago took charge ot 
the work. Miss Phillips had previously spent two years in Montana as 
assistant at the Montana Deaconess School. She also had experience as 
pastor's assistant in a large St. Louis church. She has already won the 
hearts of the people of her charge. There is a parsonage at both Whitetail 
and Outlook. Both are furnished very nicely, and Miss Phillips works her 
charge by spending one week out of two at each point. Splendid crowds 
greet her and the work is on the upgrade. Paint has been purchased for 
the Whitetail church, which will be painted in the near future. 


Polson. Our efficient Conference treasurer, Brother Horace Turner, 1s 
pastor at this important center. He is just closing a great year of advance. 
At the fourth quarterly conference a set of comparative figures were pre- 
sented covering his entire pastorate. They were a revelation of what may 
be accomplished by an earnest pastor and people who set themselves to a 
task and are not afraid to work at it. The year just closing is the best of all, 
every. department of the church shows a decided advance. Improvements 
have been made on both church and parsonage. .In addition to Polson, 
Brother Turner preaches at Pleasant View, Big Arm, and Proctor. The 
fourth quarterly conference raised the salary $300, thus making the charge 


one of the leaders in the Conference, The people are insistent that Brother 
Turner be returned. 


Redstone and Flaxville. This charge has been without a pastor the 
greater part of the year. For three months Brother Alexander Muirden of 
Scobey preached every other Thursday. night, by special invitation of the 
people. The latter part of April, Rev. Thomas Rowlatt of the Minot Dis- 
trict, North Dakota Conference, accepted the appointment. The charge has 
four preaching points, namely: Redstone, Flaxville, Navajo, and Smoke 
Creek. There is a Sunday School at each point. At Smoke Creek, nine 
miles south of the railroad from Flaxville, is a Nazarene Church. At the 
request of the people and the District Superintendent of the Nazarene Church 
we have taken over the work, making Smoke Creek a regular appointment 
of the Redstone and Flaxville charge. The church is in very good repair 
with a full-s:ze cement basement. The trustees have given us a quit claim 
deed for the property, so that it is now a Methodist church. - There is a 
debt of $280 on the property, but Dr. Forsyth has kindly consented to give 
us a grant from the Church Extension Fund to clear this, so that our work 
really commences without debt. At Flaxville the basement has been com- 


pleted at a cost of $3,000, which has all been paid with the exception of 6 $120 
and this 1s provided for. 


Saco and Hinsdale. This charge was without a PIR until the first of 


the year, when Brother J. O. Hawk of the Columbia River Conference took 
charge. In addition to Saco and Hinsdale, he has held regular services at 
Huntly and Bowdoin, and at four outlying schoolhouses, making eight preach- 
ing points on the charge. Twenty-nine have been received into the church 
this year. As Brother Hawk is a retired minister, he is obliged to leave us 
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and take work in his own Conference, We have appreciated his work and 
bid him Godspeed. 


Scobey. Brother Alexander Muirden, pastor. The Scobey charge covers 
the largest territory of any in the district. There are five preaching points, 
two being opened this year. Brother Muirden has also preached at Outlook 
and Whitetail, Redstone and Flaxville, and Smoke Creek during the time 
these points were without pastors. The charge has five Sunday Schools, 
forty-six have been received into the church, $800 raised by the ladies' aids, 
and $525 paid on improvements. There is no question in my mind but that 


Brother Muirden should be returned for another year. His work has been 


most efficient, and he is known from one end of Daniels County to the other. 


Shelby and Sweet Grass. When the war broke out, Brother Wm. Pippy 
had been pastor of this charge for four years. He left Shelby as captain 
of the local company, but was shortly requested to accept the chaplaincy of 
the Second Montana, and went to France in that capacity, being among the 
first of American soldiers to land on French soil. He served during the 
entire war, and for some time after the armistice was signed. He offered 
himselt for a pastorate at our last Conference, requesting, if possible, that 
he be returned to his old charge. His request was granted, and the year 
just closing has been one of the best. Forty-five have been added to the 
church, twenty baptized, $578 raised by the ladies' aids, and $500 paid on old 
indebtedness and improvements. There are four preaching points on the 
charge, one being opened this year. 


Somers, Lakeside, and Big Fork. Here on the shores of Flathead Lake, 
Brother F. E. Dodds has had a splendid year. In spite of the fact that the 
Somers lumber mill has been closed the greater part of the year, the spir- 
itual work of the charge has never been as prosperous. At Big Fork the 
pastor was assisted in special services by Brothers Charles G. Cole and 
Horace Turner, and at Somers by the District Superintendent. Sixty-five 
have been received into full membership and forty-nine have been baptized, 
while the ladies' aids have raised $625. The three Sunday Schools have 
\ known a continuous growth, having practically doubled in membership. A 
Splendid Epworth League has been organized at Somers. 


Troy. For many years Troy was a part of the Libby charge. The plan, 
however, was not a success either for Libby or Troy. Libby was the county 
Seat and greatly needed the full-time service of the pastor. Troy was A 
freight division point on the railroad, and being some distance Irom Libby 
tne pastor could not give it proper attention. Accordingly, we had Struggled 
along in Troy for twenty-six years. In May, with the consent of the Bishop, 
the charge was divided, and Troy given a resident pastor in the person of 
Rev. John Hosking, a retired minister of the Montana Conference. Brother 
Hosking has done a wonderful work. Congregations fill the church, and a 
majority are men. The church in the past has been run almost entirely by 
women, and very few men attended. The entire condition has been changed 


Brother Hosking is gripping the men, and has a great hold on the entire _ 


community. It is marvelous what he has accomplished, and 1 _ 
in acknowledging his fine and splendid efforts. Every department 1s on tne 
up grade and the charge has never been in such good condition. Letters 
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have reached me from leading men of the town asking that Brother Hosking 
be returned. 


Whitefich. Brother W. B. Spaulding, the pastor, has just fintshed his first 
year on this important charge. Crowds have filled the church to overflowing. 
The Sunday School has grown from a total enrollment at the first quarterly 
conference of 231 to over 400 at the fourth quarterly conference. One hun- 
dred and seventeen have been received into membership, the Epworth League 
has a membership of forty, while the ladies' aid has raised nearly $1,000. The 
charge increased the salary $500 at the beginning of the year, and all bills 
have been met in full. It is needless to say that the people are insistent 
that their popular pastor be returned. Whiteftisgh must have a community 
church with full equipment, or we will fail to meet our God-given oppor- 
tunity. 


Wolf Point. It was here that Brother Van first touched Montana $01] 
on his trip up the Missouri in 1872. Little did he conceive at that time of 
the modern city that would one day stand on the spot. Brother R. I. Stone 
has just finished his second year as pastor. Fine crowds have greeted him 
this year; two new places have been given afternoon services, twenty-three 
have been received into church membership, $867 raised by the ladies' aid, 
and $1,741 has been spent on new buildings and improvements. The pastor 
and his family greatly enjoy the beautiful new parsonage. Great crops have 
been raised on this charge this year, and the outlook for our work in the 
future 1s very bright. 


The Centenary 


Continued crop failures have wrought havoc with collection of Centenary 
Subscriptions. People :could not give what they did not have. Dozens of 
| the subscribers have moved away in order that they might live. The year 
closes with over half the district knowing a crop failure for the fifth suc- 
cessive year. If it had not been for the assistance afforded us by the Cen- 
tenary, we could not have continued our pastors on the field. The future 
presents a tremendous problem, but we have confidence that it will be solved. 


New Work 


The logging camps west of the mountains present an opening for our 
church that we have not yet accepted. In addition to finance, a certain type 
of man must be secured. Hundreds of men work in these camps, and no 
person representing any denomination is working among them. They might 
easily cry with David, *No man careth for my soul.” However, plans are 
now being made for the supplying of this need. Dr. Tl of the Depart- 


ment of Evangelism has agreed to give $1,000 per year toward this work, 
providing we can raise an equal amount. 


A further need for the district is a district evangeliat for these needy, 
_ outlying fields. Dr. Dean has once again come to our assistance with an 
offer to provide $1,500 of the $3,000 needed, providing the offerings taken be 
returned to his department. Bishop Burns has agreed to the appointment, 
providing the right man can be secured. 
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Sunday Schools 


There has been a remarkable growth in our Sunday Schools this year. 
Brother P. W. Haynes, our Sunday School missionary, has given us a great 
deal of his time in organizing new schools, in conducting institutes, and as- 
Sisting with the work generally. He is truly a pioneer, and is greatly appre- 
ciated on the Glacier Park District. 


Epworth Leagues 


Several new Epworth Leagues have been. organized this vear, and on many 
of the charges work: among the young people has taken on new life. Dis- 
tance and expense made it impossible for the district to have a large repre- 
sentation at the Wolf Creek Institute. Great credit is due President V. F. 


Lewis, his cabinet, and the faculty for the success of the institute, which 


was without doubt the greatest in number and accomplishment of any gath- 


ering of young people yet held in the state. We congratulate the League on 
the election of President Lewis for the third time. 


Woman's Home Missionary Society 


Words fail me in-speaking of the great work of the Woman's Home Mis- 
Sionary Society. Our pastors have been remembered this year as in the past, 
the barrels and boxes with their needed contents, coming at a time when it 
was a struggle to make both ends meet. We extend our heartiest thanks 
for this splendid assistance. 


State Institutions 


Glasgow Deaconess Hospital. At the beginning of the year this institu- 
tion had a debt for local expenses of $4,000. For a time it seemed that we 
must close our doors. However, upon the appeal of Bishop Burns, the Home 
Mission Board gave us a donation of $2,000, and our area secretary armed 
with this promise, visited Glasgow, and in a very short time raised an equal 
amount, thus giving the hospital a new start. At this time Miss Florence 
Moore, deaconess, was taken from her charge at Outlook and made husiness 
manager, with Miss Jane Grey as supervisor of nurses. Miss Grey remained 


until June, when sﬆhe was succeeded by Miss H. Grace Linfield, who was 


appointed by the Bishop as superintendent, with Miss Moore as assistant su- 
perintendent and business manager. The year closes with the hospital in the 
finest condition it has known for years. All bills are paid and there 1s a 
goodly balance in the bank. | 


Kennedy Deaconess Hospital, Havre. In addition to his work as pas- 
tor, Dr. L. H. Sweetland has the oversight of this hospital. During the year 
the fireproof roof has been placed and the interest on the loans met; but 
financial conditions have made it impossible to continue with the building 


"The time has arrived, however, when we must either go ahead or go back. 


The situation will be brought before the Conference by Brother Sweetland 
In his report. Oe 
Montana Wesleyan College. Indications point to the fact that Montana 
Wesleyan College has had one of the best years of its history. We heartily 
congratulate President Donaldson, and assure him he can count on the pas- 
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tors and people of the district to stand behind him in his great task of build- 
ing a Christian school for the state. 


Montana Deaconess School. We have been pleased to learn from 
Brother Chirgwin, field secretary, that our district has practically reached 
its quota for the Brother Van Memorial, We feel that this school under 
the able leadership of Miss Beck is second to none in the country, With 
the additional building its capacity and efficiency will be greatly increased. 


Some Results | 


In closing this report I would like to give you some figures showing re- 
sults of the year's work. They are not- altogether complete, for a few of 
the pastors did not send me the data I requested :

Everything considered, we of the Great Falls District have had a very 
good year, 


 Pastoral Changes 


The only pastoral change on the district was at Stockett. Brother Coburn 
found a good opening to finish his college course at Simpson (Ia.) College. 
Brother M. H. Needham was placed in charge, also caring for Highwood 
and Geraldine. Although this has been a large charge, the work has been 
very successful. Every pastor has stood by his post of duty, and the task 
has been by no means an easy one. | 


Material Improvements 


Have been made on the following church property: The Simms church 
has been renovated without and within. The Dutton church is snowy 
white on the outside again, and the church at Belt has had a complete 
transformation within, beautiful, cheerful, and religiously clean. The church 
at Cascade has also- had inside treatment that beautifies more than ever this 
beautiful edifice. 


The parsonage at Great Falls (First Church) fell into the hands of the 
decorators who left their imprint of good work well done. The pastor at 
Fort Benton tried out his skill as an interior decorator on the parsonage. 
The parsonage at Benchland fell heir to a friend, as a consequence the 
outside is snowy white. The Grass Range church and parsonage have been 
thoroughly renovated, a new foundation put under the house, and a fine 
well of water at the kitchen door. Now they want a real pastor of their 
own to enjoy it. The parsonage at Moore had a complete bathroom outfit 


installed. The pastor can tell you how such things are done. Warren _ 


church parsonage in Great Falls also installed a bathroom with the installa- 
tion of the new pastor last fall. The only woman pastor on the district got 
a new idea how to Split a church. The building was too small for all pur- 
poses, $0 $she got Some men together and virtually sawed the building in two, 
pushed the rear end back and put in a new 'thirty-foot center. Then had 
a basement excavated, and to assure her congregation of her love for them 
put in a fine new furnace to make it really warm for them. The cost was 
$2,500, all paid for, and the mines closed down at that. 

The Lewistown parsonage was besieged by paper hangers and painters, 
real artists at that. The parsonage at Musselshell was bombarded by car- 
penters and painters. It was a husky bunch, but you ought to see it after 
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the bombardment was over. Now the basement for the church is to be en- 
closed for church services. 

Winnett has a subscription of $25,000 to begin building the great *Vie- 
tory Memorial Church.” This is the fruits in part of the 81x and one-half 
years' pastorate of our bonnie Scotch Laddie and Lassie Sannie and Jean 
Aiton. Chaplain R. C. Edgington is to be complimented on his big part in 
assisting the pastor to lift until the oil oozed out from under their feet. 

Buffalo boasts of one of the finest parsonages on the district, purchased 
last winter. It is modern and beautiful. It was persistence that won. La- 
vina's church and parsonage is no longer in darkness, for electric lights have 
been installed, and the church has a new ceiling that will not fall off in 
patches, no matter how ardent the preacher becomes. Choteau church prop- 
erty rightfully boasts of having the most beautiful lawn and flowers. 

The following churches really demand immediate consideration, as they 
are inadequate right now. This is very imperative. Roundup, Harlowton, 
and Lewistown are the greatest® sufferers. In each case a new church is 
the only real solution. While First Church, Great Falls, must be kept in 
mind, we hope to see the Benchland church building completed this fall, and 


before next Conference to have Bishop Burns dedicate both the Benchland 


and Winnett churches free of all indebtedness. 

The following charges raised their salaries for ministerial support : Belt, 
Benchland, Denton, Harlowton, Moore, Lavina, Roundup, Valier, and Win- 
nett. Where deficiencies occur this year it is very largely because the peo- 
ple did not have the money or they would have given it. Some part of 
the district have met with reverses on account of the cut worms, drouth, 
grasshoppers, and no market for stock of any kind. 

So little grain has been marketed as yet on the more fortunate = of 
the district that both salaries and Centenary moneys cannot be paid until 
later. True it: reflects on our Conference reports but will come in later. 
It cannot be avoided, for money cannot be borrowed as in other years if 
necessary $0 to do. 

In some of our churches if the disciplinary system were but carried out 

our financial problems would be solved. I sincerely trust that none of our 
People will be guilty of going out and begging for the church, any more 


than any other business house sends out beggars to collect their bills. Some 


people must be educated to support the church. 


Centenary 


Last winter subdistrict meetings were held all over the district, headed by 


| Bishop Burns and a most efficient corps of Specialists in church work. The 
district was wonderfully stimulated and the fruits of such meetings would 


have been really marvelous had it not been for the crisis we are going 


through caused by drouth and hail and sundry other pests that destroy 
and kill, We have noble people who have taken this large Centenary pro- 
gram- with great seriousness ahd who had hoped to be able to do big things 
and the church is not more disappointed than many of these folks. They 
do not intend to repudiate an honest subscription made for the Kingdom 


of our Lord. We know that we have received more than we have given, 


and for this we are thankful for by such liberality we have been able to 


minister to people that otherwise would be deprived of the blessings of the 
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church. We feel that we must ask a continuance of Centenary assistancg 
a little while longer. Our farmers have not given up hope, for there is 
more land being summer fallowed this year than we have ever Seen before 
in our travels. O Centenary, stay thou near by. 


Our Institutions 


Montana Wesleyan College has had another hanner year 1n actual results 
that means something to the church. Brethren, when we are getting results 
we must rally around such institutions with more students, more money, and 
more prayers to heaven. | 

The Montana Deaconess School continues to make new records for itself 
each succeeding year. We now want to .see the Brother Van” Memorial 
Building completed and in use, for it is an actual need as well as a living 
tribute to the sainted Brother. Van. 

The Montana Deaconess Hospital, lots at Great Falls, is one of the 
best hospitals and training schools for nurses in the Northwest. Twenty 
years of heroic service by Miss E. A. Ariss as superintendent reveals what 
a consecrated young woman with a vision can do for God and the church: 


Healing the s1ck and comforting the dying has a large place in life. The. 


great need is more young women with a vision. 


Institutes 


The greatest and most profitable gathering of young people ever assembled 
together under Christian auspices in Montana was at Wolf Creek the first 
part of July this year. It was a huge: success from every point of view. 
Such gatherings are the recruiting stations for the church. Our state Ep- 


worth League 1s blessed with inspiring leadership. Both Epworth and 


Junior Leagues have shown much development on the district this past year 


Sunday Schools 


This "Vo been the record year for attendance and interest all over the 
district, and while we thank the Lord for this development, we are not un- 
mindful of the labors of our consecrated Sunday School miss10nary, the 
fruit of whose labors we are now reaping. 


Home Missionary Societies 
The generosity of the W. H. M. S. has meant more this past year to our 


. pastors than ever before. We do thank God for their ministry to our field 


both in material and spiritual helpfulness. | 

Lewistown boasts of having the best foreign and home missionary auxi1l- 
iaries on the district. They may be right, but First Church, Great Falls, 
would like to talk the matter over with them. 


Pastorless Charges 


Winnifred and Grass Range have suffered most. However, the work has 
not ceased, for both have real live Sunday Schools and ladies' aid societies, 
while the Range has a fine Epworth League. Geraldine and Highwood has 
only been able to have Sunday services once a month. 

Both Bynum, Pendroy, and Dupuyer have been on the part-time list, and 


we are fearful that a number of places will only be able to have part-time _ 
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gervice the coming year. Two of our churches have been working under 
. the federated plan the past year. Our pastor at Moore has ministered to 
the Disciples Church as well as his own; while the Congregationalists started 
in to minister to our folks at Ryegate, it is now in the hands of a minister 
of the Evangelical Church. It may work fairly well under some condi- 
tions, but no minister can put over a great forward moving program under 
such arrangements. 


Ladies' Aid Societies 
The ladies! aid societies ever loyal, active, efficient are entitled to words 
of commendation in this report. They hold no conventions. They engage 
in no institutes. Yet they keep on doing business every month. in the year. 
By their visits in the name of the church they are a large factor in our 
Lord's work. 


During the year they have raised over $12, 225 for all purposes. I 
rejoice in their fidelity, but deplore the fact that they have to carry such 


heavy financial loads. 


Lights and Shadows 


Into the Valier and Fort Benton parsonages have come new joys and 
responstbilities, for each have a new voice. 


Trailing clouds of glory, have they come, 
From heaven which is their home.” 


The only serious sickness during the year has bean Brother Alvin F. 
Taylor, our pastor at Belt, who has just been discharged from our Montana 
Deaconess Hospital a few days ago after a serious operation. Our sympa- 


thies also go out to Sister Taylor, who has been bereaved during the year 
of one of the best Christian mothers that ever lived. 


| To the Pastors and Laity 


No chief pastor has ever been more inspiring to pastors and people than 
Bishop Burns on his subdistrict tour through the district last winter. We 
hope that such visits can be oft repeated.

Your committee has read with interest the reports of the Board of 
Conference Claimants, and has noted the- unprecedented increases in the 
amounts distributed to the 7,846 aged ministers, widows and orphans, to 
whom $2,110,670 was paid last year; an increase of half a million dollars 
over the amount paid in 1919 and a million dollars more than was paid in 
1908, when the Board was organized; at which time no claimant received 
as much as $500. To-day. one thousand receive more than that amount. 

According to the Discipline (480) the support of the Board of Confer- 
ence Claimants is now included in the askings of the Council of the Boards 
of Benevolence in common with those of the other Boards,” but on account 
of difficulties in readjusting the benevolent scheme, the support and main- 
tenance of the Board is provided this year in the same manner as hereto- 
fore, greatly to the embarrassment of the work. We urge the Council of 
Boards to apply the Disciplinary provisions for the support of the Board 
of Conference Claimants, and to place an adequate amount for its work 
in the general budget of the Church.

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STATISTICIAN'S REPORT—GREAT FALLS DISTRICT 
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II. Rules of Order 


1. Conference shall convene on the day set, at 9 o'clock a. m., and shall 
open with such religious exercises as the Committee on Public Worship 
Shall designate. On all other days the morning sessions shall begin at 8:30 


a. m., the first halt hour to be given to devotional services, and adjourn at 
11:45. 


2. Extra sess10ns may be called for afternoons and evenings. 


3, The bar shall be fixed at each Annual Conference, and no member 
chall be allowed to speak or vote outside the bar. 


4. The President shall have power, and members all privileges given by 
the well-settled principles of common parhamentary law and the rules of 
the General Conference, so far as they apply .to this body. 


5. Prayer and a motion to adjourn will always be in order. 


6. The Secretary shall keep a written record of the daily proceedings, 
and when approved by the Conterence and signed by the President and 
Secretary, shall become the official journal without motion. 


/. The Secretary, his assistants, the Statistical Secretary, and Treasurer 
Shall constitute a Committee on Publishing Minutes, said minutes to in- 
clude everything necessary to make 1it a Conterence Year Book. 


8. The Publishing Committee shall have three copies of each quadren- 


nium neatly bound, one for the use of the Conference, one for the General 


Conference, one for the Conference Historical Soctety. 


9. The Secretary may suggest a small assessment from the members, 
and solicit advertisements to defray expenses of publishing minutes. 


10. All motions and resolutions, if demanded by the President or Sec- 
retary, Shall be reduced to writing. 


11. No applicant for admission on trial to this Conference shall-be ad- 
mitted who shall have passed the age of thirty-five, unless by vote of two 
thirds of the Conference present and voting, nor shall any candidate for 
admission into the Conference on Credentials be received 1if he 1s past 
forty years, except by two-thirds vote of the Conference. 


12. No member shall be allowed to absent himself from a session of the 
Conference without being excused by the Conference, unless s1ck or other- 
wise unable to attend. 


13. The yeas and nays shall be called on any question at the request of 
hve members. 


14. No person shall be allowed to speak more than twice on the same 
question, nor more than once until all other members have had a chance 
to speak, nor shall he speak more than ten minutes at one time. 


15. Should any vacancies occur during the year in any board or society 
of the Conference, the district superintendents, acting jointly, may appoint 
a supply for said vacancy, to serve until the next sess10n of Conference. 


16. Supernumerary and retired members may be allowed places on all 
committees, boards, and societies, except the Board of Stewards. 


17. These rules shall be printed from year to year in the minutes s0 long 


as they are in force. 


18. Any rule may be amended or repealed, or new rules may be added 
at any time by a two-thirds vote of members present and voting.

GLACIER PARE DISTRICT 
Charles W. Cole, Superintendent 


Dear Bishop and Brethren: 


Taking up the work of Glacier Park District one year ago, I was greatly 
puzzled as just how to proceed. Having never been confronted with 
such work before, I found myself entirely void of any line of procedure. 
However, problems, special needs, and great opportunities s0on began to 
beckon and we have not found ourselves crowded for room, nor bored 
for lack of something to do. 

After Conference last year, Troy, Shelby and Sweet Grass, Culbertson_ 
and Mondak were without pastors. Rev. Hosking was persuaded again to 
return to Troy, and has done fine service. We were unable to secure proper 
men for the other places and they were without pastors until June. 
The people on both charges rallied and carried on the work in splendid 
fashion. In June, Rev. Crater, graduated from Garrett, accepted the 
work at Culbertson. He and Mrs. Crater are worthy young people, and 
already have set in motion the beginnings of a program that will grip 
their community. Rev. Ernest Kistler, another member of this year's 
class at Garrett, accepted the work at Shelby, and though he has been 
on the field only two months, he has under way a fine program for that 
vast field of about 2,000 square miles with no other Protestant pastor. 
Mr. and Mrs. Kistler are both well trained for their work, and are tackling 
the problems with no uncertain Spirit. 

Soon after Conference, Brother Eastland, our pioneer preacher in 
the Flathead country, then serving Holt Circuit, was stricken, and after 
avout three months passed on to his reward. (Proper mention of his 
faithful service will be made in the Memorial services). His work was 
left without a supply for awhile, then Brother Dix of Somers took it on 
with his already heavy load. Rev. Roy Nelson of Columbia Falls had to 
leave in May on account of throat trouble, and will not be able to take 
the work again this fall. Rev. Carl Knudsen, a member of the Montana 
Conterence, but a student from Boston, supplied this charge this summer, 
very acceptably. In June, Miss Emma Metsker, who graduated from Mon- 
tana Wesleyan, accepted work as assistant to Brother Sweetland at 
Havre. Four of our parsonages have been gladdened by the arrival of new 
members. Three girls and one boy. The parents are: Mr. and Mrs. V. 
E. Hall of Eureka, Mr. and Mrs. Thos. Rowlatt, Oswego, Mr. and Mrs. 
Wm. Pippy, Glasgow and Mr. and Mrs. H. ]. Frame, Redstone. 

Before speaking of the work for the year, let me express my apprecia- 
tion for the faithful co-operation of all the workers, both among the min- 
isters and the official boards. A District Superintendent may suggest 


plans and programs but it remains for pastor and officials to put them 
into successful operation. _ 26 | 
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I would be glad to speak of each charge and pastor personally but 
Space will not permit, nor adjectives hold out, for we have the finest 
lot of people to work with to be found in the land, and charges that 
present the greatest problems and opportunities to be found in any 
Conference in the homeland. Therefore, I will try to simply present 
the work of the District as a whole, and let the reports of the pastors 
to the Treasurer and Statistician tell their own story. 


First, Buildings and Improvements: 


At Conference last year, a move was made for Kalispell people to secure 
the Y. M. C. A. building, then lying idle, for their work. We at once 
took up the work, but found it an imposstbility, and abandoned the idea. 
This leaves them in much need of added equipment to meet the challenge 
of that community, and to match the fine spirit of the church people. 
Plans are afoot for a Neighborhood House, and Sunday School building 
and should be provided as $so0o0n as possible. An appropriation was made 
for Whitefish to purchase lots for their new plant, but this was. not. 
found available, 80 nothing could be done. But Whitefich must have 
added equipment. They have a well defined program of procedure, and 
if it can be carried out they will be able to do s0 much better the work 
they are already attempting. At Troy, thanks to the Home Board, and 
the Plants family of Phils, we received help, and Rev. Hosking and 
the people there, have transformed the little old red Church into a. new 
commodious community Church. The people of Troy are justly proud 
of their achievements. The remodeling cost about $4,000. At Libby, 
the folks could no longer stand to have their pastor remain in the 
little 8quare $hack . that for 80 long has been the parsonage. They, 
thanks to the Ladies' Aid, and the Meadville Epworth League, have 
transformed it into a modern five-room bungalow. The cost was about 
$2,000. One of our greatest needs is for better parsonages. Severe 
winters, and lack of other Neighborhood Houses, create a need that 
must be provided for. Too often the pastors are living in houses totally 
unfitted for habitation, and in almost all instances without any of the 
modern conveniences. 


At Wolf Point, $1,200 was raised and applied on the debt of the 
basement. The Parsonage debt was re-financed. Culbertson has paid 
off the debt on their Parsonage. Polson has wiped out the last of their 
indebtedness. Redstone, by the aid of Mrs. Simmons, for whose husband 
this Church $stands as a Memorial, cleared thetr property of all in- 
debtedness, and added a storm shed to the parsonage. Havre has paid 
quite a large 8um on their playground lots, and cleared the organ in- 
debtedness. Eureka has been cramped for room and the common equip- 
ment of their program. Now they have leased for three years the 
Christian Church which has been standing idle, and will be able to ad- 
vance their work. Chinook placed a new furnace in the Parsonage. 
Flaxville added an entrance tower to their basement. Several of the 
Churches have received new paint and other minor improvements. The 
Ladies' Aid at Shelby furnished complete the parsonage for their new 
pastor. This same thing has been done in several of the places, and 
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$00n we hope to have all our parsonage homes furnished by the people 
of the charge, thus doing away with Such heavy moving expenses. 

At this point, let me mention the work of the Ladies' A1d Societies. Tt 
is they who have paid for most of the improvements to Churches and 
Parsonages, and have aided in paying old debts, and buying new furniture. 
In all they have raised close to $11,000.00 and spent it on the Church 
work this year. Surely this is a noble example of co-operation, devotion, 
and 'unselfish service. 


Religious Education: 


Our Sunday Schools are all doing excellent , work. Most of them 
are well graded and organized. The greatest handicap 1s cramped quarters, 
and no equipment. Early last fall, a Sunday School Institute was held 
at Whitefish, by our Sunday School Board. This proved a great in- 
Spiration to those in attendance, and also proves to us that this sort of 
work is what we need to lay emphasis on. There 1s very little need of 
extension work now. Every field is within reach of pastors, and can be 
organized if there are workers to carry on the work after it 1s started. 


But in every field we need better trained workers. We need more in- 
stitutes and: training conterences. 


Besides the Sunday School, the Epworth, fatermediate and Junior 
Leagues have added to the Religious education program. In several 
instances pastors and workers: have given week day religious instruction 
to the Juniors of the Church. Study classes for the young people and 
adults have proven quite popular, and have given real life to the mid-week 
Services. Eight daily Vacation Bible Schools have been conducted. These 
Vacation Schools offer one of the finest opportunities for Religious In- 
struction and I am sure more of the pastors and churches will avail them- 
Selves of this aid next year. Some are planning for week-day religious 
instruction this year and some are taking advantage of the High School 


co-operation and establishing classes that will receive credit in the regular 
High School work. 


Young People's Work: 


The organized Sunday School Classes and our Epworth Leagues are 
doing excellent work. Three new Leagues have been organized the past 
year and more will be organized this next year. The State Epworth League 
Program 1s one worthy of full co-operation from every chapter. Besides 
the regular devotional meetings, many of the Leagues conducted mid- 
week services; making the evening one of community interest, with study 
classes and recreation—the kind that takes *reck” out of the work and 
makes 1t re-creation.” The Intermediate League program enabled us to 
enroll large numbers of these young folks just entering High School, 
and harness them to a program of Christian development. Boy Scout 
work 1s an outstanding feature of our young people's work. In all about 
three hundred boys were under the leadership of the pastors on the 


District. There is s0me work being done with the Camp Fire and Girl 
Scout organizations. 


| The Epworth League Institute is proving itself of inestimable value 
In fact it has so proven its worth that 


in training Christian Leaders. 
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we felt that we in North Montana must have one of our own, and plans 
are being laid for a ©Glacier Park Institute” next year. 


Benevolences: 


Ours is a Home Mission territory. All our work is new, much of it 
barely established. Surrounding every charge is vast unexplored ter- 
ritory. The homes are new, the Institutions only in the making, and 
material development mostly in prospect. Consequently every congre- 
gation 1s called upon to perform services way beyond their own strength. 
In the way of relief, on account of the suffering from drought and attendant 
hard times, hundreds of families were supplhed with clothing, and in 
some instances food. Young people have been assisted in school. Almost 
every parsonage housed one or mor? to enable them to remain and finish 
their education. Nor have we been forgetful of our connectional interests. 
Our Centenary offering will be as large if not larger than last year, 
though this is far from 100%. But the interest in the work of the Cen- 
tenary 1s not lagging, nor being shunned. If conditions permitted, Glacier 
Park would be a 100% district, I am sure. Our Women's organizations 
have kept the flame of miss1onary zeal growing by their study classes 
and other information. Missionary instruction in the Sunday Schools 
and Epworth Leagues has kept the work before them, until these organiza- 
tions have paid their pledges in full in almost every instance. 

_ This was designated as Stewardship year and most of the Churches 
put on the campaign, but only in a few places was it full and complete. 
In these few places, great good has resulted. We have a few tithing 
bands, and they are growing. I am glad that this emphasis is to be 
carried over into next year. Only by conscious recognition of the ideals 
of Stewardship will we be able to secure a whole-hearted committal to 
the program of the Kingdom. Through the teaching of Stewardship, 
Should we be able to establish a fund of knowledge, and create a Christian 
public opinion whereby we shall bring about changes. in our economie 
order which will place us on a Christian basis of love, brotherhood and 
Service, rather than on a basis of war, hatred, strife, and autocratic 
domineering. As a Church we surely can see the need of doing something 
to get at the fundamental basis of society, and bring about a more equal 
distribution of the goods of life. Why as a Church should we continue 
to donate Church buildings, equipment, and leadership to communities 
of working people, the producers of goods, rather than have them enabled 
to build, equip and man their own? As a church, we must, in the words 
of a recent author, ©Look to our foundations. Unless we Christianize our 
industrial 8ystem, it cannot last. Unless we Christianize our world order 
it cannot endure.” | |

Evangelism: 


*A Passion for Souls,” is not wanting among the folks of the District. 
In almost every point, evangelistic services have been held, the pastors 
being their own evangelists, in most instances. The lack of any religious 
zeal, or evangelistic passion, in the majority of the homes today, makes it 
imperative that we as a Church shall not fail in this very important 
Service. Indifference, irreverence, and unbelief must be overcome. The 
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unspotted, victorious life of the Christ, must be presented with a zeal 
that will penetrate to the very core of Society, and again bring back 
reverence for sacred things, and establisch standards of morality that 
will meet the demands of the laws of life. 

The reports will show. a small gain in membership. The smallness 
is not due $0 much to the fact that few have been received, but that 
many have moved away. Our former members are scattered every 
whither and every State in the. Union has been benefited by our loss. 


Financial Outlook: 


Most of the places will be able to report salaries paid in full, and other 
obligations met. This is the first year we have had anything like a crop, 
for five years. Even now some places will not realize a fifty per cent 
crop, and other places where they had prospects for a fine crop, the heat 
has in the last two weeks wiped everything out, and left them worse off 
than before. In those places where we do have crops, the drought has 
been of so long duration, that the people are so deeply involved that 
they will realize nothing from this year's harvest. Consequently there 
will be no opportunity to increase their financial obligations. For this 


reason we must ask for the continued generous support of the Home 
Board for another year. 


The Field—New Work. 


Because of the hard times there has been very little of new work 
begun during the last five years. In some places work has had to be 
abandoned. However, with the return of crops, and better general con- 
ditions and the re-stocking the country with cattle and sheep, new demands 
will be made upon us. Some circuits should be divided, and added leader- 
ship provided. The development of mining, lumbering, and the coming 
of electric power into the western end of the District will bring added 
opportunities and we $should be ready to assume these larger responsibil- 
ities. This year we have made a beginning at work in Glacier National 
Park. Rev. Mecklenburg, our pastor at Browning has conducted services 
at the Hotels and camps on the east side. On the west side, Dr. yt 65 
Travis of Chicago 1s developing the work for us. 

Under the department of Indian work, our work with the TRATION 
Indians has taken on new dimensions. Rev. Mecklenburg has a real 
program in operation, and a contact with the people made that will 
enable us to do a real missionary work. We are especially grateful to 
Mr. Campbell, the government agent, and Mr. Sanderville,. his assistant, 
who 1s with us as a delegate, for their co-operation. We $should this year 
assIign a field matron there for work, to assist in the work with the 
women and in the homes. | , 


We are looking forward to opening up work among the Lumber 


workers in the western end of the state. Tt is with a <ense of shame 


that we admit that for years, work has been going on in the forests, 
hundreds of men being employed every year, and never has any Christian 
force paid any attention to them. Rev. Hall of Eureka has made a con- 
tact with a few of these workers, and we believe that from this point as a 
center, a great work can. be accomplished. Dr. Dean of the Evangelist 
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Department of the Home Board has given us a special appropriation for 
the work. 

I take it that all are aware of the work of our Home Mission Council 
in Montana. By its assignment, most of the fields where we are operating, 
are our sole responsItbility. We must minister not only to the Methodists 
in these territories but to all Protestant people. This demands a peculiar 
type of leadership. It demands a s$pirit of co-operation on the part of 
pastor and people and the Church at large that challenges our Christian 
Spirit. Some sort of Federated membership and co-operation must be 
worked out. There is a general movement for Union Churches, and un- 
less we can prove ourselves ready, and capable of enlisting all the 
Christian forces of the community under our leadership, we will see a 
movement in this direction that will cripple for years to come, the work of 
organized Christianity, and at the same time create a devisive spirit that 
will bring great harm to the communities. 


Our Institutions: 


Glasgow Hospital 1s the one going Institution on the District. Early 
last year, Miss Agnes Johnson, a graduate nurse from our Hospital at 
Great Falls, was secured to superintend the Hospital and Training School. 
She has had as assistant Miss Elmeada Katz, a graduate of Glasgow. 
These two well trained Christian young women, have made a great team 
for Hospital work, and they, together with Miss Florence Moore, our 
Deaconess Business Manager, a genius in financing any institution, have 
been able to do a great year's work, to pay all bills, do extensive repairing, 
and reduce the small debt standing against the Institution. Our one 
greatest need is more girls for the Training School. 

The Hospital at Havre still stands incomplete. Special report will be 
made concerning it. Brother Sweetland and his co-workers have put in 
faithful and earnest effort to save this very much needed institution to 
the city of Havre and to Methodism, but as yet we are not in the clear. 
They should have the sustaining prayers of their brethren, and the hearty 
co-operation of all Methodism. 

Montana Wesleyan and the Deaconess School have each had another 
fine year. Several students from the District have attended both schools, 
and more will go this year. We are glad to report that our full quota 
for the Brother Van Memorial” has all been subscribed and a goodly 
part paid in. The movement to allow the Presbyterians to have a part 
in the conducting of our College, is in keeping with our general co-opera- 
tive spirit in Montana, and should enable us to have and maintain one 
Strong Christian College that would be enabled to serve our Christian 
_ needs. * 

In closing, I wish to say that I have tried faithfully to perform the 
duties of my office. I have appreciated the privileges that have been 
mine, and the courtesies extended me on every hand. The brotherly 
Spirit, and willing co-operation of Bishop Burns has made the work easier 
at every turn of affairs. We feel that our every interest is his own per- 
Sonal interest, and that always he has had us in mind, in the general

Material Improvements 


nave heen made on the following Church property. The Sims Church 
had a fine furnace installed; Belt Church was re-painted on the ins1de 
and a new piano purchased. The Choteau Church has made needed re- 
pairs on the roof, at Fort Benton the Church grounds have all been worked 
over and reseeded to grass, while the Church has been beautified by the 1n- 
stallment of the *Brother Van” memorial window, a beautiful piece of 
art. This was made possible through the efforts of Brother E. R. Russell 
who has been Recording Steward and Church treasurer for twenty-one 
consecutive years, in this the old mother Church. Grass Range parsonage 
has been remodeled until it is now real homey and pleasant. At Great 
Falls (First Church) the interior has been improved to the tune of $1,000. 
It 1s beautiful now in its new dress, restful and worshipful. Great Falls 
(Warren) 1s more beautiful within than it ever was before, both Church 
and parsonage have been repainted from the sky line down to terra firma. 
The old leaky roof of the Church has been reshingled. It is said that 
pastor Fike learned the art of repairing leaky roofs in New England. 
Harlowton Church has been redecorated inside, and Lewistown Church 
has installed an electric range with other equipment. Moore Church has 
a pipeless furnace now instead of a smoking one, and Beaver Creek 
Church has a new roof. The Musselshell Church basement which was 
completed last summer was opened and was dedicated right after con- 
ference, all free of debt and a piano purchased. We are now finely 
equipped at Musselshell. It is expected to have ready for opening this 
fall, the basement of the new Roundup Church which is to be the best 
equipped for social, recreational and religious purposes in the State. This 
is the biggest proposition undertaken in our Conference this year and it 
has been done under the most trying difficulties. The new Church 1s 
located on one of the very best corners on Main Street. For further 
information see Jesse Willing Bunch. 

The Stockett Church has been re-floored, much to the comfort of all. 
The parsonage at Winnett has been re-decorated and electric lights 
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installed, also a very fine garage erected by their artist pastor, the only 
Taylor we have. | 


Tt was hoped that Benchland and Winnett would have their new 
churches built, but financial conditions were such that it could not be 


undertaken. However it is our hope that this next year will see these 
buildings added to the lhist of Churches. 


Great Falls (First Church) Lewistown, and Harlowton must have en- 
larged plants or better still new edifices entirely. - Many of our Churches 
will not grow -until we have some adequate place for the young people for 


their social and recreational life. Especially is this true of Warfen Church, 
Great Falls, Stockett and Sand Coulee. 


The salaries of most of our pastors have dragged this year on account 
of financial conditions, brought on by drought, strikes and grasshoppers 
and hail. The winter was one of the longest with continued cold since 


1886. 


The Centenary. 


Our pastors and people have put forth heroic efforts to keep up this 
modern progressive program of the. Church, but family after family 
have moved away and others still going from the communities where 
they subscribed in a generous way to the Centenary program. In my 
experience the year has been the hardest in finance since, 1892. Yet our 
Churches will come up with a very good report. If the Conference were 
a few weeks later it would mean hundreds 1t not thousands of dollars 
more gathered in at this Conference. However the money will come in 
after Conference but we will not get credit for it at this Conference. By 
the Centenary appropriations to this district our pastors have been able 
to remain on the field even at great sacrifice to some of them. We are 
trusting for a generous appropriation for another year until we can get 
on our feet again. Generally speaking the farmers are reaping larger 
harvests this year on an average than for six years past. More summer 
fallowing is largely responsible for this condition. 


Our Institutions: 


Montana Wesleyan College has had the best year in its history 1n 1ts 
school work under the leadership of President Donaldson and Dean 
Lemon with their fine faculty. 


The Montana Deaconess School continues to raise its standard of real 
efficiency under the leadership of Miss Roxena Beck and her corps of 
teachers and workers. Brother John Chirgwin is responsible for the state- 
ment that the *©Brother Van” Memorial will be completed this fall if 
possible, as field secretary he is authority on such matters. 


The Montana Deaconess Hospital located at Great Falls, 1s the pride of 
our great Church. Miss E. A. Ariss continues to guide this wonderful 
institution of healing in the safety zone of real Scriptural helpfulness. 
The Training School for nurses is one of the best in the Northwest. 
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Epworth Leagues—lIt is surely cause for great joy to note the increased 
interest in both the Epworth and Junior Leagues of the district. We have 
2 number of Intermediate Leagues also. The League Institute at Nethart 
this year was the banner meeting in the State for young people. What 
2 meeting it was and the fruits how far reaching! Miss Mabel Taylor of 
Cascade is under appointment to China to teach in one of our Miss1on 
Schools. | We consider this a very fine choice on behalf of the Church 
as well as on the part of Miss Taylor. The Montana State Epworth 
League is wonderfully blest with strong efficient leadership. 


Sunday Schools. 


| A number of our Sunday Schools have reached the largest attendance 
in their history. It is a real benediction just merely to drop in and see 
the efficient corps of teachers and officers in many of these schools. The 
Centenary has proved to be a great training for missionary enterprises. 
Brother P. W. Haynes, our Sunday School Misstonary, continues to keep 
up his good record in Sunday School activities. 


Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Societies. 


The North Montana Conference 1s more indebted to the Woman's 
Home Missionary Society than it can ever express for the continued gen- 
erous Support by cash and by clothing sent into our parsonage homes, and 
also the good words of cheer that come with the supplies. It means 
more than we can express in this brief report. The W. F. M. S. have some 
very fine auxiliaries on the district. It 1s a labor of love for these good 


women to ass1st in such a gracious cause. So far Lewistown and Great 
Falls continue to lead the work on this district. 


Pastorless Churches. 


Winniired has had part time services this year, as well as Lehigh. Valie: 
and Geraldine were without a pastor until June. 


Highwood has had no pastor as yet, but we expect to put in a woman 
pastor next year. In all of these places the Sunday Schools have been 
kept up, some of them having had the largest attendance in their history, 
Ryegate still has the federated plan. Denominationally speaking it does 
not forward the work of the denomination. It simply gives to the com- 


munity, services that tie up to nothing in particular. We fail to see any 
permanency to such efforts. 


Evangelism. 


Probably the outstanding Evangelistic service on the district was at 
Lewistown, where Evangelist Frank Lingren was the pastor's helper. 

This meeting proved to be one of the best in its real merit that we 
have known in our ministry, Lewistown Church has been wonderfully

the finest laity among our membership and friends that can be found 
anywhere, loyal and true to every Eternal interest, and many gtving out 
of their poverty.

Ladies' Aid Societies. 


We owe more to the Ladies' Aid Societies in getting back of the differ- 
ent enterprises of the Church than. probably any other organization 1n 
the Church. The following figures speak for themselves with five Aids 
not reported as yet. Money raised during the year, $11,800. First Church 
Great Falls, raised $2,000.00; Roundup, $1,146.00; Winnett, $884.00 and 


Grass Range, $785.00. The visits in the interest of the work recorded 


are 3460. A very worthy record for the ladies of our Church.

leadership, respectfully submit the following resolutions:

2 That we appreciate the action of the Board of ms Misstons and 
Church Extens1on in the establishment of a school for pastors at Montana 
Wesleyan. That the program for the year, October 11, 1921, including as it 
does such leaders as Miss Florence Hutcheson of the Board of Sunday 
Schools, Protessor Ora Miner of Tliff, Professor Albert Mann of Hamline, 
Dean Deich of Gooding and Dr. Fellon, is one to command the attention 
and worthy cons1deration of every man who can possibly attend.

Montana Deaconess Hospital 


The hospital has changed from the Conference year to the calendar 
year in order to cope with other business organizations. So. we only 
have a half year to report at this time. From January to June 30. In 
that time 1,411 patients have been admitted, representing 21,155 days 
of service. During the war it cost $3.94 per capita per day for each 
patient. That has been reduced to $2.82 per day. That is the exact 


cost, leaving nothing for upkeep. The exterior of the buildings have 
been re-painted at a cost of $1,242.00. 


To meet the requirements of the standardization committee of the 
American College of Surgeons, we have organized a staff and are pleased. to 
report that Dr. E. Hitchcock, formerly State Pathologist, located at 
Helena, has been added to the staff. 


Besides keeping the property in good repair under the continued able 
management of Miss E. A. Ariss, the Superintendent, all bills have been 
paid. This is most remarkable when you consider the general financial 


conditions. Before we meet another year the street will be paved around 
the hospital, filling a long telt want.

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MONTANA DEACONESS SCHOOL 
From Report of Field Superintendent 


Dear Bishop and Brethren: 


This year has been the best ever. Our building has been filled to 
capacity and we could have doubled our enrollment had we possessed the 
necessary accommodations. "The health of the children and of the dea- 
conesses has been remarkably good. We have a first class crop on our 


farm and are now building a barn, costing about $2,500.00, which will be 
completed in a few days. 


We have received two legacies, one from our late Brother Van Orsdel 
and the other from the late George Brandt of Diamond City. We have 
raised over $22,000.00 in cash during the past year for the Brother Van” - 
Memorial and have received nearly $20,000.00 endowment. The will of 
Mr. Brandt netted the school $2,100.00. To date we have raised $48,000.00 
in cash for the Memorial Building and have secured $33,000.00 more in 
good subscriptions, which are about due at this time. 


The . building committee opened bids for the superstructure on August 
18. It will cost $30,000.00 to put up the building and inclose it. With a 
good crop throughout the state this year, our resources should enable us 
to go forward without any financial difticulty. 


May I call to your attention the Christmas season? The Board. of 
Benevolences has recommended that our Methodist Sunday Schools for- 
ward their Christmas offerings this year to our Deaconess institutions.

' CONFERENCE BOARD OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


In his address on ©The Rural Church and Religious Education” Pro- 
fessor Hertzog told us that the church uses 98% of her finances and 75% 
of her. employed time on those whom we cannot hope to win. Such 
thoughts ought to awaken us to our opportunity in our Sunday Schools. 
From our Statistician's Report, we learn there is a small decrease in the 
enrollment of the Sunday Schools -of the Conference. We are encouraged 
by a small increase in the average attendance. From our observation, we 
believe the church is slow in recognizing the importance of the religious 


education of our children and youth. We, therefore, call upon our pastors 
to hold before their congregations this work. 


Believing there is a virtue in concerted action, your Conference Board 
of Sunday Schools suggests that we adopt a program of religious education 


for the Conference, which we shall regard as our minimum effort in this 
direction. 


Therefore we recommend: 


First—That our Sunday School missionary in co-operation with the 
district Superintendents conduct as far as possible, group Sunday School 
Institutes, where this work may be set before our people and the plans 


of the Board of Sunday Schools for a modern program of religious ed- 
ucation be talked over in detail. 


Second—That we urge the organizing of our schools according to the 
Standards proposed by our Board of Sunday Schools with particular ref- 
erence to (a) proper departmentalization and grading of classes, (b) mis- 


S1onary and stewardship instruction, (c) service activities and (d) social 8 
and recreational life. | 


Third—That at least one class for teacher training, studying for credit, 


Shall be conducted in every school; these classes to pursue the subjects 
recommended by our Board of Sunday Schools. 


Fourth—That we make prayerful, persistent and consistent effort to 
enlist our Sunday Scholars in the Kingdom of God. 


Fifth—That every charge at once begin plans for the conducting of a 
Sunday Vacation Bible School. The pamphlets gotten out by our Board 


of -Sunday Schools furnish an adequate manual for any pastor. 
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Sixth —That just as fast as possible we make plans for some definite 
constructive religious education other than that on Sunday on our charges. 
Due care ought to be exercised that we do not undertake this until we 
can conform to the suggestion of our Board of Sunday Schools. 


 Seventh—That we set as our goa! for this year (a) 10% increase in 
enrollment, (b) 75% average attendance, (c) fifty teacher training classes 
registered, (d) 500 teachers in training, (e) 500 Sunday School pupils 
acknowledging Christ and uniting with the church. 


We respectfully request our District Superintendents to present their 
Conference program of religious education to the first quarterly Con- 


ference of each charge and urge its adoption as a minimum of accomplish- 
ment. | 


We wish to record our appreciation of the services of our Sunday School 
Missionary, Philo W. Haynes, and pledge him our support. 


We respecttully request the State Board of Epworth Leagues to allow 
our Board of Sunday Schools to have an instructor in Sunday School 
methods on the faculty of our Epworth League Institute. 


We appreciate the support of the Board of Sunday Schools of our work 
within the bounds of our Conference.

SOCIAL SERVICE 


WHEREAS, the malign results of war have been demonstrated to the 
whole world, and even the war to end war has left the world sown with 
the seed of future wars, we therefore pledge ourselves to the uncom- 
promising opposition to war. We will gladly co-operate with any sane 
movement that promises to aid in bringing lasting peace; especially that 
which seeks to substitute in the education of childhood, the victories of 
peace for the glamour of war. Yet we believe that the only security from 


war 1s the Christianizing of National ideals and International relationships 
and diplomacy. 


Whereas, our world of today is torn with industrial strife and bitter 
with class hatred which, we believe to be the inevitable result of pagan 
ideals and practices and only to be cured by the adoption of Christian 
ideals and practices in every field of human life. - And since we believe 
that this Social crisis is $0 acute that not much longer can this house 
ot our civilization, divided against itself, half pagan and half Christian, 
continue to stand. Therefore, we pledge ourselves to meet this, the great 
cris1s of our age, with a fearless preaching of the social gospel of Jesus. 
A study of this Gospel, compels us in view of His valuation of a man, 
to support the rights of man in any seeming clash with the s0-called rights 
of property; also to substitute in the industrial order the motive of service 
tor that of selfish greed; the spirit of brotherhood and the practice of 
co-operation for the spirit of selfischness and the practice of competition. 


We Recommend 


1. That the brethren read to their congregation, at least once a year, 
preterably on labor Sunday paragraphs 592-3 of our discipline. 
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2. That they organize groups to study such books as The Church and 
Industrial Reconstruction.” 

3. That each pastor join the Methodist Federation for Social Service 
and secure the membership of at least one layman. 

4, That the charges be permitted to raise a sum equal to one per 
cent of the pastors' salary for the Federation for Social Service, the same 
to be credited under Conference Benevolences. 

5. Finally as preachers of the Social gospel of Jesus, we will take heed 
unto ourselves that in all our lives and relationships with each other our 
ideals, motives and practices shall be allies not enemies to our message.

JAMES M. EASTLAND 


Brother James M. Eastland was born in Michigan in 1847. In early 


manhood he moved to Missouri where he was married and in 1876 came 
to Montana, settling on a farm which 1s now the townsite of Hamilton. 
He met the frontier conditions with true pioneer spirit. 


Rev. W. W. Van Orsdel and Rev. F. A. Riggin held a series of meet- 
ings at Grantsdale where, during these meetings, Brother Eastland was 
Soundly converted, and with the true spirit of the westerner took up the 
work of the church though he never became a member of the Conference. 


Brother Eastland was a great builder. Rev. George Logan, in his 


history of the North Montana Miss1on says: During the first ten. years' 
work in the Flathead country, eight churches and two parsonages were 


built, Brother Eastland building and paying for five churches and one 
parsonage.” 


He belonged to the rapidly passing type of ministers in our church, being 
not s0 much of the schools yet endowed with a personality and native 
ability coupled with a religious experience which made him most effective. 
He was always at home in a revival meeting and one or more of such 
meetings were held by him in practically all the communities of the valley. 


He was a good singer and the old hymns of the church, the songs of 
Sankey and Moody, along with the modern evangelistic hymns were his 
favorites. Into the lonely homes of the frontier he brought the spirit of 
devotion. Long before he came into sight, through the timber could be 
heard his voice in song, and the children at play would rush into the house 
and say: Brother Eastland is coming! Brother Eastland 1s coming!” 
Happy they were for they knew that it meant a song and a prayer and 
a time of spiritual conversation. 


He gave himself freely to the cause of the Master he s0 much loved. 
His last illness was of some length and of 'great suffering. On Friday 
morning, January 20, 1922, he heard the summons, Come up higher” 
and, triumphant in the faith he had so earnestly preached, he obeyed the 
call. The funeral was held in his home community, Fairview, on Jan- 
uary 22, at 2 o'clock P. M. Rev. W. B. Spaulding, our pastor at Kalispell, 
was in charge of the services. Rev. C. G. Cole, District Superintendent, 
led in brief prayer at the honse, after which the body was taken to the 


Fairview cemetery chapel, a short distance from the home. The choir 
from Columbia Falls sang some of the favorite hymns. Prayer was offered 


by Rev. R. W. Nelson, Rev. C. G. Cole read the Scriptures with com- 
ment. 


Rev. J. A. Martin, District Superintendent of the Great Falls District 


and Rev. P. W. Haynes spoke in eulogy. 


The Caleb banquet held in the Van Orsdel Methodist Church at Havre 
on Thursday evening, August 25, 1922, was a real memorial service to 
this beloved brother. Several of the brethren who had been long ac- 
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cali with Brother Eastland elaborated upon the wonderful spirit, - 
life, and influence that had been exerted by him as he went about doing 
the will of the Master. The Conference quartette rendered a special 
gelection in keeping with the sentiment of this memorial service. 


Brother Eastland has been greatly missed by the brethren at this, the 
Sixteenth Annual Session of - the North Montana Conference. |

MILTON FRENCH CHESTER 


Milton French Chester was born 1n West Ford, Brea s. County, New 
York, October 2, 1832. 


When a boy his parents made the long journey by ox team from New 
York to Wisconsin; here he grew to manhood, active in the church and 
camp meeting life of those days. 


He married Harriet Adeline Hamilton to which union s1x children were 
born. 


Brother Chester had the pioneer spirit and as there was much need of 
ministers he became active in the work. 


In 1900 he, with his family, came to Hinsdale, Montana, a town that 
was just starting in Valley County. Here he took up a Homestead ad- 
joining the townsite. The writer, who was pastor at Glasgow, opened the 
work at Hinsdale. Brother Chester at once became active and helpful. 
He participated most helpfully in the building of the church, his wide 


experience in former fields and his skill as a carpenter, assured the success 
of the enterprise. 


Brother Chester was not a man of the schools but had a keen an- 
alytical] mind; he was a great reader of the latest- and best books. His 
pulpit administrations were very acceptable and he presented the doctrines 
of Methodism in a telling and helpful way. He supplied our work at 
Glasgow in 1905 and 1906. . His neighbors held him in high esteem and 


his home was the center of religious influence. He was loved by the little 
children and all the children called him grandpa. 


| In 1920 he, with his wife, made the long journey to Texas to visit a 
daughter. While there, on March 30, 1921, at the advanced age of 87, he 
heard the call of God to come home. For sIixty years he had proclaimed the 


unsearchable riches of Christ. Gladly he answered the call and in full 
assSurance he laid down the cross and took up the crown.

1. Conference Shall convene on the day set, at 9 o'clock, a. m., and shall 
open with such religious exercises as the Committee on Public Worship 
Shall designate. On all other days the morning sessions shall begin at 


8:30 a. m., the first half hour to be given to devotional services, and ad- 
journ at 11:45. 


2. Extra $sess10ns may be called for afternoons and evenings. 


3. The bar shall be fixed at each Annual Conference, and no member 
Shall be allowed to speak or vote outside the bar. 


4, The President Shall have power, and members all privileges given 
by the well-settled principles of common parliamentary law and the rules 
of the General Conference, so far as they apply to this body. 


-5:--Prayer and a motion to adjourn will always be in order. 


6. The Secretary Shall keep a written record of the daily proceedings, 
and when approved by the Conference and signed by the President and 
Secretary, shall become the official journal without motion. 


| 7. The Secretary, his assistants, the Statistical Secretary, and Treas- 
urer $hall constitute a Committee on Publishing Minutes, said minutes to 
include everything necessary to make it a Conference Year Book. 


8. The Publishing Committee shall have three. copies of each quadren- 
nium neatly bound, one for the use of the Conference, one for the General 
Conference, one for the Conference Historical Society. 


'9. The Secretary may suggest a small assessment from the members, 
and solicit advertisements to defray expenses of publishing minutes. 


110. All motions and resolutions, if demanded by the President. or Sec- 
retary, Shall be reduced to writing. 


11. No applicant for admission on trial to this Conference $shall be 
admitted who s$shall have passed the age of thirty-five, unless by vote of 
two thirds of the Conference present and voting, nor shall any candidate 
for admission into the Conference on Credentials be received if he 1s past 
forty years, except by two-thirds vote of the Conference. 


12. No member shall be allowed to absent himself from a sess10n of the 
Conference without being excused by the Conference, unless sick or other- 
wise unable to attend. 


13. The yeas and nays shall be called on any question at the request of 
hve members. 


14. No person shall be allowed to speak more than twice on the same 
question, nor more than once until all other members have had a chance 
to speak, nor shall he speak more than ten minutes at one time. 


15. Should any vacancies occur during the year in any board or society 
of the Conference, the district Superintendents, acting jointly, may appoint 
a supply for said vacancy, to serve until the next sess1on of the Conference.

Dear Bishop, Fathers and Brethren : 


In bringing this my second annual report I am attempting to bring not 
merely a. recital of activities, events and labors, but, if I may, a few observa- 
tions gathered here and there as the result of two years' study of, what 
to me 1s, one of the most interesting fields in our home mission work. 


Time and space will not permit me 10 tell of the wonders of this seven 
hundred miles of territory stretching along the Canadian border. But with 
its varied qualities, opportunities and problems, it presents a great chal- 
lenge, which the church must recognize and prepare to assist these empire 
builders in their great task. | 


Of course we recognize that much of its greatness 1s only potential, but 
today foundations are being laid that will determine for all time the char- 
acter of the country, its people and institutions. Now, as in the patriarchal 
age there comes a gleam of the country of God. Abraham, that great nomad, 
rancher and governor of herds and flocks, in his quest for God, was looking 
for a country where God $should dwell with men. Already within this 
territory, we 'See developing a promised land, a land where God s$peaks 
from the mountain tops, calls from the valleys, and leads to plains of 


_ conquest. Abraham .sought it by faith, and faith 1s a path that leads to love. 


Already these sturdy pioneers have traveled the path of faith, and love 
Strong and powerful has buried itself deep in their souls. Love for their 
promised land. Their ambition 1s to take it, to overcome and drive out all 
enemies, and possess it for God and their Christ. | 


In closing our thought about this frontier territory well may I let Ralph 
Connor speak through his miss1onary hero when he says, Yes, I know we 
are a small people, but no more real democracy exists anywhere in the world 
than this country of mine. We are a small people, but the future is with us.” 


The Work on the Field 


First God has been good to us this year, and no serious sickness has 
invaded our ranks: The homes of Mr. and Mrs, R. V. Crater at Culbertson, 
Mr. and Mrs. Mecklenburg of Browning, Mr. and Mrs. W. B. Spauldings 
at Kalispell, and Mr, and Mrs. Horace Turners at Whitefisch have been 
gladdened and blessed with the arrival of little ones. 


We have had difficulty this year in maintaining regular Service in some 
of the points. Conference left us a year ago with several fields to be 
Supplied. Brother John Stuart, a former member of this conference, was 
Secured to take the work at Big Sandy and Box Elder for part time service. 
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He has done excellent work and is greatly beloved. Rev. R. A. Gailey was 
transferred from the Puget Sound Conference to Columbia Falls. Rev. 
C. H. Wharton, a member of the Idaho Conterence, but making his home 
at Glasgow, has supplied part of the time at Oswego, Hinsdale and Wolt 
Point. Miss Florence Moore, of the Glasgow Hospital, has assisted at 
Oswego and Wolf Point. Other pastors have taken on extra work s0 we 
have at least had all the fields $upervised. Brother Hall transferred to the 
Idaho Conference early in the year, and we were fortunate in having on 
the field a member of the Wisconsin Conference, and Brother and >1ster 
Quien have rendered acceptable service. On account of Mrs. Allen's health, 
Rev. Allen left Wolf Point for the Coast early in February, and not until 
in June were we able to get a pastor. At that time Rev. J. W. Kuller came 
to us from Drew Theological Seminary. In the short time he has made a 
good ' beginning, and the work looks promising. The College at Helena 
commandeered the services of Rev. Alexander Muirden to ass1st in its 
finances the first of April, and the work at Scobey and that great field has 
been without a pastor for five months. The first of June, Brother Emmert 
asked to be released from the work at Opheim, that he might accept a pos1- 
tion with the Children's Home Finding Society. Brother Merrill Smith, 
Son of Rev. C. E. Smith, fresh from his graduation at Wesleyan, was as- 
Signed to the field. In his report he can, if he chooses, tell you a story of a 
real itinerant. Brother W. A. Redfield, another graduate in this year's class 
at Wesleyan, was assigned to the work at Sweetgrass and Sunburst, to 
ass15t Brother Kistler on that vast field of Toole County, and has received 
noble response from the people. Edward Haynes, son. of C. E. Haynes, 
has supplied at Hinsdale through the summer. 

The problem of manning our fields is a real one. In February I had 
opportunity to visit our seminaries in the east and personally interviewed 
thirty-four men. From this effort we secured Brother Kuller, and Brother 
Pennypacker of Evanston will be ready to come onto the field the first of 
October. We hope this effort will bring us s0me men next year. The fields 
are $0 large, the equipment s0 meager, the living conditions s0 rigorous, 
that it calls for real heroic spirits to come to them. This fall «ome of our 
young men want to go east to finish their educational work. While we need 
them on the field, I feel it our duty to allow them to have this opportunity. 

Men on the field have carried on as tully as possible the full program of 
work. Sunday Schools have maintained a high efficiency in most places. 
Classes for high school credit have been conducted in several instances. 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools have made a good beginning. In our Reli- 
glous Educational program we need so0me means of doing more intens1ve 
work. Sunday School rallies, conferences, and schools for workers should 


be conducted at various points on the District s0 that the workers could be 
reached. 


Young people's work grows, and where the right appeal can be made they 


respond nobly. Our young people of today are right at heart, and should 
be given a larger place in the work of the church. 


Evangelism has been given a large place in the program. The men did

Spite of this effort several fields were unable to have the services they 
needed, A district Evangelist that can give his whole time to the work, 
going from charge to charge, assisting the pastor, visiting the isolated and 
neglected fields, developing workers, is not only needed, but is an absolute 
necessity 1f we are going to properly meet our responsibility and grow as we 
Should. There has been some gain in membership, but our ingathering is 
offset by the large numbers we have sent to the churches on the coast. 


The Ladies' Aids and the various charges have done valiant work. 
Thousands of dollars have been gathered by these busy women and turned 
to work for the Kingdom. Budgets have been raised, buildings repaired, ad- 
ditions made to equipment, calls by the thousands made, social 4ervice work 
performed, community enterprises put through, and if there is any other 
channel where woman's work could help, they have been there. 


In Mrss10nary interest we have not been wanting. Nearly all our Sunday 
Schools observe Centenary Sunday, and use the offering for. benevolences. 
The Epworth Leagues have added their bit in the way of Missionary Edu- 
cation, several study classes having been conducted. The Women's Mt13- 
Sionary Societies, though few in number, have kept the lamp of enlighten- 
ment burning. We receive great benefit from Rev. F. P. Jones of Hinghwa, 
China, who with the Area Secretary accompanied the District Superintend- 


ent over the entire District speaking in many of the churches, and holding 


rallies. Also Brother H. P. Chang, our Chinese student at Wesleyan has 


visited a part of the District and interested the young people in the mis- 
Slonary enterprise. 


] have not had complete figures so as to report on Centenary giving, but 
I fear 1it will be a little under last year's total. This, however, 1s not for 
lack of mirsslonary zeal. When the money has been sent in from many of 
the points, I have felt every dollar was marked with blood, for each repre- 
Sents great sacrifice. What tales these Centenary dollars could tell! Tf our 
amount 1s small we shall pause in humiliation, yet as we lift our faces to 
the Christ, we can truthfully say, *Master, we have done our best.” 


Special Work 


| Brother Mecklenburg, our honored and hard-working miss1onary to the 
Indians, will make full report of the work on the Blackfoot Indian Reservya- 
tion. But may I be allowed to say a word? He and his wife, and other 
workers are inaugurating a real miss1onary program. Indian work 1s dif- 
ficult, .as anyone can testify who has tried it. The miss1onary cannot reach 
the folks simply by conducting services at the church, however interesting 
these might be made. He must reach them in their homes, on their ranches, 
fellowship with them in their work, vacations, and special fete days. 
Brother Mecklenburg has whole-heartedly entered into their whole life. He 
is at ease in their homes, or wigwams. He has been an assistant with the 
government agent in helping put over their farm program. He has been by 
their bedside when they were sick, has helped to feed and clothe them when 
they were hungry and cold. That his efforts are appreciated can be shown 
by testimony of the Indians, the government agents, and other people on the 
reservation. Also his efforts are bearing fruits as his report will show. 
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But, as he often says, the children are our hope. To properly care for the 
children from off the reservation who have to come to town for school, we 
need a good dormitory. Here they could be properly housed, and have rel1- 
gious oversight. This would allow us to provide Service equal to that ren- 
dered in any of our misslon schools, and at a very moderate cost. 

Our work at Glaszzow Hospital has gone on in excellent Shape. Maiss 
Johnson, and Miss Moore will both make report of the work. Floods caused 
great inconvenience and considerable damage, yet they have been able to pay 
expenses each month. The service rendered the widely extended territory 
out from Glasgow deserves the highest praise. Numbers of God's children 
are blessed in body and Spirit by their ministry. Those who serve there are 
God's elect. 

Our Hospital building at Havre <still :tands in ghost like appearance, 


haunting the thoughts, and minds of all of us. It is a most pitiable circum- 


Stance that leaves us with this magnificent building incomplete, and though 
some -forty thousand dollars have been paid in on 1t and are þringing no 
returns, thirty more thousand dollars of indebtedness still haunts our foot- 
steps. Unless something can be done s00n, some of the good folks of 
Havre are going to lose their homes, and all they possess in this enterprise, 
and even then we will have nothing to show for the sacrihce. Further re- 
ports will be made later. 

We have had fourteen students at Montana Wesleyan this past year, and 
_ the prospects are that we will have nearly double that number this coming 
year. We are all proud of our Wesleyan and stand loyally behind her. 
Also a goodly numher of students are in our Deaconess School at Helena. 
What a bÞlessing this is to students who have to be away from home to get 
an education. 

Fourteen of our workers from the District attended the Rural school in 
May. This school does much to inspire the men to new efforts. It gives 
opportunity for. conference on various problems and. presents workable 
programs. Altogether I] feel it is one »f tne best paying efforts put forth 
for the field. 


The School on Conference Course of Study was of assistance and will 
Show its fruits when the classes are called. | 

Our Glacier Park . Institute was very s$uccessful from every viewpoint. 
The earnestness and sincerity of the young people were of extraordinary 
quality, Time and space forbid making full report here, but we are hoping 
to secure ground on Lake McDonald where we may hold not only future 
Institutes, but provide a headquarters tor Methodist conventions, and other 
religious exercises. This will serve a great purpose in having in thaf won- 
derful playground of America an institution that will help folks s&e God 
in. nature, and to find rest and peace to their Souls while they are seeking 


bodily recreation. It is a challenge that promises, I believe, to reward us 
with another Ocean Grove, Chautauqua, or Lake Geneva. 


Buildings and Improvements 


These strenuous times will not allow us to attempt much in the way of 
advance along material lines. However, we have this year had two dedica- 
tions. On May 27, Bishop Burns FRY Ove" the church at Troy. This enter-

prise was begun and practically completed by Brother Hosking last year. 
Brother Ashworth has carried it on to completion, and hopes ere another 
year passes to have it entirely paid for and completely furnished. At Midale 
on August 12 we dedicated a fine little church, the gift of Brother Boles of 
Philadelphia, to this community, forty-five miles from the railroad, and 
widely scattered. What a Godsend it is to them cannot he related here, but 
its presence there, and the service it will render will insure the proper founda- 
tions being laid in the very beginning of a very large and prosperous com- 
munity. The churches at Big Fork, Outlook, Whitetail, Culbertson, Sweet- 
grass and Somers have made improvements. Interiors have been redecorated, 
exteriors painted, furnaces installed, pews, pianos, and other furniture added. 
The parsonage at Libby was completed and furnace installed; and grounds 
beautified. Chinook parsonage was made modern, water and furnace: being 
added; Saco rebuilt their garage into a club room for the young people ; 
Shelby purchased and paid for three lots in. the best part of the town for 
future building site; Whitefich added another lot to their building site; 
Kaltspell paid for their additional lot and built a new garage; at Polson 
the Ladies' Aid purchased of the School District a building and moved it 
onto the church lots, fitted it up at a cost of about $1,500, thus providing a 
very complete community hall. Fortine also purchased a building which they 
are fitting up for services. Chester people had planned a new furnace, new 
pews, and other improvements, and had the money in the bank for same, 
when the bank failed and they lost all their funds. At Eureka we have been 
worshiping in the Christian Church, while our little building has stood 
vacant. Now the Christian people are offering their building for sale, and 
are waiting to see whether or not we will be able to make good on our option. 
The Lutheran people have made a bid for our property. Something should 
be done here and at once if possible. Our Church at Scobey burned in 
February, resulting in almost a complete loss. However, the courageous 
folks there have repaired and put the auditorium in use, have repaired and 
modernized the parsonage, and have plans drawn for a Community Hall 
and Sunday School building to be added to the present buildings. This 
will give them a very adequate plant with which to serve that fine community. 
A building program should be put on at Somers, Kalispell, Whitefrsh, Eureka, 
Scobey, Shelby and Sunburst this coming year. 


As to the Future 


Can human strength go farther than it has in its sacrificial effort to 
carry on the work of this tremendous field? No, but God's strength 1s 


never failing, and we as instruments in His hands, can be used to do mighty. 


things. Our fields must be manned with well-trained, hard-working, sacri- 
ficial workers. Our lay leadership must be developed and\ put to work as 
never before. We must learn to cooperate with every agency in the field 
that is working to better the economic, physical, mental and spiritual life of 
the people. Through our Home Mission Council we. are learning to co- 
operate with other church agencies. This must be continued, and enlarged 
upon. The Farm Bureau, the State Agriculture College and other agencies 
give us opportunity to cooperate in lifting our people onto a higher plane 
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economically. We should recognize the necessity of this work. When our 
farm people are bankrupt and impoverished as they are today we cannot 
expect them to support and provide for the great programs of the church. 
The church should recognize that this economic problem is its own problem. 
Impoverished people do not make the best Christians. Poverty has no 
place in the program of God and His Kingdom. It 1s one of the enemies 
that must be overcome, and now is the time for us to direct our energies 
to dealing it a death blow. 


Our Men and Women 


In closing I would like to say a word in appreciation of the workers on the 
field. The richest experience of my ministry has come through the fine 
fellowship I have been able to enjoy with the men and their families these 
two years. What folks they are! Consecrated, sacrificial, hard-working, 
courageous, and God like. Filled with the love of Christ for God, and 
their fellowmen they forget self, and personal pleasures, to lose themselves 
in Service. Through years of preparation they have fitted themselves for 
the task, and now they are abandoning themselves to the call. Again may I 
Speak with the thought of Ralph Connor : | 

*Only a misslonary. Ah, if we could only be. A Missionary! With a 
m1ss10n and a message to our. people! If only we had the gift of tongues, 
of flaming, burning, illuminating speech, of heart-compelling speech! To 
tell our people how to make this country truly great and truly free, how to 
keep 1t free from sordid things, the cruel things, the unjust,. the unclean, 
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the loathsome things that have debased and degraded the older countries, | 
and are degrading and debasing other parts of our own land. Ah, to be 
miss1onaries to our people to help them to high and worthy living, to help 
them to God. Only missionaries! with tongues of fire, with messages of 
light! Missionaries to our people to help them to God. Only missionaries | 
but what would you have us be?”

In this, our Annual report, we will endeavor to be both brief and plain.

At the last conference, nearly all of our charges were filled where we 
could possibly put in workers. Brother N. M. Temple came to Harlowton 
from the coast but he only remained two weeks. In February Brother Alvin 
C. Canole, oge of our own Montana Wesleyan graduates, and also a gradu- 
ate from Garrett Biblical Institute, took hold of the work with a real vim, 
and he has been doing 50 ever since., We welcome most heartily Brother 
Canole into our itinerant ranks. 

In the beginning of the new year, Brother M. H. Needham, our pastor 
at Simms, Stockett and Sand Coulee, had a stroke of paralysis from which 
he has improved sufhciently to be around but not to take up the duties of the 
pastorate. Brother Needham was one of our most fearless pastors. His 
gospel was a full one. We all miss him and his splendid ministry, but we do 
commend him to the God of all grace. 

There have been no deaths in any of our pastors' homes, but three par- 
Sonages have been gladdened by the arrival of three daughters—Brother 
and Sister Canole, Brother and- Sister- R. H. Stone, and last but not least, 
Brother and Sister Fike. You ought to hear them relate the accomplish- 
ments of their daughters. 

The only minister's house to report a matrimonial venture belongs to 
Brother P. W. Haynes. His son, Glen, made the venture. The next akin 
was in the district parsonage a few days ago when Velma Lewis, the only 
Sister of Mrs. Martin, was wedded to Rev. Cecil F. Ristow, pastor of our 
church in Oconomowoc, W1sconsin. Both are graduates of the Great Falls 
High School, and both have their B.A. degrees from Northwestern Uni- 
versity. Mr. Ristow has his B.D. degree from Garrett Biblical Institute, 
and his M.A, degree from Northwestern University. Later on, we expect 
them to take up the work of the minisfry in Montana. | 


Material Growth 


The material growth in the churches has been quite marked, and we are 
_ truly thankful for this outward evidence of inward grace. The first Struc- 
ture to be started was at Roundup by that untiring pastor, Rev. Jesse W. 
Bunch. The first unit was opened for service the first of December by 
Bishop Burns, when he preached to a magnificent congregation. Paul said, 
Thrice was I $shipwrecked,” and I presume that Brother Bunch felt the same 
way when three different hail storms did their best to wreck the roof, and 
three different banks closed their doors. Yet Brother Bunch and his faith- 
ful people have gone forward. The Ladies' Aid raised more than $2,000. 
There is a wonderful group of women as well as men in the Roundup church, 
who are truly heroic. 


The next finished product 1s reported by one of our women \pastors, Mrs. 


Belle Harman, at Benchland, where Bishop Burns has just . dedicated $-—; 


handsome rural church, complete from basement to roof, and.-all provided 
for, Mrs. Harman had a fine committee of men handling the work while 
she cooked and even helped build. Most of the work was done by donated 
labor. CET | | | | | | 

Winnett is now: building the first unit. of REN FOOTY a PTR 
they hope to have ready for occupancy this fall. Brother A. P: Aiton, while 
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pastor, had most of the money subscribed, but Brother Fike, the new pastor, 


has had the pleasure of collecting all but $2,000, getting new subscriptions, 
overseeing the walls go up and the roof go on, and opening the first unit 
of the Victory Memorial Church of Winnett. The parsonage had to be 


moved, and now we have to get it moved back on a new foundation and 


make it habitable for the winter. Brother Fike 1s doing a heroic piece ol 
work. | 

The next enterprise is the building of the new Educational Building of 
First Church, Great Falls, now under construction at a cost of $100,000, 
beside the enlarging and repairing of the old building which was partially 
burned last fall. When complete, the auditorium will seat over 1,000 people. 
Brother George Mecklenburg, the pastor, is one of the hardest working 
pastors whom we have ever met. He made over three thousand pastoral 
calls, and took in a new member into church fellowship for every day in the 
year. The budget of this church is almost $15,000 a year. The pastor's 
salary has been raised to $4,000 per year. Miss Marguerite Hammerly, the 
Church Secretary, has also been abundant in labors. Miss Hammerly, like 

the pastor and his good wife, is very popular with this large constituency. 
The large congregations have kept up all through the hot summer days. 

It is worthy of note what some other places have done. Cascade, will 
Soon have all their debt paid, beside repainting the parsonage and church. 
R. B. Culbertson can tell you how to paint when you have a thriving Ladies' 
A1d behind the enterprise. The Choteau Church has been renovated inside 


with a re-adjustment of the pews, making it more like a church. Brother 


Harry Stong, the pastor, can give you the information needed. At Denton, 
Brother W. E. Brann, the pastor, is an authority on digging trenches for 
installing water systems into both church and parsonage, repainting both 
buildings, levelling the ground and making grass to grow where rocks and 
weeds were very conspicuous before, and not least, paying the last dollar 
on the parsonage debt and taking twenty new members into the church. 
Brother Paul M. Resor painted the parsonage at Grass Range. His next 


venture will be the church. What a change a little paint makes! Moral— 


*Go thou and do likewise.” The ladies of Harlowton spent almost $1,000 
on the parsonage. All they need now to make the building modern 1s a 
furnace. The Highwood debt has been reduced on the church, and would 


have been paid in full had it not been for the bank failure. Miss Alice 


Payne 1s the hard-working pastor. 


The Hobson Church must have more room for Sunday School purposes, 
and s0 Brother O. A. White and his people have started to excavate a 
full 81zed basement. It is a much needed improvement. Lewistown has 
paid their parsonage debt, and must now look to the enlarging , of their 

whole church plant, just to accommodate their normal demands. Brother 
R. H. Stone has had a good pastorate. There is a net increase of over 
Seventy in the church membership again this year. Brother C. E. Smith 
repainted the Moore parsonage and has been gradually cutting down the 
debt. Valier, under the able pastorship of Brother M. E. Van DemarKk 
has installed a new furnace in the parsonage, making it one of the modern 
parsonages on the district. Besides this the water s8ystem has been read- 


Justed in a proper manner $0 as to prevent freezing every. winter, The 


Rn 
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trustees, themselves, did the work. 'The trustees at Winifred have had the 


parsonage repainted. There are eight parsonages and twelve churches 


which need painting right away. 

Gradually each year, the parsonages are being made more modern. About 
half of them on the district are modern. We would that all were. 

The finances on the whole have been difficult on account of the farming 
communities suffering from drought before the rains came, from grass- 
hoppers and hail. Many of our most loyal people have lost everything on 
account of the grasshopper menace and hail. Others have lost on account 
of bank failures. Twenty-three banks on the district have gone out of busi- 
ness during the last two years. Yet, through the loyalty of the ministers 


and the people, the churches are keeping their doors open for the greatest 
business on earth. 


Benevolences 


There has been an eagerness both by pastors and people to keep up the 
church benevolences, and if any of the charges have failed, it is very largely 
due to the fact that money could not be had. It is a real pleasure to find 
a growing feeling of responsibility on behalf of the laity of the church. 
Of course there are exceptions to this. There have always been. those who 
believe that *Charity begins at home,” and there it stays. Since being on 
district work, it has been our fond dream to make every charge self-sup- 


porting, so far as it could be done, and then to put into the great program 


of the church all we could so as to enrich our own souls by the scriptural 
method that, *fIt is more bþlessed to give than to receive.” We are growing 
to be a great tithing church. I trust all of our minitsters are examples of 


_ this scriptural way of giving. The Home Mi1ss10n Board has been very 


gracious to us. To say that we are appreciative 1s not necessary. It has 
kept men on the field who otherwise could not have stayed and carried the 
gospel away off into country districts which without this help would have 
been bereft of all gospel privileges. 


Our Institutions 


You all know of the beneficent work of the Montana Deaconess Hospital 
which continues under the able superintendency of Miss E. A. Ariss and her 
efficient corps of workers. Every pastor can be of great assistance in direct- 
ing the best and strongest young women of his charge to take training in 
this splendid Training School for nurses. 

The Montana Deaconess School is of the Lord and bravely is it doing 


| the Lord's noble work by giving every 2hild the best possible chance not only 


for a ground work of education, but in the training for Christian citizenship 
and church fellowship. Miss Roxana Beck is the capable superintendent, 
and Brother John Chirgwin is the field secretary- who lets folks know how 
to be philanthropists. 


Montana Wesleyan College is a part of our very life, and it 1s with great 


joy that we report another year of $plendid achievement. The young folks 
who are training for Christian service are our greatest asset. We believe 
in the merger and hope to see 1t through. Dean Lemon and his efficient 
faculty are to be congratulated for the results in Christian training, 
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Institutes 


The Kings Hill Institute at Neihart was one of the refreshing seasons of _ 
the year, Splendid faculty, wonderful interest, with gracious and Godly 
recults. The district has some excellent Leagues, as well as Junior and 
Intermediate Leagues. Lewistown carried away the banner once more for 
the best work done in the state. | 


Sunday Schools j 


Although hundreds of families have moved away from the district and | 
very few have come in, yet the Sunday Schools have continued to grow. 
I just want to express my deep appreciation of the fine interest taken in 
this work all over the district. Nearly all of the Sunday Schools are being 
trained to Support the great missionary enterprises of the church. Brother 
P. W. Haynes has done an admirable work. Today we have churches and 
pastors where he started Sunday Schools. 


Women's Home and Foreign Misstonary Socleties 


We do not have as many auxiliaries of the Foreign Miss1onary Society 
as we wish we had, but we are going to have more, for it 1s one of the great 
connectional interests of the church. Great Falls and Lewistown are worthy 
of note in this work. The Woman's Home Missionary Soctety continues 
its helpful ministry in caring for our workers on the home field. No com- 
mercial value can be put on this work, for it reaches far beyond dollars and 
cents. During the year, both sociteties have gone s0mewhat into the pageant 
System of preaching the gospel with most wonderful results. Hundreds 
have been turned away who could not possibly gain admission because of 
the crowds which throng to get the gospel message in this way. 


Evangelism 


It is the great task of the church, I presume, that every church has had 
Evangelism brought before the people either by pastoral visitation or special | 
meetings, and some both. There has been a healthy increase in the mem- 
bership of the district, 1f it is not too strongly offset by the many removals. | 
So many have been forced to leave the farms and seek a livelihood else- 


where—s0 many of our very choice people. Others are going, but we will | 
continue to minister to those. who remain. 


District Meetings ; 


The District has had some very $oul inspiring, well-attended Sub-District 


meetings. Dr. Bovard, our Area Secretary, attended one and gave helpful 


inspirational as well as informational addresses. If it were not for the 


tremendously big field and the heavy responsibilities involved on our chief 
pastor, Bighop Burns, we would be more insistent on claiming more of his 
time, but we are charitable and are willing to give him to those who need. 
him most. We realize what a task is his, and how very little time he has 


at home with those whom he loves just as much as we love our households. 
God bless the Bishop, 
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Ladies' Aid Societies 


The District 1s wonderfully blest by some of the most efficient Ladies' 
Aid organizations which can he found. How they have toiled far into the 
night many times to meet obligations which must be met. There are a num- 
ber of Aids which I have not heard from yet, but just a few inspiring re- 
ports. Great Falls reports $2,016 raised and 4,608 visits. Roundup reports 
$2,013.68, Winnett $968.68, Belt $825, and Moore $740.50. Others run into 
the four, five, and seven hundreds. Paul said: *Help those women who 
labored with me in the gospel.” $0 say we all. 


Some Reported Results 
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I cannot express my appreciation of the many kindnesses extended to me 
by both the parsonage homes as well as those of the laity in my travels oft 
25,000 miles during the year. I do thank my Lord for the fellowship of the 
brethren and the good health which ] enjoy, and for a few days at home 
occasionally to keep acquainted with the home folks. It is almost thirty- 
Seven years Since I was licensed to preach the gospel and today I am firmer 
in my belief that the world needs a great spiritual message.

EDUCATION—SUMMER SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY REPORT 


Upon recommendation from the Conference Board of Examiners the 
conference adopted the following resolutions presented by the faculty of 


the School of Theology which was neld at Montana Wesleyan College, 
Helena, Montana,. May, 1923. 


1. The School of Theology shall cover a period of ten days, and shall 
precede the School for Pastors, provided said school be held in the spring. 


2. All required written work on books to be studied shall be completed 
hefore the opening of the School of Theology 


3. The School of Theology $hall consist of i given and discuss10ns 
directed by the Examiners on their respective books, during a period of nine 
days, and examinations written by the undergraduates on the tenth day. 


4. The management of the School of Theology shall be in the hands of 
an Executive Committee composed of the Dean of the school and the Chair- 


men of the Boards of Examiners. The Dean $hall be elected by the Boards 
of Examiners of the Montana and North Montana Conferences. 


d. That, owing to the familiarity with the details of the school, we 
recommend that Paul M. Adams he elected Dean for 1924. 


| 6. Special lecturers shall be provided by the Executive Committee. 


7. One Examiner for each year from each of the two participating con- 
ferences, together with the Dean, $shall constitute the faculty of the Schoo!

INTERNATIONAL RELIGIOUS EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION

MONTANA DEACONESS HOSPITAL 


Another successful year of this very popular institution has passed into 
history of which we can all take great pride in. Almost three thousand 
patients have entered its doors and only one hundred and four have died. 
Free work has been given to the amount of $4,552.30. The cost of running 
the institution has been a trifle over $101,000. Too much credit cannot be 
given Miss E. A. Ariss, the very efficient Superintendent, with her able as- 
sS1Stants in continuing such a wonderful record in hospital work. 

During the year a new street lighting system has been installed which 
makes the dark nights bright around the hospital. We have also had in- 
Stalled our own ice making plant with refrigerator service that makes the 
Sanitary conditions among the best in use, this cost in round numbers, $4,000. 
We are still waiting for paving which we have the promise of in the near 
_ future. We are also considering oil for fuel purposes instead of coal. The 
training school is among the best in the Northwest.

SOCIAL SERVICE REPORT 


The conviction is steadily increasing, - particularly among the world's great | 
thinkers, that Christ holds the solution to all the international and social : 
problems of this hour. Therefore, as followers of Christ, we hear the call 


| to an intensive study of the teachings and spirit of Christ as applied to the 
problems of the hour. 


While Christ did not give specific instructions to Peter and John in the 
conduct of their husiness as fighermen, He did proclaim certain principles 


and exemplitied a $pirit which was to guide men in all walks of life and in 
all ages. 


The Christian forces of the world must immediately face the challenge of 
war. This 1s the church's hour and ' responsibility. If another war like | 
the last one should come, they (the Christians of America) will be respon- 


$1ble for every drop of blood that will be shed and every dollar wastefully 
expended,” General 'Tasker Bliss has declared. 


| While some may feel that contingencies may arise in the present order 
in which a people must resort to arms, we believe that it should be possible 
to substitute law for war. To this end we helieve that the education of the 
youth in Christian ideals is of primary importance. The church can do no 
less than follow the leadership of international educators in their demand 
for the elimination from our text-books of everything which glorifies war 
or Stimulates international or racial hatred. In view of the results of 
military training in the public schools- of Germany, our Christian citizenship 
Should be alert on similar training in our schools and colleges. | 
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The matter of political prisoners IS now — as to remind us that pros- 
ecution should never be extended to persecution. Courageous attention 
Should be giyen at once to the end that intelligent and Christian action may 
be taken leading to the immediate release of those who are incarcerated 
because of their convictions rather than overt criminal acts. 


Free speech, a free press, religious freedom, and the right of peaceable 
assemblage are granted us by the basic law of our republic. We declare 


our devotion to these principles, protest against the growing tendency to 
invade them, and commend those officials who protect them. 


We reaffirm the position of the Methodist Episcopal Church that labor 


has the right to organize and to select representatives of its organizations | 


to confer on the mutual relations of employee and employer, which prin- 
ciple 1s now being most flagrantly violated by some of the railroads in 
relation to their shopmen. We believe that *Justice and reason,” as taught 
by Christ, rather than coercion and force, hall be mutually determinative, 
and always in recognition of the fact that the rights of life are always pre- 
eminent over the rights of property.

The farmers of Montana face a serious problem of marketing which 
involves deflated prices and excessive rates. More determined study should 


be given to this situation to the end that Caristian principles and economic 
justice may be realized. 


In view of these urgent needs, we recommend : 


1. That the pastors organize their people in study groups for Study in 
the application of Christian principles to social and economic problems. 


2. That each pastor join the Methodist Federation of Social Service and 
Secure membership from the laymen. 


3. 'That-we encourage the raising of an amount equal to one per cent of 
the pastor's Salary for the Federation of Social Service and it be accredited 
under Conference Benevolences. 


4, That we earnestly request the Federation of Social Service to further 


favor us by giving us again one of its representatives at the next sess10n 
of our Conference.

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XII. Memoirs 


THOMAS NEWTON ROGERS 


Brother Thomas Newton Rogers was born in Ebensburg, Pa., July 23, 
1852. His parents were devout Christians and brought their children up 
to love God. In 1869 he united with the Disciples Church. After the death. 
of his mother the family was scattered and he went to the oil fields near 
Oil City, Pa. Here two young men met and formed a life-long friendship— 
W. W: Van Orsdel and T. N. Rogers. This was in 18/72. 
| Brother Rogers was very successful in his business ventures and made 
considerable money. When he came to Oil City he united with the Metho- 
dist Church and so remained until his death. He was licensed as a local 
preacher and continued faithful in the service. For a number of years he 
traveled throughout the United States and Canada as a commercial trav- 
eler. He was a Gideon and wherever Sunday found him he preached on 
the street but more often he went to the jails and held service. He 

'seemed to have a peculiar fitness for this work and many men were con- 
verted through his efforts. He received many letters from men whom he 
had helped to find Christ in the jail meetings. Brother Rogers married 
the first time while resident in Oil City. After his wife's death he came 
to Montana on the urgent request of Brother W. W. Van Orsdel, whom 
he met by chance after a separation of nearly forty years. 

In 1914 Brother Rogers closed out his business and came to Montana 
and purchased a home near Lothair. This place he called Mount Pisgah. 
Here he brought his second wife but she lived but a short time and ' 
Brother Rogers took up the work of spreading the gospel through the | 
widely scattered districts of North Montana. Associated with him was 

_ Fletcher Van Orsdel (brother to W. W. Van Orsdel). Much good was 
done in this work. Preaching the gospel was a passion with him and 
he went from place to place winning many and cheering the hearts of the 
lonely and discouraged. After the death of his friend, Brother Van, or 
Billy” as he familiarly called him, he began to fail in health and spent 
his summers in Montana and the winters in travel in one state or another, 
but always doing work for his Master. 

Last fall he went to Colorado to look after some property interests and 

_ -from there to Lincoln, Neb. He was visiting in the home of Mr. C. B. 
Gregory when stricken with his final illness. These kind friends did all 
posstble but God called him home March 19, 1923. His body was taken 
to Oil City, Pa., and laid away after services in the Church where he had 
So long labored and worshiped. He left his property for benevolent pur- 
poses, remembering especially the Deaconess School and the Montana 
Deaconess Hospital. 

Tommy Rogers, as he was familiarly known among the men of North 

Montana, will be missed especially 80 at our Conference gathering where 

he was always active in the street meetings and his voice always heard 


in testimony to the saving power of the Christ whom he loved and served 
s0 faithfully.
